50 Years In One Stand 


W.J. Carlisle Is King 
Of Local Shoe Trade 


“Boots and Shoes—Cash and One 
Price.” If an advertisement ap- 
peared in a paper to-day with that 
motto, undoubtedly, some puzzled 
eye-brows would be raised. About 
65 years ago a shoe retail firm went 
into business and adyertised that 
there would be only one price on 
any article of -merchandise, and 
this store was flooded with custo- 
mers because of the phrase “One 
Price.” 

Many of the younger generation 
may not know that, until about 50 
years ago, when one went into a 
shoe store, the merchandise was not 
marked and nearly always an argu- 
ment arose as to the price to be 
paid. This was a common practice 
in those days and when one went 
in to make a purchase, it was ex- 
pected that a certain amount of 
dickering would take place. The 
store clerks in those days were not 
jus, parcel-wrappers, they had to 
be salesmen. 

The first store to deviate from 
this custom was R. Neill Ltd., of 
Peterboro, About 1885 Mr, Neill 
opened a shoe store in Peterboro 
and was the first merchant of that 
type who offered his prospective 
customers the advantage of “One 
Price.” The idea was revolutionary 
but it gave the customer the exact 
price of his contemplated purchase, 
and on this scheme Neill's derived a 
thriving business. 

Neill’s were also pioneers of the 
chain store in this area, In 1590, a 
branch was opened and in 1900, Mr. 
W. J. Carlisle came to Lindsay 
from the Peterboro store to manage 
the new one on the north side of 
Kent Street where it stands to-day. 
Before coming to Lindsay, Mr. Car- 
lis}, had six years shoe experience 
in the Peterboro store. In the 
fifty years the only things that hay- 
en’t changed are the manager and 
the location. In the early days of 
the century one could buy a side 
leather boot for $1.35 and a four- 
eyelet-boot for 98c. Knee-high lea- 
ther Wellingtons and Napoleons: 
could be purchased for about $3.50. 

Before given the customer his new 
boots it was necessary for the clerk 
to grind the ends off the protruding 
wooden pegs Inside the boot. This 
was accomplished with a rotary ma- 
chine which was operated by a foot 
treadle, An attachment was inserted 
in the boot and the pegs, which were 
often sticking through the insole, 
were ground down until they could 
not give any discomfort, Previously 
to an expected busy day, the staff 
would he employed reaming out the 
boots. In those days, boots were not 
boxed but were tied together and 
placed in bins. 

Since then, men’s oxfords have 
come in fashion, steel tacks have 
replaced the wooden pegs. Good- 
year welt is used on the better type 
of sewn soles and the old system of 
“barter and banter’ has disappear- 
ed. It {s no longer possible for a 
customer to go in a store and argue 
with the clerk and have the price 
of his purchase lowered, nor 1s it 
possible to buy a palr of mould- 
er’s gallerg for $1,10,

Omemee (PNS) The: early growth 
of Omemee is traced to a grist mill, 
established in 1825 by Wiliam Cot- 
tingham, As g supply base during 
the Robinson immigration, this mill 
became so important that a store 
was built nearby, and these two 
businesses were the nucleus around 
which modern Omemee has grown. 
The mill Js still operating 125 years 
later. . 


About 1865, the mill was taken 
over and run as a flour and grist 
mill by Thomas Stephenson, but 
previous to this, it must have been 
owned by a man’ named McLaugh- 
lin, Stencils used for marking bar- 
Tels still exist with his name, 

Flour was made on a “long mill” 
system, taking In the whole build- 
ing until W. G. Stephenson instal- 
led a smaller, more compact ar- 
rangement to take care of this part 
of the work. By 1941, however, this 
method of making flour had be- 
come impractical, and the “flour” 
section of the mill was disposed of 
to a firm which planned to use it 
for small amounts of a special kind 
of flour. 

Another phase of the milling busi- 
ness was represented fn a sawmill 
which was situated on the west side 
of the river, where “Cap’s Place” 
has now become a tourist centre, In 
the winter the dam would be open- 
ed up and logs run down the river 
to a third mill site, north of the 
white bridge. The dam was also 
used to provide power for thé car- 
riage business in the foundry, which 
still stands, and near it there re- 
main traces of the flume. 

At present the mill Is owned by 
W. G. Stephenson, whose three sons 
Arthur, George and Charles operate 
it as a chop and’ feed service. The 
only mill in the vicinity, it still ser- 
ves extensively the territory sur- 
rounding the village of which {t 
was the beginning.

Was Misconducted 


Firm Fined 
$500 In 
Labor Case 


Found guilty of a violation of the 
Labour Relations Act, Knitters Lim- 
ited, Lindsay, was fined $500 plus 
$29.50 costs in magistrate’s court to= 
day. It was charged by the Textile’ 
Workers Union of America that the 
company had unlawfully decreased 
the wage rate, contrary to the La- 
bour Relations Act, 1948. 

According to the evidence pres- 
ented, wages were slashed 5c and 
llc an hour, depending on circum- 
stances, for some employees before 
expiration of an existing agreement 
with the union. It was claimed by 
a union official that the company, 
through its Lindsay manager, J. G. 
Sabourin, had refused to negotiate 
& new agreement, either with the 
union or under a conciliation officer 
appointed by the Labour Minister 
when the union laid a complaint 
with him, Subsequently, it was dis- 
closed, the union was given perntis- 
sion by Labour Minister Dana to 
prosecute, according to Albert E. 
Johnson, testifying for the Union. 

Evidenc, of Mr. Johnson and Mr. 
Ruggles, director of the Greater To- 
ronto Textile Joint Board, as well 
as William Dunn, a conciliation of- 
ficer appointed by the Ontario De- 
partment of Labour, the contract 
which was in existence prior to 
September, 1949, called for re-nego- 
tiation within a 60 to 90-day period 
before its expiration. They claimed 
that the union did endeayour to 
negotiate a new agreement, which 
was turned down flatly by Mr. Sa- 
bourin, acting for the company, 
Union officials claimed that they 
were told by Mr. Sabourin that ir- 
respective of regulations governing 
labour, his company was determined 
to operate the plant according to its 
own procedure, and were unwilling 
to enter into further negotiations 
with the union. 

The union then laid a complaint 
with the Labour Minister, it was 
claimed, and permission from the 
minister was received for prosecu- 
tion. Counsel for the union, E. B. 
Joliffe, pointed out to the court 
that prosecutions of this nature were 
the exception, rather than the rule, 
and were in the nature of a “last 
resort” where other methods of bar- 
gaining had failed. He stated that 
in most cases, conciliation officers 
were successful in {ironing out dif- 

ficulties between both parties to the 
agreement, but that in this case, 
the company had refused to have 
anything to do with conclliators. He 
asked the court, not for the maxi- 
mum fine which could be imposed in 
registering a conviction, but for suf- 
ficlent penalty to ensure that the 
company was not ‘making a profit 
from its unlawful act. 

H. E. Richardson acted for the 
company and Mr. Sabourin. Magi- 
strate Gep remarked on the quiet 
way in which both attorneys con- 
ducted their cases, adding the obser 
vation that there was a complete 
lack of apparent bitterness between 
the parties to the dispute. 


Butter Prices 
Ease 5 To 12¢ 


Buter prices have come down with 
a tail-spin across Canada. 

Dealers report drops from five to 
12 cents a pound as a result of the 
Government's reduction in the floor 
price. 

Effective May 1, the floor price 
was cul from 58 to 53 cents a pound. 

In Moncton, New Brunswick, one 
store sells butter for 57 cents a 
pound compared with 69 cents last! 
week, But the price js expected to 
settle at 60 or 61 cents, 

In Ottawa, the cut was from six 
to elght cents, and in Windsor, On- 
tarlo, it averaged six cents.

Mr. D, H, Gordon, who has been 
Chief of Police in Fenelon Falls for 


_ the past 19 years, received notice 


in yesterday's mail that he had 
been relieved of his duties by a 
by-law that had been passed at 
Monday night's meeting of council. 
Mr. Gordon's duties consisted of: 
Police Chief, weed inspector, su- 
perintendent of roads, superinten- 
dent of parks, sanitary inspector, 
relief officer, and collector of muni- 
cipal monies (excluding property 
taxes.) 

For some time past, Mr, Gordon 
says he has been bargaining with 
the Fenelon Falls Council for an 
increase in salary. He has been get- 
ting a yearly salary of $1560.00. In 
the course of the bargaining pro- 
cess, the Kawartha Police Associ- 
ation had appeared on his behalf 
before the Fenelon Falls Council. 
Mr, Gordon says he attended the 
council meeting last Monday night 
and was asked to state his views 
concerning his present salary. Mr. 
Gordon asked for an increase of 
$440.00 per year which would bring 
his Salary up to $2,000.00 per an- 
num, About 10:30, Mr. Gordon stat- 
es he left the meeting and at that 
time there was no indication that 
he would be let go. On the follow- 
ing morning, however, he recelyed 
notice that his services were no 
longer required. Therefore Mr. Gor- 
don has received no notice and 
there was no cause given for his dis- 
missal. 

Mr. Gordon in an interview with 
the Post stated that “According to 
Police Aat, while bargaining is 
proceeding, it must be carried out 
in a fair manner and, also under 
the Police Act, there must be just 
reason for dismissal and charges 
must be laid and the officer must: 
be given an opportunity to defend 
hiniself.” 

Mr. Gordon is in Lindsay to-day 
Seeking legal advice regarding the 
matter, Mr. Gordon says that he 
understands that no by-law can te 
given a third reading at one sitting 
of council if a dissentng voice ts 
heard. He declares he is quite cer- 
tain that there must have been a 
dissenting voice to such a procedure. 

The Kawartha Police Association 
has requested a meeting with the 
Fenelon Falls Council on the 
grounds that the council has fail- 
ed to bargain in good faith. A Spo- 
kesman for the association, says, 
this dismissal may affect every po- 
ce officer in Ontarlo and is of 
vital concern to the 3,500 members 
of the Police Association of Ontario,

Willow cat- 
kins hung dark and lank upon the 
trees, and in the straggly bareness of 
the little wood, the silyer of te 
birches stood out in high relief. 

The evening was noisy with the 
croaking of the frogs on the river 
bank nearby, but very few birds 
were to be heard. 

As we waited for the light to go, 
a red fox trotted across in front of 
us. In the glow of the evening her 
coat was beautiful auburn as she 
turned and saw us and hesitated a 
moment. Then she was off like a 
streak, no doubt to continue her 
search for the plump young par- 


made a valiant effort to be heard 
above the chorus of the frogs, and 
as we listened, a black duck broke 
cover and flew straight over the 
tops of the trees out of the wood. 

Earlier in the day, at the same 
spot We had heard and seen a white 
throat sparrow. Not only is this the 
most striking of the sparrow family, 
with the three white stripes over the 
crown of its head and its white 
throat, but it also has the sweetest 
song, an amazingly high pitched 
soprano of surprising clarity.

WHEN SHALL THEY CLOSE 

The discussion at Monday night’s meeting of Town 
Council relative to establishing closing hours to goy- 
ern the fruit trade raises an oft debated and somewhat 
contentious point . . . Has anyone the right to tell 
anyone else how long he shall work in promoting the 
interests of his own business? 

Bylaws governing the fruit and grocery trade 
are under the control of Town Council and that is the 
reason the matter was brought up at their meeting. 
It was apparent from the discussion that even mem- 
bers of Council were doubtful as to whether they 
should continue to support legislation governing -re- 
tail trades in respect to hours of business. Some yen 
suggested that Council should was hits hands of the 
matter and leave it up to the business people involved 
to iron out their own difficulties: This would probably 
mean that the business men affected could get together 
and try and arrive at an amicable: arrangement. 

This paper has contended in the past that it is 
up to the individual business operator to determine 
how many hours he shall deyote to his trade. Location, 
business conditions, etc., are the factors which ob- 
viously must determine how little or how much time 
he must devote to making his enterprise a success. 
For example, a man in business on Kent St. may be 
able to garner in enough dollars in eight hours opera- 

-tions to keep his profit and loss account in fine fettle 
whereas a businessman on a side street may require 
considerably more time to achieve the desired results. 
For this reason it is hard to see how a rigid ord- 
nance can be justly applied.

Getting Rid Of A Tapeworm 

As students who were taught tha’ 
the way to remove a tapeworm from 
the intestine of a patient was to 
starve the patient for a few dazs. 
This starved the tapeworm also, so 
that the tapeworm became weak 
and could not hold on 50 well to 
the lining of the intestine. An an- 
esthetic was then given which put 
the tapeworm to sleep, While it was 
sleeping a purgative (castor oil or a 
dose of salts) was given which swept 
a weak, anesthetized tapeworm out 
of the intestine. 

In “The Puerto Rico Journal of 
Public Health and Tropical Medi- 
cine,? San Juan, Dr. H. Mor- 
ales. reports his treatment of pati- 
ents who had recently passed seg- 
ments of tapeworm. The patients 
were instructed to have a light 
lunch and supper and take 30 gm. 
Epsom salts at 3 p.m. of the day 
before the treatment. On the morn- 
ing of treatment the patients re- 
ported without breakfast. Adults 
were given 6 to 8 tablets of quin- 
acrine hydrochloride, two tablets 
every 5 minutes with a glass of wa- 
ter to which 6 gm. of sodium bi- 
carbonate was added to prevent 
nausea and vomiting caused by the 
quinacrine. Two'or three hours later 
a@ dose of Epsom salts (magnesium 
sulfate), dissolved in syrup of citric 
acid and water, was given by mouth. 
Usually two or three bowel move- 
ments occurred during the first 
hour after purgative had been giv- 
en. After several bowel movements 
patient was allowed to go home. 
The scolex (head and neck to which 
segments are attached) was recoy- 
ered {n 13 of the 24 patients treated. 

Drs. Morales and D. 8S. Stevenson 
treated patients with tapeworm 
with an emulsion prepared from 1 
gm. of crystalline hexylresorcinol, 
1 gm. acacia; and 30 c.c. of water, 
put directly into duodenum (first 
part of small intestine( through 
a tube down the throat which 
carried the emulsion past the sto- 
mach, thus not upsetting the sto- 
mach. No fasting nor purgatives 
were prescribed. There were 28 pa- 
tients and cure was obtained in 26. 

The latter method, emulsion of 
hexylresorcino], requiring no starv- 
ing of the patient nor use of pur- 
gative, would seem to be the better 
method ‘of removing the tapeworm

Membership in the Sheep Club is 
drawn mostly from the district 
south of Lindsay, says Leroy Brown,

In 
any event, says Mr. Brown, many 
people in Eldon seem to bp getting 
away from the idea of raising sheep.

Columbus, O—(NEA)—A Tokyo 
professor, now studying at Ohio 
| State University here, is beginning 
‘to be afraid that there's more to this 
freedom business than meets the 
eye. It can be downright immoral. 

Japanese boys and girls, Senjiro 
Hosokawa thinks, are copying be- 
havior patterns from the American 
GI's on occupation duty. And, he 
adds politely, ther, are a few of the 
boys who are not what he calls per- 
fect examples of propriety. Some 
of them don't even ask a girl's par- 
ents first, when they want a date. 

“you people,” says the 35-year- 
old professor at Tokyo ‘Teachers’ 
College, “should be more discreet 
\in your introduction of your way of 


life. In your eagerness to democra- 
tize our country, freedom has been 
misinterpreted.” 

The serious-faced Hosokawa fears 
that pretty soon Japanese marriages 
will be arranged by the parties in- 
yolyed, and the nation’s moral struc- 
ture may suffer other similar signs 
of breaking down.

Preacher From India In Lindsay 
Sees Materialism Man’s Undoing 


Reversing the usual procedure, a 
native Christian preacher has left 
India to conduct a revival in the 
New. World, which has been in the 
habit of sending missionaries to 
India, He sees imminent danger to 
the Western World's spiritual wel- 
fare through its wane of materi- 
alizm, modernism and sin. 

Rey. N. G, John Vasu, Pastor of 
vival at the Penticostal Assembly 
Churches in Madras Proyince in In- 
dia, is in Lindsay sponsoring a re- 
vival at the Penticostal Asembly 
on Cambridge Street. Pastor Vasu 
is principal of two schools in In- 
dia with an enrolment of over 400. 
He is also the editor of a paper and 
publisher of another religious tract, 
the “Balm of Gilead". Coupled with 
all these duties he finds time to be 
the head of an orphanage. 

Last May he attended the Paris 
conference of the Assembly and 
since that time has been making a 
tour of the New World and Europe 
atudying educational, religious, and 
social services. In his travels to 
date, he has visited England, France 
Norway, Sweden, Finland, Denmark 
Germany and now, Eastern Canada. 
He plans on going to Vancouver and 
fmm there, down the west coast of 
the United States and across the 
country to the east coast. From 
there he will sail to England again 
and hopes to visit Swizerland, Rome 
and the Holy Land. He expects to 
return to his home in India some- 
time in October. 

John Vasu was educated as a 
Hindu until he was 16 years old. At 
that age, which was in 1924, he join- 
ed the Christian faith because he 
discovered that the Hindu has no 
living god but the Christians have 
a remarkable falth and a living 
God. In 1929, he entered the min- 
istry and since that time has organ- 
ized the India Evangelical Mission, 
with 30 evangelists and 12 teachers. 
The entire church is self-support- 
4ng and receives no help from the 
English-speaking churches, At pre- 
sent, Mr. Vasu is hoping to ralise 
funds for a new church at honie. 
‘The present place of worship ‘s in 
a Hindu building and the congregat- 
jon has to leave by June. The new 
Indian Government is not very 
sympathetic toward the Christian 

Church and Mr. Vasu fears that 
the funds for a new church will 


heathenism is sweeping the Western 
world which at one time, sent mis- 
sionaires to the East to convert the 
heathens, He says this wave of 
heathenism is caused by materl- 
alism, modernism and sin and that 
only a revival of the old time re- 
ligion can avert this catastrophe in 
this country. He suggests that an- 
other John Wesley or Martin Lu- 
ther could bring about such a revi- 
val. 

When asked whether liquor posed 
a problem in India, Mr. Vasu re- 
plid that it was very rare to see 
anyone drunk. There are no bev- 
erage rooms but one can obtain al- 
cohol through a doctor’s prescip’~- 
ion. For this privilege, one has to 
relinquish one’s driving licence. 
There are very few drunk drivers in 
India. 

Mr. Vasu was amazed at the di- 
vorce situation in England and here 
too. In his native land, one can ob- 
tain a divorce because of sickness 
but the courts drag the case 
through so much red tape, etc., that 
one would certainly be hard-pres- 
Sed to attempt to obtain a divorce. 
He was saddened to note that the 
Western World, which is supposed 
to be the leader in social life, is 
setting such a bad example for the 
so-called heathen world. Be could

» HODGSON OPPOSES DROPPING 
OF DOMINION FOR CANADA 


Speaking during the second read- 
ing of a bill which would drop the 
word “dominion” in referring to Do- 
minion Day and substitute it with 
the word “Canada”, C. W. Hodgson, 
M.-P. for Victoria opposed the idea. 

His remarks on the matter are 
Teproduced as follows from Han- 
sard, official record of parliament- 
ary proceedings: 

Mr. C. W. Hodgson (Victoria, 
Ont.); “Mr. Speaker, I will not take 
up much of the time of the house. 
There is a certain amount of senti- 
ment and tradition about the word 
‘dominion.’ I have a dictionary here 
and I find that it has two or three 
meanings. It means ‘a supreme pow- 
er or authority, control, rule, or the 
self-governing territories of the Bri- 
tish empire.’ I hope we are still a 
part of the British commonwealth of 
nations of which we are so proud, I 
think every member of the house is 
proud of Canada as a self-governing 
nation, Sometimes these things are 
easily changed and it does not al- 
ways please the majority of the 
people of Ganada. It is likely that 
some few years hence the country 
may be ready for a change of this 
kind, but at the present time I do 
not think it is. Last year the name 
was changed in the telephone di- 
rectory. I asked a question then as 
to why and by whom it was chang- 
ed, That does not matter so much, 
but at that time I received a great 
deal of correspondence from the 
whole of the Dominion of Canada, 
and I did not receive one letter in 
favor of it. After all, some people 
think they would like to keep the 
tradition of calling it the Dominion 
of Canada, 

So far as changing the name of a 
day is concerned, it is a very small 
matter, and in fact really too small 
to take up the time of the House of 
Commons: I do not think the bill 
should have been introduced at this 
time. There are other nations of the 
British commonwealth, and there is 
not an Australia day, a New Zeal- 
and day, an India day, or a South 
Africa day.They have other names 
for thelr days of celebration. I do 
not see why we have to depart from 
the old word “dominion.” There 
are many old people in the country 
who cherish the name and who re- 
member the days of 1867 when this 
country became the Dominion of 
Canada. It seems to me that it is a 
tie binding our provinces to one an- 
other. In the old biblical days there 
was a phrase, dominion over all 
from sea to sea. I think we are 
a lttle premature, that we should 
walt a while and not be in a hurry 
about these matters. I do not 
know why we should want to call our 
day of confederation ‘Canada Day.’

He claimed that many tourists 
coming to the Kawartha area still 
feel they're being gypped by scme 
merchants, restaurants and lodge 
owners. -- “It behooves the 
merchants and all others connect- 
ed or affected by the industry to 
be quite genuine in their efforts to- 
wards “our Nell” or they’re goirg 
to lose their market” to other coun- | 
tries,” Mr. Watson declared. 

He said instances were cited him 
during his trip of toursts paying 
more for certain items in this area 
than they would have to pay for the 
identical items in their own home 
towns, Mr. Watson said tourists who 
had visited the Kawarthas had con_ 


ence in prices between two towns 
They did speak well, however, of 
the courteous treatment they had 
received. Particular reference was 
made to policmen and Lindsay's 
force was mentioned Specifically 
in one instance. He appealed for a 
continuation of this courtesy on he- 
half of the tourist industry.

Canadians from coast to coast are 
paying more for beef and govern- 
ment spokesmen say they'll con- 
tinue to do so until the middle of 
May. 

Prices on most beef cuts have 
risen between five and 12 cents a 
pound in major cities. 

Officials blame the rises on an 
off-season scarcity and big demands 
for Canadian steaks by the United 
States, 

But Americans are complaining 
over high beef prices too. Butchers 
throughout the United States are 
faced with surplus stocks as many 
Americans refuse to buy at higher 
prices. 

Biggest increases are reported in 
Chicago, where porterhouse steak 
has jumped to nearly one do'lar 
and ten cents a pound in one 
month.

‘These bonuses, some of which are 
already on thelr way, are special 
maintenance grants based on 25 
per cent of the grants for mainten- 
ance given the hospitals last year. 
Premier Frost stated that these 
grants, plus the increased muaici- 
pal grants which become effective 
on January 1st 1951, should help tne 


hospitals out of their difficulties.

Due To 
” Way Of 
Life 


Members of Victoria and Halibur- 
ton Counties Children’s Aid So- 
clety were told last week that “So- 
cial Service to-day is a highly or- 
ganized and scientific business and 
necessarily so”. They were told this 
by the speaker at the annual meet- 
ing of the society, Father Fullerton. 
Mr. A. T, Lacey introduced Father 
Fullerton and told the audience that 
besides preliminary work necessary 
to becoming a parish priest, Father 
Fullerton graduated from the school 
of Social Work in Washington, D.C,, 
and has held the position of Direc- 
tor of Catholic Charities in Toronto 
for the past eight years. 

In a spirited address, Father Ful- 
erton sald that if one could see mil- 
lions and millions of dollars spent 
annually in welfare work, it would 
be obylous that social service had 
assumed an important role in the 
present-day democracy. This money 
had been spent to alleviate the ills 
of people, helping them live better 
lives and helping them to live ac- 
cording to the higher principles of 
democracy. 

He pointed out that, although 
social service has now become very 
important in the public’s wefare, 
the act of helping one’s neighbour 
is as old as the Bible, He cited the 
parable of the good Samaritan and 
stated that he believed that the 
words of the Lord at the conclu- 
sion of the parable could be a 
theme for the work of the Chil- 
dren's Aid Soclety -'Go thou and 
do thou likewise.” 

Thirty or forty years ago, the ma- 
jority of the population of Canada 
lived in the rural areas and a system 
of nejghbourliness existed that a 
social service program was not ne- 
cessary. If sickness struck the home, 
the children could be sent to a nei- 
ghbour and another nelghbobur 
would come and attend to the 
ill. Since that time the population 
has drifted to the industrial centres 
and no longer {s this neighbou.ly 
feeling in existance. Therefore it 
was necessary now to have a very 
businesslike system of social service, 

In mentioning juvenile delin- 
quency, Father Fullerton said that 
too many people in the last five 
years had talked about this subject 
for him to say anything about the 
present condition of certain classes 
of youth. He did say that he thought 
that the new school of child psy- 

chology which allowed self ex-

Hoover’s Idea 
Of Ousting 
Reds Bucked 


(British United Press) 
Former American President Hoo- 
yer's proposal to oust, Communist 
countries from the United Nations 
is meeting with growing opposition. 
High U-S government officials 
are against the proposal made two 
days ago by America’s only living 
ex-president. Lined up with them 
are the two top Republican Consult- 
ants to the State Department—John 
Foster Dulles of New York, and 
John Cooper of Kentucky. 

Officials are dissatisfied with the 
present U-N set-up because num- 
erous ‘Soviet vetoes have ham- 
strung its actions. Proposals are 
being studied to call a conference 
for revising the charter. They might 
wind up in an American effort to 
restrict, but not eliminate, the veto. 
Two leading groups devoted to 
strengthening the U-N also oppose 
Hoover's plan. They say it would 
add considerably to the danger of 
a new war. 

The American Association for the 
U-N contends the proposal might 
end the last opportunity for an 
agreement which would prevent a 
third world war. And in a compan- 
jon statement, the United World 
Federalists brands the Hoover plan 
as “dangerously enticing and un- 
realistic.” 

John Foster Dulles also said in‘a 
radio interview last night that he 
owed his appointment as a U-S 
State Department Adviser to Sen- 
ator Joseph McCarthy's charges a- 
gainst the Department. The for- 
mer New York Senator said Mc- 
Carthy’s accusations aroused such 
a public response that the adminis- 
tration realized the public lacked 
confidence in its foreign policy.

Prspector Enthused 


Uranium Hub 
Believed Found 
In Haliburton 


The hub of radium and uranium 
deposits in Halfburton County has 
been found. At least that is the be- 
Nef of Charles Gordon Earle, a 
mining man who claims to have 
prospected the district for deposits 
of various minerals for many yeaie. 
And 50 confifdent is he that the 
prospective mine may haye real 
commercial deposits of these sub- 
stances that he is working to form 
a syndicate for the developmen: of 
his find. 

} ‘This syndicate property, says Mr. 
Earle, is situated two-and-one-half 
miles west of Tory Hill, about 125 
miles from the Port Hope Radium 
and Uranium Refining Plant, ind 
60 miles northeast of Lindsay. The 
office of the syndicate is at Tory 
Hill, but may be moved to Lindsay. 

In an interview with the Pest, 
Mr. Earle recalled that he had dis- 
covered a good prospect of radtim 
and uranium minerals over 30 years 
ago in calcite veins at Cheddar, in 
Cardiff Township, Haliburton. This 
property is now known as Canada 
Radium Mines. 

Speaking of his most recent dis- 
covery, Mr. Earle says this mine was 
made by a very large and. powerful 
volcanic eruption from the bowels 
of the earth, and the veins are large 
true fissures, crosscutting the vol- 
canic. rocks which le between the 
granite on the north and limestone 
on the south. When the find was 
made, Mr. Earle says that ne was 
determined to get a real mining 
man as partner and has been able 
to secure the man who was his fore- 
man and boss when he first started 
mining near Cobalt in 1908. To- 
gether, they plan to do a certain 
amount of prospecting -wock~ and 
Prove the mine, later with the ald 
of unit holders, forming a mining 
company to take over the syndicate 
and mine the property. 

“I have found a real radium and 
uranium mine, not just a prospect”, 
Says Mr, Earle, He recalls that some 
years ago he had the honor of hay- 
) ing Dr. H. 8. Spence, radium and 

uranium engineer of the Geological 

Survey, Ottawa, go over several pro. 

spects with him. He says that at 

that time, Dr. Spence explained the 
finds to him as follows: ‘Mr. Earle, 
this is how I will explain my con- 
clusions to you. Take a wheel, “or 
example: you have found several 
spokes showing radium and urani- 

um, but I believe that there is a 

real hub of the wheel somewhere 

in the County of Haliburton. If any. 
on finds the hub, that will be you, 

Mr. Earle.” 

Mr. Earle says that Dr, Spence 
was right: he has found the hub, 

He says he believes people are 
too prone to say ‘we will make a 
mine out of this,” referring to a 
promising property. But he claims 
that there 1s not a man in the

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Resignation Demanded | 


Infant Baptism Is 
Spurned By Pastor 
Of Bethany Church 


A: Bethany minister’s conscience 
has come between him and his Uni- 
ted Church vows, and the rift now 
seems beyond repair, Either he or 
United Church doctrine is wrong 
on the subject of infant baptism, 
according to his view. And he claims 
the backing of Holy Writ. The Rey. 
W. N. Crandall, B.A., of Bethany 
whose pastoral charge includes the 
500 persons in United Churches at 
Bethany, Ebeneezer and Yelverton 
—is the man who has stirred up 
this theological controversy. 

Lasp summer he felt he could no 
longer conscienciously baptize “in- 
fants’; nor has he doné so since. 

A desire “‘to get back tothe teach- 
ings of Christ and the practice: of 
the Apostles,” lies behind his refu- 
sal. 

In the meantime his congregat- 
fons in the small communities of 
Bethany, Ebeneezer and Yelverton 
are split into two camps —some 
loyal to Mr. Crandall- and. others 
wishing his resignation. 

Asked For Resignation 

The Peterborough Presbytery of 
the United Ohurch of Canada — 
highly embarrassed by his unortho- 
dox stand —has asked for his resig- 
nation. The executive recommended 
this action in March and it was up_ 
held at Tuesday’s meeting of the 
Presbytery in Hastings. = 

A special committee under R. F, 
Downey has proved unsuccessful in 
changing Mr. Crandall’s mind. 

“Well, are you ‘going to resign’? 
Mr, Crandall, a 36-year-old ex- 
RCAF armorer, was,.asked Friday 
afternoon. 

"I hayen't decided yet,” he re- 
plied. ‘In any case I haven't been 
officially asked by my congregation 
to do so. The nevt move is up to the 
Prebystery,” he said flatly 

“We're not trying to destroy the 
United Church,” said Mrs. Cran- 
dall, an ex-Belleville nurse. “We 
are just trying to bring out the 
truth. 

“In my vows I satd I'd preach no- 
thing that was contrary to the 
Bible,” explained the short, stocky 
minister. “And theré’s nothing in 
the Bible about infant. baptism,” 

He quoted Article 16 of the Uni- 
ted Church manual: “The proper 
subjects of baptism are believers, 
and infants presented by their 
parents and guardians in the Chris- 
tlan faith.” } 

Interviewed by the Presbytery’s 
special committee he was told that 
this was the doctrine of the United 
Church of Canada and that he 
would be required to carry it out 
in the practice of infant baptism. 
No Record Claimed 

“I stated my conviction that the 
doctrines of Holy Scripture take 
precedence over the doctrines out- 
lined in a manual ...there is no 
record of (Christ) baptizing in- 

ints or of His commanding us to 
do so.” 

When he was ordained he was 
asked: “Are you persuaded that the 
Holy Scriptures contain sufficiently 
all doctrines required for eternal 
salyation in our Lord Jesus Ohrist? 
and are you resolved out of the sald 
Scriptures to instruct the people 
committed to your charge and to 
teach nothing which 1s not agree- 
able thereto”? 

Mr. Crandall took the vows and 
now contends that he is fulfilling 
them by not baptizing infants, 

“The earliest known command- 
ment which the Church has recely- 
ed in regard to infant baptism com. 
es from the condemnation of Justi 
fication by faith alone by Pope In- 
nocent I in the year 416 and ap- 
proved by Pope Zosinmus in 418 af- 
ter the Council of Carthage dc- 
clared that children should be 
baptized for the remission of 
original sin.” 

“I do not wish to be one of those 
of whom Christ said: ‘In vain do 
they worship me, teaching for do- 
ctrines the commandments of men’,”’ 

Because an infant has not reached 
“the age of discretion” Mr, Cran 
dall believes {t is incapable of mak- 
ing a cholce permitting it*to be 
Tecelved “into the congregation of 
Christ's flock as a member of tho 
family and household of God,” 

“Infant baptism js not so much as. 
mentioned in Holy Scripture, but we 


are often told in God's Word of 
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baptism being preceded bya per- 
sonal belief and acceptance of the 
Lord Jesus Ohrist,” ‘reads a letter 
circulated among this congregation 
by Mr. Crandall. — 

“The Apostle Peter said, ‘Repent, 
and be baptized’. Philip baptized 
men and women in Samaria when 
they believed men’ and women in 
Samaria when they believed. The 
Eunuch said ‘What doth hinder me 
to be baptized?” And Philip said 
‘if thou believest with all thine 
heart thou mayest’.” 

“Only the baptism of believers is 
recorded in the New Testament,” 
‘In fact Christ himself was bap- 
tized as an adult, (Mat, 3: 13-16).” 

“Jesus sald: ‘Except a man be 
born again he cannot see the King- 
dom of God’, I cannot follw the 
reasoning which changes the new 
birth, of which Jesus spoke, into 
@ magical regeneration occuring at 
the word of ‘an official, in a soul 
that does not even know what is 
going on.”

“There parents who confess Jesus 

Christ as their personal Saviour, 
pledge they Will bring them up ‘in 
the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord’.” 
Mr. Crandall, centre of this theo- 
logical | dispute, “graduated ~ from 
United’ College, Winnipeg ‘in 1949, 
And came to Bethany in 1848, He 
is oneof the most versatile men 
in the community and can ‘turn his 
"hand to other vocations than min- 
istry. 

He was rafsed on a farm, and 
has a diploma from a school of 
agriculture at Olds, Alberta. In ad- 
dition he ts a business school gradu- 
ate, honoring in bookeeping. 

While in’ the RCAF “he took a 
business course and was about Teady 
for the intermediate exams for the 
certificate general accountants de- 
gree when he was discharged. 

His first pastoral charges was 
in Pipestone, Manitoba, but he has 
been preaching aS @ layman since 
1939. 

And the future? Well, he doesn’t 
know. It will probably depend on 
his congregation. 

“The people that attend church 
are ‘for us,” said Mrs, Crandall, “It's 
the ones that stay away who aren't.”

Excessive Use Of Liquor Held 


Responsible For 


Causing The 


Most Family Difficulties 


The excessive Use or abuse of in- ¢ 
toxicating beverages is the greatest 
contributing factor in family diffi- 
culty. This viewpoint was expres- 
sed by Mr, Allan Blewett at Friday's 
Annual Meeting of the Children’s 
Aid Soclety. 

Although {t would be impossible 
to relate all the cases that had pass- 
ed through the Society's hands, Mr. 
Blewett said that his staff had been 
responsible for the prevention of the 
actual coming into care of some 129 
potentially neglected or dependent 
children. During the year, 61 chil- 
dren were brought before the Court 
and were comvitted to care either 
temporarily or permanently. At 
this point Mr. Blewett stated that 
he believed that the greatest con- 
tributing factor in family difficul- 
ty was the excessive use or abuse 
of intoxicating beverages. In years 
gone by, men drank to excess, but 
women were at home to keep the 
family together. Now, the women 
‘were aping the men and there is no- 
one to keep the home together. 

‘The O. A. S. handled 28 new un- 
married cases last year. $2,780.00 was 
collected from putative fathers, sev- 
en babies wer, taken in care, three 
‘were placed without ward action 
and arrangements were made for 
seven children to be cared for in 
their own homes. 

“Adoptions,” stated Mr, Blewett, 
“are a highlight of any Society and, 
as our statistics show, we have had 
eighteen adoptions completed in 
the year.” He then read a letter 
from a mother by adoption, who 
stated that the new boy filled a need 
that had been felt for some years. 

The C. A. S. began the year with 
215 children in care and ended with 
195, There were 11 ward adoptions, 
6 have reached their majority, and 
while 40 haye come into care, 43 
haye been returned to parents, af- 
ter temporary care, thus accounting 
for a smaller total at the end of 
the year. The group of 195 may be 
placed at 108 in Pay Care and 87 
in Free Care. 

In mentioning the Physical Care 
of the Children, Mr. Blewett told 
the members that, at a clinic for 
medical and dental in August, 40 
wards had recelyed booster toxolds, 
and another group had been inocu- 
lated and vaccinated. There had 
been four tonsillectomies, one ap- 
pendectomy, two fractures and five 
minor operations. Seven wards had 
been treated in the Sick Children’s 
Hospital; one series brain opera- 
tion, two removal of congenital tu- 
mors, and two orthopaedic cases, 
and three Psychometic Tests. Four 
boys were seen by the Ontario Hos- 
pital in Whitby, and Psychiatric as- 
sistance had been given by Dr. Flet- 
cher and Dr. Earle, 

Mr. Blewett concluded his re- 
marks by stating his appreciation 
for the work dong by the foster par- 
ents. These people had been respon- 
eible for supplying a home for all 
these children and their treatment 
there had been of a nature that 
could not be surpassed. He stated 
that the progress of the wards in 
education had been most gratify- 
ing. 

“To summarize, we believe that 
our boys and girls are well-adjusted 
in good homes, healthy, happy, well 
dressed and nicely mannered chil- 
dren and later in life will assume 
their responsibilities as loyal citi- 
zens in our community.” 

Hereafter, when the Board of Di- | 
rectors of the Children’s Aid Socie- | 
ty meets, the councillors of Victoria 
and Haliburton Counties will have 
a yote. At the annual meeting of 
the ©. A. S., Director A. T. Lacey 
brought to the attention of the 
members that according to a by-law 
the councillors of Victoria and Hali- 
burton County Councils were hon- 
orary directors but could not vote 
on any matter. Most of the money 
necessary for the work came from 
these bodies and the men who vot- 
ed the money to the Society could 
discuss the motions at the meetings 
but were not allowed to participate 
in any tanglible way. He moved that 
the paragraph in the by-law prohib- 
iting the councillors from voting 
should be deleted. This motion car- 
tied almost unanimously.

Yelverton Church, thought baptism 
was “sort of an introduction to the 
church, proving the parents are do- 
ing the right thing by their children, 

“Mr, Crandall took 10 years of 
study to make up his mind. Now 
he expects us to change ours over- 
night,” he said. 

An official of the United Church 
in Toronto said that if asked to re- 
sign, Mr. Crandall would not be 
stripped of his clerical title or un- 
frocked. 

“Once a man has been ordained 


he cannot be unordainer very eas-' 


ily,” the official sald. “But if he 
should refuse to resign his charge, 
there are various processes of ec- 
clesiastical procedure that might be 
invoked. I can't recall when a min- 
ister has refused to resign when re- 
quested to do so.” 

A special committee of the Pres- 
bytery was formed some time ago 
to take up the matter with Mr. 
Crandal. And in the meantime he 
has been instructed not to mention 
the subject from the pulpit. 

According to Mr. Aiken, the pur-

Blackstock (PNS) — Cartwright 
lost one of its oldest citizens in the 
passing of James Brownerigg Nes- 
bitt, in his 95th year. Hep was the 
fifth child of John Nesbitt and 
Mary McQuade, in a family of five 
girls and eight boys. 

Born on October 2, 1855, on the 
farm now occupied by Harold Bea- 
cock, he received his schooling in 
the old school at Nestleton Sta- 
tion. He was Married March 2, 
1880, to Matilda Mahood, eldest 
daughter of James and Sarah Ma- 
hood, who predeceased him in May, 
1943. The couple travelled by cut- 
ter to Lindsay, where they were 
married. Robert Mahood and Nel- 
lie Jackson, late wife of Mr. A. H. 
Veale, were the attendants. 

They settled on the original Will- 
jam Williamson farm, lot 21, con- 
cession six, in the framehouse on 
which, later, their son Elmer was 
born, In 1899 they erected the fine 
new house now occupied by their 
second son and his wife, Mr. ‘and 
Mrs. Marvin Nesbitt. 

In October, 1938, Mr. and Mrs. 
Nesbitt, Elmer, and Mrs. Nesbitt's 
sister, Miss Fanny Mahood, bought 


their present home and moved to 
live in Nestleton. In September, 
1940’ Mr. and Mrs. Nesbitt celebrat- 
ed their dljamond wedding anniver- 
sary with a large gathering of rel- 
atives and friends. 

The late Mr. Nesbitt had a very 
keen memory of early days and a 
host of pioneer stories. Be was 
an excellent source of information 
on the history of Cartwright. Until 
December, Mr.: Nesbitt was in good 
health, but since that time he was 
cared for by his son and daughter- 
in-law, Mr, and’ Mrs. Marvin Nes- 
bitt.

Stained Aluminum 
Burnt stains on aluminum, or 
any other unsoldered vessel of tin, 
brass, iron, etc., can be removed by 
placing the empty vessel over a gas 
Name or fire until it is red hot.

She doesn't believe in crowding 
a girl’s camping day so full that she 
doesn’t have time to just sit hy a 
lake and enjoy-a sunset. She advises 
parents to check the program of a 
summer camp before they send 


thelr child. She says, “the camp'r 


program shouldn't be a city Dro. 
gram projected to the country.” 

Girls as young as six are taken to 
the summer camp. Miss Dodge says 
the six-year-olds are less likely to 
get homesick than the 12-year-olds. 

No matter what age the child may 
be, she thinks summer camping is 
vitally important. Miss Dodge ad- 
vises parents not only to check the 
,Program, but also the health set up 
of the camp. There should be an 
accredited safety program for swim- 
ming and boating. The water should 
have been inspected. A registered 
nurse should be stationed at the 
camp at all times. -with a doctor 
available on call.

THE MUSIC FESTIVAL 

The advent of Lindsay's Music Festival this week 
causes us to reflect on the value of encouraging -youth- 
ful talent. 

Looking back over the recent years it is possible 
to cite many instances where promising Lindsay tal- 
ent has been brought to the fore by this annual 
competition. Several of these who gained recognition 
for their musical ability at the Kiwanis Music Festival 
have gone on to distinguish themselves in higher com- 
petitions and in the field of entertainment. 

There is another phase to these music festivals 
which {s quite important to those inyolved. We refer 
now to those who enter these festivals but do not 
achieve any great success. It is important that these 
youngsters be made to feel that their contribution to 
the success of the affair was none-the-less noteworthy. 
They should leave the festival feeling that they have 
gained worthwhile experience and acquitted themselves 
nobly. Under no circumstances should they be given 
cause to feel inferior because they didn’t achieve the 
success some of their friends and schoolmates did. If 
such were to happen more harm than good could ac- 
crue from the festival. 

The fact that interest in the Lindsay festival is 
growing seems to indicate that it is gaining recogni- 
tion as a fine medium for bringing out into the open 
musical talent which might otherwise be hidden to 
all except those closest to the individual. 


TOO MUCH SENSATIONALISM 
IN PRESENTING THE NEWS 

Nearly everyone likes to read the news as presen- 
ted in the columns of the nation’s daily press. Few 
will take exception to this statement, but if one were 
to ask whether the news was being presented in the 
best interests of the reading public, agreement might 
not be so unanimous. 

One of the leading complaints would probably be 
to the effect that much of today’s news is being pre- 
sented in a manner too sensational for the common 
good. And a great many people would probably line 
up strongly behind this contention. 

There is considerable evidence available in many 
of the so-called leading dailies to convince the aver- 
age person that sensationalism is being greatly over- 
done, The existence of such a condition indicates a 


need for some thorough housecleaning in the journal-* 


istic profession. The clean-up should come for two 
Teasons (a) to preserve the hard-won respect which 
the press is in danger of losing and (b) to serve the 
best interests of the reading public which is the prim- 
ary duty of the press. 

A news story, if it is worth writing at all, should 
provide enough basic facts to hold the attention of 
any reader and there should be no need for the writer 
to either be too “smart” or too “imaginative” in. pre- 
paring it. Facts are always stranger than fiction. 

The exponents of sensationalism in reporting the 
news have two shop-worn arguments which they ad- 
vance in support of the practice. One is that it gets 
the story more attention and the other that it is neces- 
sary to meet competition. The answers to these are 
(1) sensationalism in a story will probably repulse 
more people than it will interest and (2) sensational- 
ism used to meet the sensationalism of a competitor 
will probably result, ultimately, in two “shoddy” jour- 
nals instead of one. Both of these effects might, it 
can be readily seen, lead to-am indifference on the 


part of the reading public to press Teports-—a most un- 


desirable state of affairs. 

Some indication of the public’s attitude towards 
sensational news presentation has been revealed in 
recent events, Not the least of these was the Charit- 
able Gifts Act outburst. 

Anyone, with a little training can write a news 
story and a good many people can write a sensational 
story, but it is not everyone who can write an inter- 
estingly factual story. This should be the aim of 
every reporter. Adhered to, it will give the press a 
respected place in the public’s mind — Ignored, the 
outcome is not so pleasant to contemplate. 


NOW IS THE TIME 

Daylight Saving Time, that bothersome clock-ad- 
yancing business designed to add an extra hour of 
daylight to the day in summer, is just a few hours 
away. The advent of the changeover is usually fairly 
uniformly timed across the province but its discontin- 
uance is something else again. 

Everyone recalls the mix-up which occurred in 
Lindsay last fall and the same condition prevailed in 
many other parts of the Proyince. There was general 
confusion for one reason—the dropping of Daylight 
Time was not carried out on a province-wide basis. 

There is absolutely no need for a repitition of last 
fall’s confusion if common sense is used. It seems 
that some direction in a matter of this kind could 
come from the Ontario Government. Time changes 
should not be left at loose ends and now is the time 
to take steps to avold a recurrence of such a muddle. 


WHY NOT “DOMINION” DAY? 

The desire on the part of some parliamentarians 
t o have “Dominion” Day changed to “Canada” Day 
raises a question. And the question is “Why?” 

The July 1st holiday has been known as “Domin- 
jon” Day for a good many years. Why it needs to be 
changed in this year of 1950 doesn’t seem to have 
been adequately explained—if a suitable explanation 
can be conjured up. 

Actually, except perhaps for official purposes, 
“Dominion” Day is seldom referred to by any name 
other than the “First of July.” People have to a large 
xtent either forgotten or chosen not to concern them- 
selves with the original purpose of the holiday. © This

may not be in the best interests of patriotism but the 
fact remains that people in Canada today are more 
concerned with the time of the holiday than they are 
with either the origin or purpose of it. 

This being the case the changing of the name 


given the holiday is of little import to a great many * 


Canadians. To change it then, wouldn’t serve any 
very real purpose except, perhaps to satisfy the whims 
‘of a few name -conscious members of parliament. And 
even if it is changed, the majority of those people who 
called the holiday “Dominion” Day in the past will 
continue to do so through sheer force of habit. 

Surely in this day of many perplexing issues fac- 
ing the nation our government at Ottawa can devote 
its time to more important matters. 


PARKING ON THE SIDEWALKS 

Walking along three of Lindsay’s streets in the 
downtown area on Saturday, one was struck with the 
great need for a parking lot to relieve parking prob- 
lems in that section of the town. At the same time 
there was an Obyious need for the enforcement of 
present regulations governing the parking of motor 


vehicles.

That seems 
to us as reasonable a subject for nightmares as pink 
walruses, snakes in the mattress and billion dollar 
gifts; all are possible, even if they are, as of this 
writing, figments of fantasy. 

The most famous American atomic physicist and 
a Nobel Prize winner, Dr. Robert Milliken, told U.N. - 
at Lake Success last week that “there is no chance 
of a hydrogen bomb in my lifetime.” Lewis L. Strauss, 
who retired from the U.S. Atomic Energy Commission, 
Saturday after ten years in the allied U.S. government 
service, said that the extreme statements about the 
new weapon, which is not even designed yet, are “not 
warranted by the facts as I know them.” He says that 
he does not believe that the H-bomb would blow a 
chunk out of the earth the size of the moon, or wipe 
out life on earth. 

Lest we be accused of giving false comfort to our 
nightmarish acquaintance, we should state that Dr. 
Robert Milliken, who believes that there will be no 
H-bomb in his lifetime, is now aged 82; and further 
that eyen if the H-bomb could not cut a moon-sized 
segment out of the earth, kill all life, it could make 
a pretty mess of Peterborough and its denizens, or 
even of Toronto and New York. But here we are 
dealing futurities far from certain, as the man who 
does not sleep was troubled with fantasies unbased on 
facts——Peterborough Examiner 


PEOPLE PREFER TO READ 

The public’s preference for getting information 
from the printed word has been demonstrated by sur- 
vey taken among employees of one of Canada’s big 
paper plants. % 

And one of the best ways to get information to 
the public, the suryey showed, is through local news- 
papers. 

The survey was made among 500 employees in 
Northern Ontario paper plants, a “sample’’ cross-sec- 
tion of the whole working force. The poll was to 
help the company decide how best to give information 
about its policies and operations to employees and 
others living in the mill communities. 

A company house organ was ranked at the top 
of the list. Seventy-seven per cent of employees chose 
this organ as one of the best ways to get information 
about the company. 

Local newspapers ranked high on the list. 

Nearly two out of three (63 per cent) chose their 
local newspaper as one of the best ways to get in- 
formation about the company. 

Nearly four out of five (79 per cent) said they 
read every issue of the local newspaper. 

More than half (54 per cent) said they remem- 
bered reading advertisements about the company in 
the newspaper.

He told delegates that Canadians 
were selling sandy beaches, spark- 
ling waters, tall pines, and what re- 
mained of the fish and games and 
that many of these could be enjoy- 
ed by tourists without leaving their 
homes. On the other hand, it was 
claimed by Mr, Cranston, not en- 
ough attention was paid to another 
aspect of the tourist business, the 
attraction of historical sites and 
other forms of Canada. 

“We cannot sell Canadian History 
to tourists until we can and have 
sold it to aCnadians,” sa... Mr. 
Cranston, 

Quoting from a report of the 
Select Committee of the Ontarlo Le_ 
gislature on Conservation Mr. 
Cranston pointed out that among 


the landmarks along the roads and 
highways are schools, churches, ag- 


ed buildings and historic sites -- 
some more attractive than others 
These according to the commitcee, 
should be maintained in suca a 
manner that they can be shown 
with pridé to any visitor, as they 
play an important part in the spirit 
of a free people, just as our lakes, 
rivers and forests do. ~ 

Conservation of natural and his- 
torical resources go hand in hand, 
sald Mr. Cranston, adding that their 
conservation is the manifestation 
of a way of life. He told of a his- 
torical conference held last Janu try, 
under the conyenorship of the De- 
partment of Travel and Publicity, 
which was attended by representa- 
tives of historical societies, tourist 
associations, chambers of commerce, 
museums, and publications. A‘ this 
conference, said Mr. Cranston. a re- 
commendation was made to the Pro.

Why do some nations live togeth- 
er so happily while others go around 
with chips on their shoulders, ex- 
pecting every moment that the chips 
will be knocked off thus establish- 
ing the basis of a quarrel. 

The reason is that they see 
things differently. Listen over the 
radio to a hockey match between 
Toronto and Detroit. Sitting here 
in Ottawa we, naturally enough, 

‘ant Toronto to win simply because 
he team is Canadian. There is no 
real national prestige involved, No 
one flies into a rage over it. It is 
much the same as the 
school boys’ game. But if the 
match were between the United 
States and Russia our interest ris- 
es, we are more anxious. If the 
Russians lose they will no doubt 
claim their defeat was due to foul 
capitalist tricks, If they are defeat- 
ed twice they will probably refuse 
to play again. I wonder if they play 
hockey in the Russian public 
schools! I would have more faith 
in them if they did. 

Our Western farmers go down to 
the Grain Show at Chicago and cop 
off a number of the best prizes, es- 
pecially in wheat and barley. The 
Americans come over here in the 
fall, attend the Toronto Live Stock 
Show and get away with a goodly 
number of prizes. It is all in the 
game. The rivals meet and discuss 
the qualities of the different ani- 
mals. It is a friendly business and 
before it is over the Canadians have 
managed to sell some of their best 
live stock to American buyers, buy 
some from their herds, 

Years ago, in the first Great War, 
Halifax was seriously damaged by 
the explosion of an ammunition 
ship. As a matter of fact the big 
American cities are closer to Hali- 
fax than we are. They were the 
first on the ground with needed sup- 
Plies. A neighbor was in trouble, 
that was all they needed to know. 
When Canadians and Americans 
meet there is more than a mere phy- 
sical contact, there is a meeting of 
minds. In other words we under- 
stand the Americans, they under- 
stand us and in the normal con- 
tacts of differing minds, each seek- 
ing the better way, there lies the 
Greater power for peace and sanity 
the world has ever known, 

Last summer I was talking to an 
American who lives in a small city 
close to Boston, We had met be- 
fore, in the same place, Metis, in the 
Province of Quebec: So with a nat- 
ural curlosity I asked him why he 
came to that spot every year, His 
answer was typical. “Darned if I 
\know, {t Is hard to explain. T like 
the American I meet here and I 
like the Canadians I meet here. If 

you could bottle this air and 
keep it around your house all sum- 
mer you would be willing to pay 
® good deal for It, so I will be back 
next year, and, if I am well, many 
years thereafter.” 

I pondered over these things the 
other day as I read the story of the 
unarmed American patrol plane shot 
down by Russian planes. It should 
have been a simple matter to warn 
the American plane if it was out of 
bounds or over Russian Territory 
but apparently it wasn’t. That 
would have happened if we had a 
common. civilization .but the Rus- 
slans have been trained to regard 
the presence over adjacent waters 
of a foreign plane as an affront to 
thelr national dignity, They. had 
to avenge the affront but deep down 
in the Russian mind among the 
most intelligent of them, fs the 
feeling that, for the present at least: 
they cannot expose their country to 
the view of other people. — they

the feeling that they cannot stand 
comparison with other countries and 
so they adopt the attitude which 
suits their frame of mind and act 
in a way which is quite impossible, 
from any conception of friendly re- 
lations with other nations. There 
is no meeting of minds between the 
Angle-Saxon and the Russian—men- 
tally, they dwell in separate worlds. 

Many years ago I read the life of 
Marshall Lyautey. There was some- 
thing in Lyautey which reminded 
me of Marshall Foch. Both had 
highly civilized minds. aMrshal Ly- 
autey had been sent to pacify a re- 
bellious Morocco, a disturbance 
which followed the French occupa- 
tion.| He was a great soldier and a 
great gentleman. He recalled prev- 
ious conflicts between France and 
Germany. France is a nation of cul- 
tured people. They would like to do 
away with the useless waste of war. 
So in his philosophical mind he 
raised the question which still puz- 
zles us today: “How can nations 
live together as neighbours in space, 
when in time they are centuries a- 
part?” 

There is the barrier which separ- 
ates nations. Human contacts are 
closer now than ever before. Only 
time can bridge the gaps which sep- 
arate the thinking of one nation 
from the thinking of another and 
with all our culture the march of 
the human mind is slow. This 1s 
an age of power but power must be 
exercised with restraint. Will re- 
Straint increas, with capacity to 
strike and destroy? If it does there 
are few barriers to human progress 
but power, without restraint, can set 
back the progress of the human 
race for centuries.

Stop Infection At The Source 
You often hear the words “focal 
infection.” As ‘focus’ means a 
point or spot in the body, we know 
that it Is at this spot or focus that 
the infection began, What we do 
not know, or perhaps give no 
thought to, is that infection from 
this focus or starting point may be 
and often js carried to distant parts 
of the body, Thus we knew that 
infected tonsils are the commonest 
cause of rheumatic fever and 
rheumatism; that infected tonsils 
and teeth may cause infection of | 
stomach and gall bladder. 

In “Post-Graduate Medicine,” Dr. | 
Meyer Solis-Cohen, Philadelphia, 
points out that focal infection {s 
not exactly the same as focus of 
infection. The organisms “starting” 
an Infection at a focus, such as the 
tonsils or teeth, often remain in 
this one spot and do no damage 
to the tissues nearest to this spot, 
especially if the patient's resis- 
tance to disease !s high. However, 
if his resistence to infection and 
disease is low, these organisms or 
the poisons they manufacture may 
be carried by the lymphatic vessels 
or the blood stream to other more 
or less distant tissues, where the 
organisms may set up a second in- 
fection. Thus, from the spot at 
which infection started, and from 
the distant spot where the poisons 
set up the second infection, the 
poisons are absorbed into the blood 
stream. The patient then has “in- 
fected” or poisoned blood which 
can cause various symptoms 
thoughout the body. This is focal 
infection or systemic infection. 

Focal or systemie infection cau- 
ses such symptoms as physical fa- 
tigue, lack of energy, general tired- 
ness, drowsiness, weakness and ex- 
hhaustion. Mental fatigue is shown 
by inability to concentrate, mental 
confusion, lack of desire for mental 
or physical work, headache, lack 
of appetite, faintness, dizziness. 

If you have any of the above phy- 
sical and mental symptoms, you 
should consult your family doctor 
and dentist to try to find if infect- 
ion is present before consulting a 
specialist regarding any one part 
of the body. 


Skin Tuberculosis Cured By 
Calcifero! 


I recall a patient at our base 
hospital suffering with skin tuber- 
culosis (lupus) whom at the time, 
I was unable to help, This was 
during World War I. I saw him a 
few months ago and his skin con- 
dition was just the same. I told 
him about the new treatment for 
lupus and suggested that he ask his 
physician about investigating the 
drug, caleiferol, which was helping 
80 many cases. 

During the past two years I have 
been recording cures by calciferol 
from various parts of the world. I 
do this because the former treat- 
ment for lupus has given such poor 
results, 

In “Archives of Dermatology and 
Syphilology,” Chicago, Drs. H. E. 
Michelson and J. R, Haserick report 
their experience in treating 25 pa- 
tients with tuberculosis of the skin 
and other skin diseases with cal~ 
ciferol. At first viosterol in ofl was 
used, and later a solution of calci- 
ferol in propylene glyco) (drisdol), 
These research workers state that 
calciferol is a yaluable help in the 
treatment of skin and nodular 
(lumpy) tuberculosis. It has excep- 
tional value in the treatment of 
lupus vulgaris, a very common form 
of skin tuberculosis although just 
why it Js so helpful in this formerly 
almost incurable disease 1s still un- 
known. 

I have written before of the great 
success in the treatment of lupus 
and other skin ailments by combin- 
ing streptomycin with calciferol 
which brought about a cure in less 
time than by use of calciferol alone. 
While there was little or no toxic 
(poison) symptoms from use of 
calciferol, calcifero] was not used in 
any patient with arteriesclerosis 
(hardening of the arteries) or if 
any damage was present in the kid- 
neys. When any toxic symptom or 
reaction occurred from use of cal- 
ciferol, the earliest sign was nau- 
sea with anorexia (loss of appetite) 
and headache. In no case In which 
the patient was ambulatory( able to 
be on his fect) was it necessary to 
stop using calciferol. Of eight ber- 
ridden patients, five had reactions 
seyere enough to stop the use of 
calciferol. 

I am writing often about the 
many cures of lupus by calciferol 
because this disfiguring disease had 
been considered incurable before the 
discovery of the value of calciferol,

pitals for tuberculosis patients were 
being closed because there were not 
enough patients to justify them. 
While this statement was true and 
the battle against tuberculosis Is 
still being waged successfully, there 
are still many tuberculosis patients 
needing institutional care, 

One reason why there are still so 
many cases of tuberculosis is that 
physicians and the general public 
are on the “lookout! for this dread 
disease, knowing that if caught 
early a few months’ treatment may 
prevent any progress of the disease 
and save the patient's life. 

In my youth tuberculosis was called 
“consumption” and every victim 
died in a matter of months or years. 
Today, with early recognition of 
the symptoms, helped by mass X- 
ray surveys of the chest, early and 
immediate treatment which gives 
the affected lung rest, tuberculosis 
is arrested, and may never become 
active. 

In Public Affairs Pamphlet No. 
166 entitled “T. B. --The Killer 
Cornerer,” Alton L. Blakeslee, no- 
ted writer on scientific subjects un- 
der the auspices of the National 
Tuberculosis Association, gives some 
excellent advice regarding tuber- 
culosis. 

“Don't wait for symptoms. Tu- 
berculosis germs are sneaky. They 
may be in your body for weeks or 
months busy in their destructive at. 
tack, before they give any sign of 
their presence.” 

However there are warning signs 
or signals such as tiredness, weari- 
ness, loss of pep, loss of weight -- 
@ cough that lasts a long time. Just 
these three signs --tiredness, cough 
and loss of weight should make one 
suspicious of early tuberculosis. 

“Spitting of blood is a real dan- 
ger signal which calls for promt 
action,” 

While by the new methods of 
treatment -complete rest of the 
affected lung even to the extent of 
surgery, and use of the germ killing 
drugs, -streptomycin and PAS - 
most patients recover, nevertheless 
all this treatment with its months 
of necessary rest might be avoided 
if the early signs are recognized and 
immediate treatment given. 


Emotional Disturbances May 
Cause Skin Ailments 

“In dermatology (disease of the 

skin), as in other branches of medi- 
cine, we must never lose sight of the 
fact that the patient who seeks our 
ald is an individual fellow-human. 
He is not merely a case of eczema 
or psoriasis, but a person who is 
suffering from a symptom-complex, 
which we call such and such. He 
4s not like a Ford car or an Inger- 
soll watch, an assemblage of stand- 
ardized interchangeable and replace_ 
able parts. There is something more 
to him than a set of mind and 
chemical (body) parts: there is 
also a personality, soul or whatever 
you choose to call it, which con- 
stantly introduces unknown factors 
or variables.If this were not so the 
practice of medicine, instead of be- 
ing an art would be a mechanical 
performance similar to an automatic 
stoker, 

I am quoting in full, Dr, D, E. H. 
Cleveland, Vancouver, B,C,, in “The 
Canadian Medical Association Jour- 
nal.” 

Dr, Cleveland points out that the 
skin, his appearance, is always on 
the patient's mind as it is always 
exposed to his own observation. 

Someone has been unkind enough 
to say that when a physician does 
not know what {s causing certain 
s@#mptoms he tell the patient that 
they are due to “nerves,” We know 
that the nerves—emotional disturb- 
ances—cause many sudden changes 
or symptoms in us such a rapid 
heart, gooeflesh from fright, desire 
to urinate, excessive perspiration 
and others, Some months ago, Dr. 
M. G. Brunner, University of Tlli- 
nois in “Archives of Dermotology 
and Syhilology,” stated that the 
emotions caused changes In the skin 
because these emotions cause an in- 
creased flow of adrenalin-like sub- 
stances, It is this secretion from the 
adrenal glands that has such dra- 
matic effects upon many, if not all, 
of the body processes. It raises the 
blood pressure, is used to revive the 
heart that has stopped beating, is 
used more than any other drug in 
nose and sinus ailments, and enters 
to some extent into Acth, the new 
wonder drug\for arthritis. 

Generally speaking, when emo- 
tional disturbances cause skin re- 
actions it is because of some {frus- 
tration in the life, past or present, 
of the patient which may affect the 
tissues and make him more sensi- 
tive or allefgic to various substances

ASTHMA 

A few years ago I found myself 
writing very often about the liver 
because so many men and women, 
at or about middle age, find them- 
selves bothered with gas attacks, 
and pain in the upper right side of 
abdomen, I also kept pointing out. 
the great help to health of a prop- 
erly working liver. The liver does 
so many jobs in the body: manu- 
factures bile, Nature's purgative; 
stores up fat and also sugar from 
the blood. 

The suggestions for keeping the 
liver in good working condition were 
not eating too much starch and 
fat food, and bending exercises — 
(imees straight). 

Lately I have not been writing so 
often about the liver, but more 
about the treatment of asthma and 
also about epilepsy because in my 
student days there was no special 
treatment for asthma, and the only 
treatment for epilepsy were quiet- 
ing drugs. 

Because physicians are able to 
give relief to asthmatics in most 
cases it is well that these patients 
should know this and consult their 
physicians. It has been found that 
practically all cases of asthma are 
caused by (a) allergy or oversens!- 
tiveness to various substances—tfurs, 
feathers, foods, dusts—and (b) de- 
fect of nose and throat, There 
are also cases of asthma caused by 
infection and a few definitely caus- 
ed by emotional disturbances, 

A distressing sight to parents is 
to see one of their children suffer- 
ing an asthmatic attack with violent 
and unproductive coughing. 

In “The Johns Hopkins Hospital 
Bulletin,’ Dr. Samuel Livingston 
states that the treatment for child- 
ren who have repeated attacks of 
asthma is use of X-ray. X-ray and 
radium treatment help other nose 
ailments, particularly the third or 
dry form of catarrh, with the dis- 
agreeable odor. Another condition 
greatly relieved by radiation is the 
form of deafness caused by soft 
adenoid growths in back of throat 
which are blocking the entrance 
of the tube carrying air to the 
middle ear. 

In the case of many of these as- 
thmatic children the fact that in- 
fection was present was discovered 
becaus, the blood clotted so rapid- 
ly.

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Sure Way to Insecurity 


By Lewis Milligan 
Finance Minister Abbott, in his 


Budget speech in the House of Com- 
mons, told the Canadian people that 
{f they wanted furcher social secur- 
ity expenditures they would have to 
be prepared to pay for them. That 
is what you might call a truism and 
should go without saying. But 1: 
seems there are a whole lot of 
people who belieye the government, 
has some source of wealth, apart 
from the pockets of the people, up- 
on which it can draw to provide 
everybody with financial security-- 
if it were only benevolent enough. 
It never occurs to these simple- 
minded fo)k that if, the government 
had such secret reserves there 
would be no need for taxation. 

What Mr. Abbott meant was that 
if his Budget had to provide for 
all the social security schemes sug- 
gested he would have to double 
and perhaps quadruple taxation, 
which would have to be paid by all 
the people. The first to complain 
about such an imposition would be 
the very people who are clamoring 
for social security, for it would re- 
quire a drastic “checkoff” on all 
wages and salaries, Those who would 
suffer the most would be the wage- 
earners who receive most of the 
national income, which is the only 
source of goyernment revenue, All 
governments are pickpockets, and 
where they don't do it openly by the 
checkoff on pay-enyelopes and in- 
come tax, they do it light-fingered- 
ly in sales taxes and other hidden 
devices. 


In other words, taxes, whether 
direct or indirect, come out of 
wages, and eyery increase in taxat- 
ion therefore reduces the purchas- 
ing power of wages. This is what 
has happened in Britain, where 
heavy taxes have been levied dir- 
ctly on wages to provide for social

If you should lock yourself 
outside your apartment, having 
forgotten to put your trousers on, 
there’s a compnay that will rush 
you a pair to match the coat you 
remembered to put on. 

While that messenger boy’s on 
the way, a locksmith company wil! 
be dispatching a reformed yegg who 
knows how to get back into your 
joint and find the keys you lost. 

There's a mobile barbare shop 
that will send you a clip artist at 
3.00 a.m., if that’s when you like to 
have your locks shyn. There's a 
company that will wake you up in 
the morning and croon you to steep 
at night,

security schemes, Consequently the 
workers are repeatedly demanding 
higher wages and the prices of 
commodities and services go up ac- 
cordingly so that they are no better 
off. But the labor unions insisted 
upon social security with the result 
that, as a British economist, Prof. 
Hutchison, recently stated, “The 
British are the heaviest taxpaying 
people in the Western World.” 

If full employment could be 
maintained under this heavy tax- 
ation for social security schemes, 
the British people would have little 
to complain about; but excessive 
taxation has a depressing effect 
upon industry. Adam Smith long 
ago, in his “The Wealth of Nations”, 
pointed out that direct taxes on the 
wages of labor generally resulted 
in a considerable fall in the de=- 
mand for labor. “The decline of in 
dustry,” he said, “the decrease of 
employment for the poor, the dl- 
minution of the annual produc of 
the land and labor of the country, 
have generally been the effects of 
such taxes,” 

Adam Smith was a very prosy 
writer, but his bok is a mine of 
political wisdom and ecoomic 
common sense which are worth 
digging for, His whole argument on 
taxation might be summed up in 
the words of Finance Minister 
Abbott when he sald that if the 
Canadian people wanted further 
social security expenditures they 
would have to be prepared to pay 
for them, If Canadian people are 
willing to pay for theoretical social 
secyrity through high taxation, 
well and good, but it woud be well © 
for them first to consider the 
warning of Adam Smith. There is 
mo surer way to social and econ- 
omic insecurity than by excessive 
taxation and more especially when 
its purpose is to relieve the people 
of their personal responsibilities,

Working Their Way Through College 
Is No | Joke To Blackburn’s Students 


Carlinville, Ill. —(NEA) There are 

315 students at Blackburn College 

here. And all 315 are working their 
> way through college. 

In fact, they, have to. For part of 
the tuition charged by the unique 
schoo] is 16 hours of work a week, 
Since the students’ labors help the 
institution keep the payroll small 
—there are only seven employes, 
exclusive of faculty — the institut- 
fon can keep the tuition small. Full 
tuition, board and room for the 
school year is only $500—plus those 
15 hours of work. 

The students completely maintain 
the co-educational college, which is 
60 miles northeast of St. Louis. 
Eight student crews are responsible 
for the principal areas of work— 
kitchen; laundry; women's janitor 
work; table service; construction; 
firing furnaces; bookstore; and 
men’s Janitor work. 

Running each crew !s a student 
“work head.” ‘Work managers” for 
men’s and women’s activities run 
the whole operation. The work 
hedds and work managers are el- 
ected by the outgoing office-holders, 
after all nominees for the positions 
attend a two-week wors heads’ 
school. 

The student workers do all the 
chores around the 20-acre campus, 
with its seven buildings. They do 
everything from replacing light 
bulbs to cooking the food for the 
student dinirg hall; from washing 
the dishes to gravelling the roads; 
from scrubbing floors to doing the 
campus laundry. 

Students express their choice of 
work assignments at the beginning 
of each semester. The work man- 
agers assign the jobs according to 
these preferences, but they also 
take into consideration such things 
as academic schedules. A person 

} with a late afternoon lab can’t be 
assigned to kitchen work, for ex- 
ample, since the lab conflicts with 
dinner preparation. 

Jobs are switched, too, as the col- 
lege feels that variety is desirable 
Students are graded on the work, 
just as they are graded on the 
academic subjects. These work re- 
ports form a part of each graduate's 
official college record. 2 

Besides the routine jobs of firing 
furnaces, clerking in the bookstore, 
secretarial work, cooking and sery- 
ing meals, and so on, some students 
have odd “Jobs which also help 
Blackburn save money. One boy is 
the college butcher, another main- 

> tains the chapel organ, and a group 
runs the college's 80-acre farm from 
which much of the food served is 
obtained. 

Blackburn refers to its plan as 
“{nstitutional housekeeping.” Oth- 
er colleges—such as Antioch, Yellow 
Springs, O.; Berea, Berea, Ky.; and 
Harding, Searcy, Ark—have self- 
help work plans, usually based on a 
college-operated industry, bué 
Blackburn does not operate an in- 
dustry, 

Because Blackburn, which was 
established in 1835, is now designed 
specifically for students who need 
financial help in obtaining a col- 
lege education, the thrift motif Js 
carried throughout. For example, 
one $10 fee is the only charge for 
the entire social program for the 
school year —it covers admission to 
all the athletic contests, concerts 
and dances. 

“Higher education must be avail- 
able also to young men and women 
whose familfes are without large 
financial resources,” says Black- 
burn's president. Robert P. Ludlum 
fn explaining the “Blackbur Plan.” 

But Ludlum believes the plan has 
many values besides lowering the 
cost of a college education: He says 
the work-while-you-learn . scheme 
develops “mature ability to assume 
responsibility,” creates “group 
consciousness,” and teaches “the 
means of working effectively and 
harmoniously with others.”

2178-Mile Race Will Open 
Mexico’s Pan

THE ROAD SOUTH: The approach to the town of Encarnacion ts

Mexico City—(NEA) — Mexico's 
part of the Pan-American highway 
1s now completed. 


The official dedication early in 
May of several hundred miles of 
recently completed highway in Sou_ 
thern Mexico now leaves only three 
small gaps in the roadway which 
will eventually link Alaska with 
South America, And for the first 
time in history it gives, Mexico a 
modern, 2178-mile highway connect- 
ing its morth and southern-most 
boundarles. 


The gaps which remain in the 
Pan-American road are a: 25-mile 
stretch in northern Guatemala—un- 
der construction—a section in north. 
western Costa Rica, and one in 
southeastern Costa Rica and west- 
ern Panama, 


Last year. Mexico enjoyed the 
greatest automobile tourist trade in 
its history, With the completion of 
its north-south highway system gov- 
ernment officials expect to see new 


records set. The newly-completed 
sections open up to auto travelers 
some of the most picturesque parts 
of the country. 


Discussing the new road, President 
Miguel Aleman gives the following 
credit: 

“To the International Road Fed- 
eration, of which the Mexican High- 
way Association is a sister organiza. 
tion, we wish to express our grati- 
tude for the cooperation and good 
will shown in the great projects un- 
dertaken by the Mexican Highway 
Association.” 

The inauguration of the road will 
feature an automobile race from the 
U.S. border at El Paso, Texas, to 
the tiny city of El Ogotal on the 
Guatemalan frontier. The racg will 
be run in eight legs, will last three 
days with a $17,341 first prize to 
the winner.

Duck Census 


Millions of ducks on the Can- 
adian prarie probably wond+> what 
all the fuss was about regarding the 
census down in the United States. 

The ducks, just returning f:cm 
their annual vacation in the south 
Are ready for the first of threo 
beak-counts held every year. 

Thousands of spotters, acting for 
the ducks unlimited organization, 
are busy throughout Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta these days. 
Ninety percent of North America’s 
ducks are hatched in this area. 

Since the birds stay close to their 
nesting grounds at this time of 
year, the spotters Job is easy. They 
hardly. ever leave their cars while 
counting birds on sloughs and Jakes. 

Later on after the little ducks are 
hatched the spotters will have a 
harder job. The will have to put on 
hip-boots and wade into the sloughs 
to flush: the young birds. 

‘That will give them an idea how 
successful the season’s hatch has. 
been. ’ 

,Spring flooding often takes a 
heavy toll of the young birds. Water 
covers’ the nests,»making th> eggs: 
sterile. When the water recedes the 
ducks return’ to their nests ‘and try 
to»hatch the dead eggs.

They say that the use of feed 
supplements containing elther Aure- | 
omycin, Streptomycin or Terramy- 
cin increas, the growth of animals 
remarkably.

wfacturers in Seattle earlier this 
month. 

They said that previously, vita- 
min B-12 was the only known im- | 
portant growth factor in the animal 
kingdom.

ARCTIC FIELD RATIONS 
The Canadian army embarked on 


@ research program this month to} 
determine the best type of food to} 


feed soldiers in the field in Arctic 
Regions, 

Food tasting tests were held to 
obtain the individual soldier’s re- 
action to the food items contained 
in the Army’s new ten-man Arctic 
ration pack. 

This pack includes preserved and 
compressed meat and fish blocks 
which can be chewed or cooked. In 
the tests the soldiers tasted only a 
mouthful of each {tem in the pack. 
‘Then they jot down their reactions. 

The food tasted pretty good, the 
soldiers thought, but some took a 
dim yiew of the meat and fish 
blocks. 


MANURE USEFUL 

The Dominion Agriculture Depart- 
ment reminds farmers that barn- 
yard manure is very useful to help 
maintain fertility of a soll and the 
supply of organic matter. 

However, the department says in 
a rotation including flax it should 
be applied two years befor, grow- 
ing flax—that is for the crop pre- 
ceding the flax crop. 

Manure applied for the flax crop 
mostly results in lodging the crop 
and in a growth of certain weeds 
such as Lamb's quarters. (BUP).

They blame the intense industrial- 
ization of Quebec for the gradual 
decrease of both types of wild life. 
They say both moose and caribou 
are unable to adjust themselves to 
live in close partnership with man.

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‘Secret Battle for Underseas Control 
Is Hardest Fought Phase of Cold War 


By DOUGLAS LARSEN

WASHINGTON -(NEA)- The 
most intense and secretive battle 
of the Cold War is being fought un- 
derseas. The recent announcement 


B of the 505-hour, 5200-mile submer- 


ged yoyage of the U.S. sub Pickere!, 
from Hong Kong to Pearl Harbor, 
focused attention on the importance 
of the sub race. 


It’s mostly a research struggle to 
develop better submarines and bet- 
ter anti-submarine measures. Many 
military experts believe that there 
are bigger stakes in the sub rivalry 
than in atomic and H-bomb race. 

Here's the status of the situa‘ion 
today, as well as it can be evalu- 
ated outside the cloak of super- 
Secrecy which both nations have 
thrown around it: 

Russia has more, and possibly 
better, submarines than the US. 
Some experts says the Reds have 
270 now, and are building more 
rapidly. Most liberal estimate is that 
she will have 1000 of various types 
by 1951, most of them equipped with 
the snorkel, an underwater breatk- 
ing device. 


The U.S. Navy has 72 operating 
subs of various types. Twenty-one 
are streamlined, yery fast “Gup- 
pies;~ 19--of which have snorkels. 
Under construction are six Fast 
Attack Class subs, probably better 
than anything the Russians have 
mow, and three very small anti- 
sub subs, 195 feet long and adaptable 
to mass production. 

Russia's advantage of greater 
numbers is extremely important, the 
experts claim. An adequate defence 
against them would commit thou- 
sands of surface ships, air patrols 
and undersea patrols, involving mil- 
lions of men. When unopposed by 
adequate defenses, a few hundred 
Submarines are fully capable of 


changing the outcome of a war. 

Behind the snorkel-equipped Pi- 
ckerel's voyage was the Navy's de- 
Sire to serve notice on the Russians 
that America is still very much in 
the offensive sub race, too. 

Tt is likely that the U.S. has/the 
edge in anti-sub warfare, which 
is a sort of game within qa game— 
trying to keep our defenses ahead 
of our own offense in hopes that 
this will mean they will be equally 
far ahead of the enemy’s offense. 

Anti-sub warfare in the Cold Waz 
is partly a struggle of nerves. The 
appearances of what are fairly well 
established as Russian subs off the 
west coast and the Navy’s recent 
announcements of some hot anti- 
sub developments are part of this. 

At the end of World War II, al- 
though it came too late to turn the 
tide, the Nazis’ snorkel had made 
US. airplanes almost useless in 
anti-sub operations. The snorkel’s 
edge was its ability to shield a sub 
from air and sea radar detection. 

Now, however, the airplane is 
very much back in the anti-sub 
picture. Recently the Navy announ- 
ced that its Lockheed P2V-4 Nep- 
tune “can find formerly radar- 
proof snorkel submarines at any 
depth and destroy them without 
help from surface vessels.” 


~~ The plané is loaded with secret 


electronics gear and can drop 
“sonobuoys’’ which detect subs und_ 
er the sea and transmit their ex- 
act location to the airplane with a 
small radio. The existence of this 
plane materially changes the under- 
water defense picture. 

According to Adm. C, B. Mom- 
son, the Navy's top sub expert, the 
major underwater problem now is 
the fact that our subs, and pre- 
sumably the Russian subs, can 
carry torpedoes which have ranges 
greater than the range of our son- 
ar detection gear. A sub can fire at 


<2 ship before the ship’s sonar can 
reveal its presence. 

Momson says that there are suv- 
eral research projects under way 
aimed at licking this advantage of 
the long-range torpedo. He says, “I 
feel certain that a solution lies just 
ahead.” All kinds of fantastic pro- 
jects are included in Momson’s op- 
timistic prediction, including one 
which would detect the exhaust 
gases of a snorkel wth radar. 

The three small anti-sub subs 
which the Navy is now building are 
the most radical and newest long- 
range developments in the field. 
Very fast, they are equipped with 
many kinds of detection gear. They 
are extremely quiet, greatly ham- 
pering the enemy’s detection of 
them. Being capable of mass pro- 
duction, they might make a basic 
change in the sub picture in case of 
war.

Toronto To Become International Market Place 


When Global Merchants Gather for Trade Fair

TORONTO -(NEA)- For about a 
week and a half, in late May and 
early June, this metropolis will be 
transformed :into an international 
market place. Mingiing with busi- 
ness-suited Canadians and Ameri- 
cans will be turbaned Indians, col- 
orfully dressed Portuguese and re- 
presentatives of many other na- 
tions. 

The occasion is Canada’s third an- 
muol International, Trade Fair, 
which will run from May 29 to June 
9. A few months later, the U.S. will 
stage its first such fair in Chicagc. 

The big fair is based on the in- 
ternational trade fairs which have 
been common in Europe for cen- 
‘turies. Some 60,000 buyers from all 
parts of the world have a chance 

* to inspect world-wide merchandise 
| and meet sellers who come from re- 
' mote corners of the globe with rare 
9 goods. 

American and Canadian business- 
men can look over Swiss watches, 
Ttalian dolls, English textiles, Simi- 
larly, their products will be on dis- 
play to the keen-eyed merchants of 
Siam, Norway, Pakistan, Greece, 


Czechoslovakia, Australia. 

Actually, the trade fair is a great 
many industrial exhibitions under 
one roof. The largest number 6f 
exhibitors represent textile indus- 
tries, but there are q myriad other 
products scheduled to go on public 
display. 

Among them are jewelry from 
Europe, India and Australia; hand- 
tooled leather goods from Spain; 
radium and chemicals from Yugo- 
slavla and Canada; cosmetics from 
France; bicycles and sporting goods 
from Belgium; coffee from Costa 
Rica; cheese from tropical Jamaica; 
liquors and wines from Europe and 
South Africa; scientific instruments 
fzom the United States and Great 
Britain. 

While no complete figures for the 
past two fairs have been issued, 
some ayailable statistics indicate 
the tremendous volume of business 
transacted. 

For instance, last year the Czech- 
oslovakian textile exhibit did about 
$4,000,000 worth of business. A 
British exhibitor rented a booth for 
$300 and sold merchandise worth 
$900,000 in the two weeks of the

Fire Chief Webster says 
that the room was being cleaned, 
and that the contents of the basin, 
far from being water, was actually 
cleaning fluid. Aside from the 
damage to the couch, says the chief, 
smoke caused the’ greatest harm, 
and the fire was confined to one 
room.

A petition signed by some 50 
businessmen in Fenelon Faiis was 
presented-to the village council at 
@ special council meeting Tuesday 
night urging the council “to retain 
the services of Police Chief D. H. 
Gordon until proper charges have 
been adyanced and proven against 
him which would warrant his dis- 
missal”. It was felt that Chief Gor- 
don was “removed from his office 
without just cause” the petition 
said. 

More than 100 residents of the 
village crowded into the council 
chamber for the meeting called to 
discuss Mr. Gordon’s dismissal last 
week. Many who were not able to 
get in listened to the proceedings 
from outside the door. Those at 
the meeting were unanimously in 
favour of the petition. ; 

The meeting was opened by Dr. 
J. W. McKay, reeve, who explained 
that “everyone had been given a 
fair hearing at the previous coun- 
cil meeting before any action had 
been taken. Chief Gordon had been 
called in and he had giyen his 
monthly report. His salary had been 
discussed and Mr. Gordon had said 
that he thought he should have a 
taise. He then left the meeting, 
Dr. McKay said. 

“A motion was then passed by 
majority vote of the council to the 
effect that Chief Gordon’s ser- 
vices were no longer required. Since 
the motion was passed by Council 
it must go through whether we 
like it or not”, Dr. McKay said. 

Mr. Gordon hasn't co-operated 
very well with the council, Mr. Mc- 
Kay said, adding that “an employee 
who always thinks he isn’t getting 
enough money isn’t very satisfac- 
tory. Under an amendment to the 
Police Act passed in 1947, it was 
up to the council to set the salary of 
their police officer,” he continued, 
“and the Police Association-was not 
empowered under the act to bargain 
with the council for a member of 


its police force. The Police Associat- 
ion is an advisory body to Police 
Chief Gordon only,” he said. 
In*connection with Chief Gor- 
don’s dismissal, Dr. McKay said, 
“I was satisfied to have him stay 
and carry on his work if he would 
co-operate with the council but he 
didn’t”. 
Mr. McKay charged that when 
a fire occurred some time ago at 
Mr. Rettie’s, “Chief Gordan never 
went near to direct traffic around 
the fire hose but a few days later 
went to Lindsay and laid charges 
of arson against Mr. Rettie’”. 
"This was denied by Chief Gor- 
don who said that he went to the 
fire as soon as he heard about it. 
“T resent the inference that I laid 
the charge against Mr. Rettie be- 
cause of ill will”, Chief Gordon said, 
explaining that “a few days after 
the fire I went to Lindsay and gave 
the details to the fire marshall. No 
charge was laid then. The matter 
was investigted entirely by the pro- 
vincial goyernment. Some time la- 


ter a charge was laid on instructions _ 


from the fire marshall’s office”. 

Chief Gordon then asked Dr. 
McKay if his work had been satis- 
factory and Dr. McKay replied that 
it had been as far as he was con- 
cerned. 

As representatives of the Police 
Association, Chief A. Webster of 
Lindsay and Chief D. McKay of 
Peterborough asked that, since no 
charges had been laid against Chief 
Gordon, he be reinstated. Charges 
could then be laid and if there were 
just grounds for his dismissal they 
should be properly heard and the 
chief dismissed. 

The council meeting was ad- 
journed and the meeting thrown 
open to discussion without any act- 
jon being taken by the council. It 
is expected that another special 
meeting of the council will be cal- 
Jed in the near future to discuss the 
situation further.

Request For More Help Refused 


Claim Lindsay Lacks Police 
Protection During The Night 


Lindsay will have no additional 
policeman added to the roster this 
year. This was decided at Monday's 
meeting of Town Council. 

A request from Police Chief Web- 
ster was presented by Police Chair- 
man Wainman, asking that an ad- 
ditional cadet be hired for the 
force, as under the present seyen- 
man setup the thief did not feel” 
that the town had ample police pro- 
tection. 

As the force stands ab present 
reported Mr. Wainman for the 
chif, there are six policemen and 
one cadet for telephone duty. Each 
man is supposed to work an eight- 
hour shift and have one day a week 
off duty. In order to accomplish 
this, and to ensure that there was 
@ man on duty in the police stat- 
ion at all times to attend to tele- 
phones, it was necessary to work 
short-handed the first three days 
of each week to allow for two con- 
stables on duty during the busier 
evening shifts at the weekend. And 
from two a.m. to eight am. at all 
times, continued Mr. Wainman, only 
one constable was on duty in the 
entire town. If he was called out, 
the town is virtually without police 
protection, except that Chief Web- 
ster leaves his apartment and comes 
down to the police office to attend 
to telephones. Mr. Wainman went 
on to say there is no constable to 
answer a second call if one were re- 
ceived. 

Police Chairman Wainman first 
asked the press not to allow this 
information to be made public but 
the Mayor and Alderman Butler 
said they could see no reason for 
withholding the story. 

Cost of having another cadet in 
the town would be $800 for the re- 
maining 34 weeks of the year, an- 
nounced Mr. Wainman, 

“Tf this had come up at the be- 
ginning of the year, you'd have got 
your cadet,” said Ald. Butler. “If 
you can show me how you can get 
$800, I'll support it”, 

“You have raised the money for 
other things not as important”, Mr. 
Wainman retorted. 

When Mayor Lamb suggested put_ 
ting the present police cadet on 
midnight to eight a.m. duty, Chief 
Webster told him that would be 
merely reversing the weakness in 
the force. 

“We can’t do it. It comes up at 
the wrong time of year. It would 
put us in the red, and I’m against 
it. I think you could re-arrange 


the shifts somehow”, contended 
Mayor Lamb. 
Alderman Ferguson supported 


His Worship, saying, “We mustn't 
put ourselves thousands of dollars 
in the red this year. It mustn't be 
allowed to happen,” 

“This whole thing is brought 
about by our employees working 
only eight or nine hours a day”, 
Mr, Ferguson went on. “They used 
to work ten and twelve hours a day, 
and for a lot less money. I realize 
the entire question !s brought about 
by the dial telephone system, where 


the Bell Telephone Company can't 
relay Police calls, but--” 

“How about street flushing?” 
Ald Cote interrupted. “You agreed 
to putting a man on three days a 
week for that only a few minutes 
ago”. . 
“That just means we'll have to 
lay one man off”, replied Works 
Chairman Butler. “We can do that” 

“T suggest Chief Webster re- 
arrange the shifts so that there is 
ample night protection”, Alderman 
Puffer interjected. “I thought when 
the amalgamation of the police and 
fire departments took place, one 
cadet could answer both phones”. 

It was at this point that Ald. 
Wainman requested reporters not 
to publish the fact that the town’s 
policing problem was So serious. 

“I don’t agree”, said Mr. Butler. 
“Tf Lindsay is that poorly policed, 
the public has a right to know”. 

“Let the press tell them”, agreed 
Mayor Lamb. “I remember when 
the whole town was policed by two 
old men--” . 

“Times have changed since then”, 
said Ald. Wainman. 

“There certainly wasn’t anything 
to steal, I'll tell you that’, agreed 
Ald. Cote. 

“T don't know the answer either”, 
admitted Deputy-Reeve Greaves, 
“but I do know that the police took 
quite a cut when the estimates were 
struck. The police had a number 
of things presented for considerat- 
ion and they were chopped off. As a 
taxpayer, I'd be very disturbed if 
I had occasion to call the police in 
the middle of the night and got no 
answer.” 

The matter was settled for the 
time being when, with the agree- 
ment of council, Chief Webster 
Suggested detaching the fire cadet 
from his present duties and put- 
ting him on phone duty in the po- 
lice department. He pointed out, 
however, that this would weaken 
the fire department by one man, 
as cadet on telephpone duty could 
not leave his post to go on fire 
calls. 

As an illustration of what some- 
times happens when a call is re- 
ceived after two am. at the police 
station, the police log reports 
the following incident. At five in the 
morning, a call was received from 
a Pottinger Street resident for po- 
lice to come and investigate a rum- 
pus in her cellar. The policeman on 
the late shift called the chief, who 
Sot out of bed and came down to 
sit by the telephone in the station 
until the constable's return, nearly 
an hour later. 

‘The rumpus was caused by a tom- 
cat.

‘Over Fairview Ends: 


Town Okays 


Plenty of business, and some of 
it rather important business was 
handled by a committee meeting of 
the town Council Monday night. 
The meeting was anything but 
peaceful, and there was no dearth: 
of argument as the various items 
of business were brought up for dis- 
posal, 

After nearly two years of indec- 
ision, council last night granted 
sewer, water and roadway facilities 
for Mr, J, Lightbody's proposed sub- 
division, Fairview Court. Permission 
had been withheld pending an un- 
dertaking by Mr. Lightbody that 
he would construct one house for 
each four lots of his 10-lot develop- 
ment, Mr, Lightbody had previous- 
ly told council that he was quite 
willing to do this, provided council 
would enter into an agreement to 
abide by this policy in all future de- 
velopments of this nature. Council 
refused to do this, and at a meet- 
ing held two weeks 880, claimed 
that they would not be tied down 
by a contract of this kind. Each 
case, it was contended, should be 
judged on its individual merits. 

Mr, Lightbody had argued in the 
past that the value of the property 
in question was itself sufficient se- 
curity for the cost of the services he 
wished installed. His opinion was 
supported by the Town Assessor, 
who told council that the present 
assessed value of the property, $500. 
guaranteed a return of only $23 per 
year in taxes to the town. Instal- 
lation of services would up the as- 
sessed value of the property to the 
extent of $450 per lot, making a re- 
turn to the town of an addition $190 


per year. 

“From the location of the prop- 
erty, there is no question that {t is 
worth $8000 as Mr. Lightbody 
claims,” said Mr, Kilner. “From the 
town's point of view, it's a good in- 
vestment, as the value of the land 
alone is sufficient to cover any risks 
involved.” 

“T don't see how We could lose 
money,” agreed Alderman Butler. 
The cost of the services is only a- 
bout $4,000 for both water and sew- 
er, and this includes meters in the 
houses, Anyway, local improvements 
are a charge against the land. It’s 
only going to cost the town $1800.". 

“For goodness’ sake, whatever you 
want to do with it, get on with it,” 
interjected Mayor Lamb impatiently. 

Legal opinion was given by Mr. 
A. M. Fulton, town solicitor, who 
said the matter was within the dis- 
cretion of town council, adding that 
if a road were opened into the sub- 
division, that also could be assessed 
against the property. 

“This would be a high class resi- 
dential area,” offered Mr. Kilner. 

“There are lots of places in town 
just as good as this,” said Alderman 
Ferguson, “with services installed, 
and the taxes aren’t nearly as high 
as you say these would be.” 

“That's the reason for re-assess- 
ment,” returned Mr. Kilner. “We 
hope to pick up a few of these dis- 
crepancies.”” 

“That's a good answer,” Mr. Fer- 

) thes agreed. 

“TJ had the deal almost closed on 
two of these lots,” Mr, Lightbody 
claimed, “but when my customers 
thought there was a probability that 
the town would refuse to install 
services, the deals fell through and 
they bought homes on Sylvan Cres- 
cent,” 

Alderman Ferguson pointed out 
to council that in a letter from the 
Ontario Municipal Board, one of the 
stipulations was that one house in 
four must be built within one year. 
This was clarified by Town Clerk 
Allely, who said that the Board 
would accept houses built, houses 
under construction, or houses for 
which building permits had been 
issued or agreements to build enter- 
ed into, 

“We are in a position where we 
are supposed to do what's in the 
best interests of the town,” Mr, Fer-

Right Questioned 


Takes Issue 
With Letter 
Re Repairs 


Strong objection to what he ter- 
med “a town official dictating to a 
taxpayer” was registered by H. 
J, Williamson, owner of a Ken 
Street building, who had been or- 
dered by the Building Inspector 
to repair qa wall which he claimed 
was in a dangerous condition. Mr. 
Williamson stated that it was not 
the repair he was objecting to, but 
a letter he said he received from 
the Building Inspector after he had 
agreed to carry out the repair. 

“I told Mr, Mitchell I would re- 
pair the wall, as I knew it needed 
it,” asserted Mr. Williamson, “but 
I objected to the letter he sent me 
about it. I had the advice of two 
bricklayers, one of whom said Mr, 
Mitchell ‘didn’t know whaf he was 
talking about’.” I object to a town 
official dictating to a taxpayer 
and writing a letter like this after 
the matter has been settled. I don’t 
think a town official should write 
these letters without consulting the 
chairman of the committee. I'll co- 
operate 100 per cent, but I don’t 
want letters of this kind”. (the con- 
tents of the letter were not read at 
the meeting). 

“Mr. Williamson {s going at the 
building tomorrow, and everything 
should be ironed out”, remarked 
Works Chairman Butler. 

Deputy-Reeve Greaves asked that 
Mr. Mitchell's side of the question 
be heard, 

In reply, Mr. Mitchell said that 
he considered the building in ques- 
tion to be in a dangerous condit- 
fon at present. 

“My opinion is backed by plenty 
of authority”, sald Mr. Mitchell. 
“My attention was drawn to the 
condition of the wall, and official 
action was necessary. In this regard, 
the building inspector {s not re- 
sponsible to the Chairman of the 
Board of Works, but to the council 
as a whole. I drew the attention of 
council to it. I do not wish to be 
arbitrary in the matter, but I con- 
sider the building a public danger, 
and the insurance agency 1s con- 
cerned about the nature of the 
underpining of this building. And 
if Mr, Williamson {s going to un- 
dertake these repairs, I have had 
no application in the building in- 
spector’s office for any repairs to 
be undertaken at all”. 

“TI give you gentlemen fair warn- 
ing”, sald Mr, Williamson, “I'm 
going to run for council next year--” 

“You're sure of two votes, yours 
and mine”, interrupted Ald, Butler. 

“Mr, Mitchell is only trying to 
protect his reputation”, Mr. Wil- 
Mamson went on, “He told me that 
if the repairs were done the way 
I wanted to do them, he'd be laugh- 
ed at all the way from Halifax to 
Vancouver", 

“The whole thing bolls down to 
the fact that until his bricklayers 
get there, Mr. Williamson doesn't 
know what is required to put the 
wall into a safe condition,” claim- 
ed Mayor Lamb, 

Mr, Williamson was apparently 
still unsatisfied, claiming that Buil- 
ding Inspector Mitchell was “just 
trying to make things miserable’. 
and that he had never heard the 
word underpinning mentioned un- 
til last night, 

After assurances by the Mayor 
that everything would be attended 
to and that a permit for repairs 
could be issued to his bricklayers, 
Mr. Williamson left the meeting,

Telling Lindsay's council Monday

“What you say {s quile right,” re- 
sponded Works Chairman Butler, 
“but four or five years ago, we decid- 
ed to put a man on the job to clean 
the streets instead, Bu, we can flush 
them,” 

It was moved by Mayor Lamb and 
seconded by Ald. Speers that the 
streets be flushed in rotation.

Among the brief items brought 
before the committee meeting of 
town council Monday night was 
the matter of some protection for 
the Big Ditch, which was agreed 
to be unsafe for children, and mo- 
torists, as there was no guardrail of 
any kind, The matter was left in 
the hands of Works Chairman But- 
ler and the Engineer, with power to 
act, 

Street Oiling 

No oil will be available for the 
streets of Lindsay until May 15th, 
it was revealed by Works Chairman 
Butler, who assured council that 
all streets in town requiring it 
would receive the oil treatment af- 
ter that date. 

In the matter of oiling streets, it 
was reported in Council that Al- 
derman Ferguson has been the 
subject of some speculation by 
Lindsayites, who have been won- 
dering if he is being given prefer- 
ential treatment. Works Chairman 
Butler told Council that Adelaide 
St. South, where Mr, Ferguson re- 
sides, had been recently rebuilt. 
Subsequently, council was told, Mr. 
Ferguson and his son went to work 
and oiled part of the street in the 
vicinity of their homes, using their 
own oi], hauled from Mr. Ferguson's 
factory, Those who didn't know the 
facts of the case were raising eye- 
brows at it, sald Mr. Butler. 

“He looks a little guilty at that,” 
joked Mayor Lamb. 

Spuds and Floods 

A claim of $35 from a Lindsayite 
for potatoes damaged in the spring 
floods was pared to the bone by 
council, when a committee appoint- 
ed to enquire into the matter got 
the owner to agree to a settlement 
of $17. Since the flooded house is 
operated by the Board of Education 
that body is to be asked to shoulder 
half the bill, And the Board is to be 
told that the town will not be re- 
sponsible for any further flood da- 
mage to the house. 

A second claim for $12 flood da- 
mage was paid, with Alderman 
Butler remarking that the fore- 
going were the only two claims 
made against the sown this spring, 
and that he considered they had 
been very fortunate. 

Swimming Pool Story 

It was suggested by Miss Greaves 
that the story of the Rotary Club's 
swimming pool might be a fitting 
subject for a radio program featur- 
ing various municipalities and their 
projects. The matter was left in 
the hands of Miss Greaves and the 
Industrial Committee. 

‘Town Hall Insurance 

Increased insurance on the town 
hall and firehall was again brought 
up for discussion. At present, these 
buildings are insured for only 
$25,000, according to Finance Chalir- 
man Ferguson, and jt was felt, that 
the amount should be increased to 
$50,000.

Statistical summary released today 
says the death toll from traffic 
accidents in the province was lower 
last month than {in any April since 
wartime travel restrictions were 
lifted, 

Thirty five persons died in Traf- 
fic acidents throughout the pro- 
vince last month, compared with 66 
in April of last year. Over a ten 
year period, average deaths for 
April were 43. 

The summary also reports that

On $130,000 School 


Village ratepayers at Fenelon 
Falls are to be asked to vote on a 
new public school. It is reported 

that the increasing demand on 
the part of ,arents of children who 
attend the public school and the 
necessity of immediate improvement 
in the facilities of that school have 
caused the School Board to ap- 
Proach the village council with a 
request for permission to issue de- 
bentures to cover the cost of a new 
public school and equip it in a mo- 
dern up-to-date manner. 

The proposed six-classroom school 
will cost $130,000, exclusive of site, 
and if an auditorium and stage is 
added it will boost the cost by an- 
other $30,000, Annual cost of de- 

’ 


bentures would be $703.61 for each 
$10,000.00 issued, and if the $160,000 
building is erected the first year's 
cost to the village would be $t1,- 
257.76, almost 20 mills on the tax 
rate. This is borne completely by 
the village in the first year because 
the provincial grants are not pay- 
able until the year following the ex- 
penditure,

9 O'clock Curfew For 
Children Under Sixteen 


Lindsay's almost forgotten cur- 
few law has been dusted off and 
ready for use again. Chief of Police 
Arthur Webster broxe the news 
yesterday in a statement to the 
press. 

Chief Webster says ths matter 
of children who are out at night 
in ublic places has been drawn to 
the attention of police authorities 
and Mr. L. W. Jordan, Crown At- 
torney, has instructed that the 
section of the Children’s Protect- 
jon Act, which applies, be enforced. 

Complains received are that chil- 
dren under the age of 16 years are 
apparently visiting not only restau- 
rants, places of amusements, which 
of course includes dance halls with- 
in the Municipality of Lindsay, but 
also outside of the Town. 

Section 16 of the Children's Pro- 
tection Act deals with children be- 
ing out at night and the interpre- 
tation section of this Act states that 
@ child means a boy or girl actually 
or apparently under the age of 16 
years. Section 16 of the Act pro- 
vides that no child shall loiter in 


be in any place of public resort or 
entertainment after that hour un- 
Jess accompanied by parent or a 
guardian or adult. 


The Act also provides that a 
child found violating the provisions 
of Section 16 may be warned by 
any Constable or Probationary Of- 
ficer or Officer of the Children’s 
Aid Society, and if the warning is 
not regarded, or after such warning 
has been given the child !s again 
found disobeying these particular 
provisions, such child may be taken 
by the Constable or Officer to his 
home or to the Children’s Shelter. 
Accordingly, Police Officers of the 
Lindsay Police Force haye been 
instructed to enforce the provisions 
of the Children’s Protection Act, 
particularly Section 16 and in this 
regard all management of restau- 
rants, and places of public resort or 
entertainment is requested to co- 
operate with the authorities in or- 
der that this particular section of 
the Act is adhered to, it being there

Butter Output 
Higher In 39 


The peak years so far as butter 
and cheese production are concern- 
ed, seem to have been the latter 
part of the thirties and the early 
part of the forties, judging by fig- 
ures released by the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Before and af- 
ter that time, production appears 
to have been more or less equal, 
with th, balance slightly in favour 
of the late forties. 

Top year in butter production was 
1939, when 88,010,000 pounds were 
produced. There was a sharp drop 
in 1946 when production fell from 
the 177,630,000 figure established 
the year before to 69,171,000, a de- 
cline of nearly elght and a half 
million pounds, Since 1945, produc- 
tion has averaged roughly 75 mill- 
fon pounds. 

Cheese production was slightly 
more constant than butter, and it 
was not until 1940 that any dram- 
atic change in output took place. 
Figures show that the peak was hit 
in 1942, when 128,348,000 pounds 
were produced, an increase of about 
25 million pounds over 1941. From 
1944 onwards, production has re- 
mained fairly steady at around the 
75-million mark.

Training In 


Practical 


A composite school which will 
provide both academic and agricul- 
tural training, to replace the pre- 
sent Collegiate, was suggested’ to 
the Board of Education by Mr D. 
McQuarrie, at its meeting Wednes- 
day evening. be 

Mr, McQuarrie, in making his 
proposal, stated that there were 
some 600 students at the Collegiate, 
about half of them from rural 
areas. The cost of renovating the 
present building would pro vably 
run into about three quarters of 
a million dollars, and the result 
wit Ji till be substandard, 4% 
would not be a modern and up to 
date schoo} building. 

Victoria County produces cattle, 
sheep, chickens, bees, etc., as good, 
if not better than any other coun- 
ty in the country, and the children 
should be taught subjects that will 
help them in their farm fe. “Are 
we going to provide a school which 
will only provide academic training 
for our boys and girls? Now is the 
right time for this board in Lindsay 
to give leadership, end go out and 
get something bigger and better 
than any of us have thought about. 
The principles of education are 
‘changing, and we have “got to 
change. If we build’a purely aca- 
demic school here in Lindsay and 
burden our people over a number 
of years with a heavy debenture 
we will not be meeting the require- 
ments. 7 ‘ 

Mr. McQuarrie said that he un- 
derstood that his idea was not ori- 
ginal, as there was a similar school 
in operation at Ridgetown, and it 
was reported that this was under 
the Department of Education. “The 
government must be asked to pro- 
vide education in animal husban- 
dry, farm mechanics, carpentry and 
home economics, suitable to the lo- 
cale of the school,” he declared. 

During the discussion that fol- 
lower, it was explained that it was 
proposed to. provide two rooms to 
coyer these subjects, but it was felt 
that this was not sufficient. It was 
thought that the number of rural 
students would be doubled if ade- 
quate agricultural training was gi- 
yen in the form of a joint academic 
and agricultural school. 

A committee’ was set up to take 
the matter up with the Premier of 
Ontario and other departments 
concerned; the members of the 
committee to be Dr, Parker, Judge 
McGibbon, Mr. McQuarrie, and the 
chairman of the board, Mr. Jasper 
Forman.

This Red Cross service is now established, 


Sunderland First Known 
As Jones Corners, 
First Building 1826 


Sunderland (PNS) The first buil- 
ding to be erected on the site of the 
present police village of Sunderland 
was a hotel erected in 1826 by Will- 
iam Jones and his wife. The build- 
ing was situated on the southeast 
corner of the main intersection and 
for forty years this neighbourhood 
was known as Jones Corners. This 
hotel provided a very comfortable 
haven for travellers in the early 
days, when the temperature often 
fell to 30 and 40 below. It also gave 
safe accomodation for the travel- 
Jers of another season when the 
packs of wolves, which were in a- 
bundance in the vicinity at that 
time, provided a great hazard for 
both horse and rider. This building 
was, in 1874, replaced by the Por- 
ritt-McDermott Building which 
housed store, barber shop, restaur- 
ant, and Post Office. In the winter 
of 1949 this building was completely 
gutted by fire and razed to the 
ground. Before the erection of this 
building, the post office was hous- 
ed in the Jones hotel. 

Thirty-nine years after Mr. Jon- 
es built his hotel, at a meeting of 
the townspeople, it was decided to 
change the name to Sunderland. 
» The village had progressed very 
slowly until about 1869 when agita- 
tion began to have a railroad built 
through Sunderland. In that year 
the Township of Brock voted $50,- 
000.00 for railroad purposes. There 
Was quite a controversy at that 
time as to whether the railroad 
should go through Vroomanton, a 
thriving village in Brock, or through 
Sunderland, 

The railroad was finally built 
through Sunderland in 1871 and was 
called the Toronto and Nippising 
Railway. Later it was to become part 
of the Midland Railway System, 
then the Grand Trunk, and finally, 
the Canadian National as it is to- 
day. 

Some of the early residents were; 
Alex. Campbell, a pensioned soldier, 
who lived adjacent to the site of 
the present C.N.R, Station; Thom- 
as Colleran, who had a blacksmith 
shop where Mr. Snelgrove's house 
now stands; Lorenzo Jones, who in 
1850 built a house on Main Street, 
afterwards occupied -by Mrs. A. Ol- 
iver. A shed and stable for accom- 
modation of the travellers’ horses 
stood where Taylor's store now 
stands. Until 1862 there were only 
four houses in the village. 

In 1866, Mr. James Thompson 
built a frame hotel, which was lat- 
er destroyed by fire, but was replac- 
ed by a fine red brick structure 
known as the Brock House, This 
was first operated by Mr, Sam Ain- 
sworth, and is at present in the 
hands of Mr, George Shier.

Henry Jermn had a blacksmith shop 
on the McIntyre property. Dr. 
McDermott started practice in 
Sunderland in 1870 and had a drug 
store where Miss Keenan resides 
and conducts a business. Mr. Phil 
Keenan started in the implement 
business in 1876. Matthew Reid 
and son had a saw-mill across the 
railway tracks and south of the 
station. This mill operated until 
1884 and supplied the bulk of the 
lumber used in building the village. 
Mr. William Gordon (Old Willie, as 
he was known) carried on a horse 
dealing business. This businees | 
had to do with the buying of horses | 
in the adjacent district and the! 
shipping of these to the coal mines 
in Pennsylvania, U.S.A. 

John Pool, a dealer in farm imple- 
ments, built the building now occu- 
pied by the Pinkham Furniture 
Store and Funeral Chapel. William 
Moore and Son operated a rake 
factory. Frank and William Doble} 
established a planing mill and sash | 
and door factory. Their products 
gained an excellent reputation for 
being first class workmanship. 

John Buxtable was an extensive | 
buyer and shipper of grain. Peare 
and Fierhellar had a grist mill! 
near the station, which was burned 
in 1887, the loss being a great blow | 
to the village. In 1872, Thomas 
Holmes opened a harness shop and) 
transacted a big business, and in| 
the same year, William H. Oliver | 
also opened a carriage shop and for 
many years employed a large num- 
ber of men. This was on the site now 
occupied by the office and residence | 


| of Dr, Oliver. In 1874, the Rey. Mr. | 


DeMille built the Ontario building | 
which later was occupied by the 
stores of Hall Brothers, N. Mollon, 
P. B, St. John, W. Haney, Darling's | 
Grocery, etc. About 1880, Mrs. Shan- 
non ran an unique little bookshop 
and novelty shop where Dr. Groy- 
es now ‘has established an office. 
Thos. Evans was a well-known res- 
ident and superintendent of the 
Baptist Sunday School. Upstairs in 
the Porritt-McDermott block, T. S. 
Bullen operated a tailor shop and 
was known far and wide’ for his ex- 
cellent work and materials. About 
1873, William Calhoun operated a 
store which was later destroyed by 
fire. This store used to be situated 
in the site of the Borden Hall 
house, James Tocher was well and 
favourably known served as super- 
intendent of the Presbyterian Sun- 
day School for 11 years. 

The earliest school, was a log 
building, 30’ x 40’, with a cottage 
roof. Mr. Smith, afterwards a pro- 
fessor in the University of Toronto, 
was an early teacher. John Breth- 
our, was also a popular teacher in 
éarly Sunderland, Mr. Brethour 
later taught in Woodstock, Galt and 
Markham High Schools. Joseph 
Wesley St. John was a native of 
Sunderland community. He ts re- 
membered as a tall, jovial gentle- 
man who was very popular in Sun- 
derland, especially with the school 
children, He was véry interested in 
the educational facilities of Sun- 
derland and often called to acquaint 
himself with them. He was a farm- 
er's son who graduated from Co- 
bourg College in 1881, and was in 
the office of Hon. Edward Blake, 
later becoming the senior partner 
in the St, John and Haverson law 
firm in Toronto. It was he who 
represented West York in the On- 
tarfo Legislature, and was the Spea- 
ker in the Whitney government. 

Other well-remembered pioneers 
of Sunderland were Nicholas, Stev- 
ins, Johnie McNeil, Abraham Buck, 
Tom Shannon and Piper John Mac- 
Donald. 

In the early days, the social side 
of life was taken care of within the 


community and much enjoyment 


and the attendance of plays such 
as the presentation of “California 
Gold” and “Daisy Dean” ete, The 
horse and buggy was the major 
means of travel and this convey- 
ance was used to take young and 
old to paring bees surprise parties, 
logging bees, barn raisings and 
other social gatherings. 


The population increased, and in 
1900, Sunderland became a Police 
Village. Sunderland as it is to- 
day, situated on a fine provincial 
higway, a stopping-off place for 
the immense tourist traffic from 
Canada and the United States to 
the Kawartha district, Haliburton 
and Muskoka, it is evident that good 
fortune has surely shone on her. 
She has progressed and prospered 
with a great share of the tourist 
dollars spent in Canada. 


So Sunderland stands to-day with 
its many fine residences, good side- 
walks, fine churches, excellent 
schools, well-equipped stores sup- 
plying every need, good banking fa- 
cilities, co-operative mill and ware- 
house, excellent agricultural area, 
fine township hall, and all other 
garages gnd conveniences which 
cater to the ever-growing popula- 
tion. 

Sunderland is a splendid heritage 
of achievment of its early pioneers 
which {fs passed on to the fine pro- 
gressive citizens which inhabit “it 
today.

Bishop Of The Arctic 
Says Eskimos Basically 
Brighter Than White Man 


An Anglican Missionary, 
travelled thousands of miles across 
Canada's Northland by dog team 
and canoe without getting lost, got 
his directions mixed up in Winnipeg 
recently, 

He is Venerable Archdeacon Don- 
ald Benjamin Marsh, elected April 
21st by the Anglican Rupert's Land 
Synod as Bishop of the Arctic, The 
day after he was chosen to that 
post, Archdeacon Marsh set out to 
attend a conference at St. John’s 
Church in the north end of Winni- 
peg. He thought he was going south 
but he wasn't : 

When the directions of Winnipeg's 
main arterfes were explained to 
him later, the missionary, who 
spent 24 years travelling among 
the eskimo, merely said, “I always 
get lost in a big city.” 

Following consecration ceremonies 
at St. John’s Church May 30, the 
new Bishop will return to his Arc- 
tic Diocese—a diocese that covers 
two and a half million square mil- 
es—the largest mission field of any 
religion. 

The Arctic Diocese is roughly the 
shape of a triangle with the Apex 
at the North Pole and the base ex- 
tending from Labrador across to 
the yukon boundary. There are only 
14 missions in the entire area. Bish- 
op Marsh will visit his 85-hundred 
Anglican Eskimo spread across the 
Canadian Northland. 

The 46-year-old Missionary was 
born in Enfield, England, where he 
received his early education. In 
1922, he entered Emmanuel College 
at Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, and 
after graduation four years later, 
immeditely went into the Northern 
wilds. 5 

That same year—in 1926—Marsh 
founded the first Anglican Mission 
at Eskimo ‘Point, on the west coast 
of Hudson Bay, north of Churchill. 

He stayed at Eskimo Point for 17 
years, travelling among the natives 
in the surrounding district, learning 
their language and habits. 

Seven years ago, Bishop Marsh 
was transferred to Aklavik at the 
mouth of the McKenzie River —120 
miles within the Arctic Circle. 

In 1947 the Anglican Churchman 
was called to Toronto to assume 
temporary administration of the 
Arctic Diocese. Last September he 
was appointed Commissary of the 
Arctic folloging the resignation of 
Right Reverend A. L. Fleming as 
Bishop of the Diocese. 

Bishop Marsh says that basically 
the Eskimo is far more intelligent 
than the white man. 

This may be partly due to the 
fact that in the rigorous north only 
the strongest and cleverest survive 

. . the weaklings and the unin- 
telligent are hopelessly lost. 

Bishop Marsh says the Eskimo 
has learned to live in peace with 
his neith*or while other races con- 
tinue to flounder and go to war. 

The Anglican Olergyman also says 
the Eskimo is a far better Christian 
than any white man can ever hope 
to be. He says “they are devout and 
loyal to the Anglican church.” 

He attributes this loyalty to the 
fact that Eskimos are realists. He 
says “anything that is of no value 
to them in their struggle to keep 
alive they discard.” 

Bishop Marsh explains that if a 
new idea concerning their way of 
life satisfies their realistic mind, 
they will adopt it. 

Apparently that's the way they 
feel about the Anglican church, For 
Bishop Marsh tells of missions he 
has visited in the far north where 
Eskimos had not seen an Anglican 
missionary for a year or more, 
When one did arrive Eskimos came 
from far and near to kneel and 
pray. 

He speaks of the time he visited 
the mission at Sugluk on the East- 
ern coast of Hudson Bay last sum- 
mer. When he stepped off the 
vessel “Rupertsland’— the Eskimo 
crowded around him to shake his 
hand, Later on a huge congregation 


was present at an open air service. |. 


In days gone by the Eskimo believ- 
ed in two gods—a god of the sea 
and a god of the land. This pagan 
religion still exists among nomadic 
tribes today. 

Bishop Marsh says it wasn’t hard 
for Anglican Missionaries to change 
the Eskimo's fear of the pagan gods 
into love for a merciful god, 

The Anglican churchman regrets 
that the Eskimo ever came into con- 
tact with the white man, He says— 
“for 60 years doors of homes in the 
northland were left open... now 
they are closed becaus, some Es-, 
kimo have learned to steal.” 

He adds sorrowfully—“it may take 
another 60 year to undo the damage 
caused by the white man’s so-called 
civilized way of life *

The housewife who shops for gro- 
ceries now has to dig down for one- 
dollar and 64-cents for goods yalued 
at one-dollar before the war, 

That's the way the Index stood on 
April first .,. 164, It's figured on 


the cost of living between 1935 to 
1939 with one-hundred as the basic 
index during that period, 

In Quebec and Ontario it was the 
price of fuel, among many other 
things, which most plagued house= 
holders. It went up sharply because 
most coal is imported from the Unt- 
ted States, 

The other provinces weren't hit 
too hard by fuel costs but staple 
foods lik, eggs, heef und coffee 
climbed alarmingly. 

Then too, there were increases 
during March in the price of home 
furnishings and the multitude of 
other things which the bureau calls

Like Suckers? 
Catch Them 
In Haliburton 


The suckers are running but don’t 
Go spearing them or catching them 
in any shape or form locally if 
you want to stay on the right 
side of the law. The latest, up-to- 
the-minute game and fish laws of 
the province outlaw sucker fishing 
in the four counties of Peterboro, 
Durham, Victoria or Northumber- 
land. This as been confirmed by 
a spokesman for the Dept, of Lands 
and Forests, 

However, In this day of modern 
conveyances to gel from one place 
to another, the above law does t 
mean that local residents cannot 
get in a bit of sucker fishing or 
spearing if they want to. 


The law referred to above does 
not apply to the County of Halibur- 
ton or any other Ontario County 
outside of the four named, This 
means the the old gas-buggy can 
whip sucker enthuslasts off to Hali- 
burton or Ontario County streams 
in short order and a basket or two of 
suckers is theirs for the catching. 
However, failing this, it will be ne- 
cessany to wait until May 16th in 
the four counties named before su- 
ckers can be legally taken, 

There's just one other thing to 
be careful of ...spearing anywhere 
after davk, The same goes for dip 
“netting. While both are okay dur- 
ing the daylight hours. The suckers 
have a tendency to frequent shal- 
low water after dusk and this mak- 
es them more yulnerable to the 
spear and net,

remembers having seen one of these 
birds until this year, when a few 
days ago he saw a pair flying a- 
round in his garden on Albert 
Street south. However, it would 
geem that these birds are fairly 
common. They are quite large birds, 
the male about elght inches in 
length, the head, neck and upper 
chest of plain brown, and the rest 
of the plumage shaded from a glossy 
greenish black to glossy violet, and 
the female brownish grey, with 
blackish shaft streaks. 

It would be incorrect to say that 
the birds were nesting in the gard- 


en, since the cowbird has none of | 


the fidelity to his mate, usually as- 
sociated with birds. Like the Euro- 
pean cuckoo, the cowbird is @ para- 
site, leaving all its family cares to 
others, and is an exception to all 
rules of virtue and monogamy 4- 
mong birds. Both the male and 
female birds confer thelr favors 
more or less generally, and strange- 
ly enough, there seems to be Mttle 
jealousy or quarelling. $

Wherever 
cattle are found, there will be found 
the cowbird chasing and catching: 
the insects which flee at the ap- 
proach of the kine, and even alight- | 
ing on the backs of the animals to 
seize the insects and flies harboring 
there. 

The eating habits of the cowbird 
would place {t among the beneficial 
rather than harmful species, eating 
wasps, and grasshoppers, boll weey- 
ils and caterpillers including the 
harmful cutworms and army RE i 
and doing no harm to cultivated 
fruits.

Haliburton Prospector 
Claims Radium Water 
Exists In Highlands 


Discovery of what he calls rad- 
jum water is claimed by Charles 
Gordon Earle, prospector, who re- 
cently announced the find of a new 
uranium mine in Haliburton Coun- 
ty. Mr. Earle’s radium water is ap- 
parently not a new find, as he told 


the Post that he first came in con-, 


tact with it several years ago. He 
claims the water has health-giving 
properties and that he discoyered 
it by accident, 

“T ysed the water out of the 
springs in the veins on which I was 
working for drinking pwrposes,”” says 
he, “and also got wet while working, 
I found out after drinking the wat- 
er for about a week that I got an 
electric shock, and after that my 
appetite increased until I was eat- 
ing as much at One meal as at two 
ordinarily.” 

Continuing, he says that men 
hired to work for him reported the 
same results, saying they had “never 
had this treatment before.” 

“T told myself that while I didn’t 
imow that there was such a thing 
in the world as radium water, I was 
going to find out,” says Mr. Harle, 
“T wrote Dr. H, V. Ellsworth, of the 
Geological Survey at Ottawa, send- 
ing him two quart bottles of the 
water for test purposes. In reply, 
Dr. Ellsworth told me he knew how 
to test the water, but had not the 
apparatus to make the test.” 

Mr. Earle says that for the next 
six years, he wrote letters regard- 
ing the radium water. He olaims he 
was told by Milton-Hershey in 
Montreal that they had never heard 
of it, and that such a thing was im- 
possible. Banks and Banks, a New 
York firm of chemurgists, to whom 
Mr. Harle says he also wrote, are 
said to have told him that they 
couldn't make the test themselves, 
but suggested sending it to Wash- 
ington for a test as to radio-actly- 
ity. This firm, says Mr. Earle, told 
him that such a test would be ex- 
pensive, as the spring was In Can- 
ada rather than in the United Stat- 
es. 

Finally, @ second letter was writ- 
ten by Mr, Earle to Dr, Ellsworth, 
asking him If he knew of anyone in 
Canada who could test the water. A 
reply was received, says Mr. Earle, 
informing him that such a test could

three days of storage in a sealed 
container. He claims that the sec- 
ond type will last indefinitely, as 
unlike the first type, which gets Its 
strength from emanation, as he puts 
it, it gets its power from radium 


pure radium salts recharge the 
water as it evaporates. 

Dr, Keyesis said to have made the 
test of the water by bringing it to 
@ boil and measuring the radio-ac- 
tivity of the resulting steam which 
had been collected for the purpose. 
Finally, says Mr. Earle, a sample of 
radium water was sealed up for 
four days and tested again. 

“Tt takes four days of drinking 
the water to charge the system,” 
Mr. Earle claims, adding that “it 
goes all through the blood into every 
part of the body, curing whichever 
diseases you may have.” 


‘Way Of Life 
‘Blamed For 
Food Costs 


A Federal Government Home Ec- 
onomist says that food costs are in- 
creasing because we live in an ap- 
artment—or small house — age. 

The economist—Gertrude Gerlach 
of the Consumer Section of the Fed- 
eral Agriculture Department— says 
large quantities of food were stored 
in basements and root cellars when 
large homes were in yogue. 

Howeyer, she says, now we un- 
wittingly pay the wholesaler and re- 
taller to do the storing for use be- 
cause with smaller homes we have 
no space. 

She says another factor in food 
costs is the high price of packaging 
in relation to the value of the pro- 
duct. (BUP),

Sixty-five to 70 years ago a per- 
son could buy two chickens for 25c, 
a duck for 25c, a g00Se for 40c, & 
cord of tamarack for $2.00, a cord of 
hardwood (beach or Maple) for $4.00 
and all the lumber you could load on 
a wagon for $10.00 according to Mr. 
Sam Howe, Ridout St., who Monday 
celebrated his 83rd birthday. 

Born in Lindsay in the year 1867, 
Mr. Howe Is just slightly older than 
the Dominion of Canada. He has 
lived in Lindsay all his life and pec- 
uliarly enough sleeps now in the 
same room in which he was born. 
Bis memory of the old days in Lind- 
say is very fresh and he likes noth- 
{ng better than to yeminis with old 
friends. 

For many years he was & member 
of the Lindsay Volunteer Fire De- 
partment but his memory for fire 
fighting goes back to the days when 
Lindsay had no water system nor 
better means of fighting a fire than 
several large cisterns strategically 
located throughout the town. The 
fire pumper, a hand-operated device 
would pump the water out of the 
cistern. Later water mains were laid 
in the main sections of town and @ 
steam driven pump was located on 
Kent St., east, near the present 
Master Feeds building. The pump 
was operated by the steam power 
from the Needle® and Sadler Lum- 
ber yard which was just adjacent. 
Whenever the fire alarm went, Peter 
Forbert, who was in charge of the 
pumping station, would start the 
pump and fill up the mains -with 
water. 

One of the early fires that Mr, 
Howe can recall is when the front. 
burnt off the Convent in 1884. Ac- 
cording to records in his possession 
the present Convent was built in 
1874 by Wm. Duffus. In the 1884 
fire the entire building was threat- 
ened as a farmer drove his wagon 
over the fire hose and cut it badly. 
However, the firemen were able to 
obtain some additional hose from 
one of the factories but it delayed 
their attempt to bring the blaze 
under control.

or a bar. According to records in 
Mr. Howe's possession Lindsay had 
22 hotels at one time, Practically 
every corner on the main street was 
graced with a hotel and several were 
located on King St., in the East 
Ward. Such hotel names as the 
Brooks Hotel, Waverley Hotel, Ban- 
non Hotel, Queens Hotel, King Ed- 
ward and many others were famil- 
jer to the residents in those days. 
The Benson, Royal and Central are 
the only ones left with the same 
name. 

One lone policeman was the only 
law enforcement officer in the early 
days. He would have his hands full 

at times, particularly when the 
lumberjacks, fresh from the bush, 
would hit own for their annual big 
time. 

John Douglas was the first pol- 
iceman in Lindsay and that was 
well over 70 years ago, Mr. Howe, 
said that Douglas was afraid of 
nothing. He would walk into a bar 
with maybe 50 lumberjacks in there 
and remove any offenders. 

It may surprise many to know 
the the North Ward School grounds 
was the first Protestant Cemetery 
in Lindsay. As the Town grew this 
cemetery was abandoned and the 
bodies removed to the present River- 
side Cemetery. Another cemetery 
was located on Logie St. but the 
ground was too wet. A Roman Ca- 
tholic Cemetery was earlier located 
on Angeline St. at the head of Mary 
St. Bodies from here were later re- 
moved to the new cemetery on 
Lindsay St. 


The first electric light bulb to be 


seen in Canada was shown in Lind- 
say by a circus in 1884. The citiz- 
ens of the town decorated Kent St. 
elaborately to welcome home the 
soldiers from the North-West Re- 
bellion in 1885. Cedar arches grac- 
ed Kent Street from building to 
pbuilding according to an old print. 

Mr. Howe can talk for hours on 
the early days, recalling the boats 
that plied the Scugog, the fishing, 
the early trains, and the develop- 
ment of the town.

Divorce Rate 


Its worries over state Interference 
are couched in the following terms: 

“The spontaneous co-operation of 
national human association breaks 
up, and find precarious replace- 
ment by the external and artificial 
bonds of social management and 
compulsion.” 

Canadians are warned that the 
encroachment of the home by the 
state is one of the dangers in a 
too-socialized world, the bank says 
such interference could produce a 
race of dependent people who would 
be unable to think for themselves. 

The Royal Bank takes special note 
that there were seven thousand 683 
divorces in Canada last year. 

Almost on the same level with 
money matters as cause for divorce 
the bank puts what it calls the 
“major mistake of husband and 
wife alike” of taking each other for 
granted. 

The bank admits that trouble 
sometimes starts because of money 
matters, It says there are great 
anxieties in homes that are not ec- 
onomically secure, but it says it’s 
not always true that these raise dif- 
ficulties which end in family disun- 
jon. 

The bank reminds Canadians that 
very often the poorest families have 
found solidarity which fs lacking 
among families that are better off. 

The Royal Bank of Canada letter 
goes thoroughly into the matter, 
once it got on the subject. 

It says parenthood is a job for 
the sturdy and portions out advise 
to prospective mothers and fathers. 

Fathers shouldn't be martinets, 
the bank says, but also shouldn’t 
behave like comic-street characters.

The bank didn’t say anything a- 
bout chattering during radio pro- 
grams—something both mother and 
father—and junior often are guilty 
of. 

The Royal Bank also has some- 
thing to say on the subject of chil- 
dren, .. . not quite as much as on 
the subject of parents however. 

It lUmited its observations to the 
casual remark that young children 
love to make a noise.” 

But seriously the Royal Bank 
probably..struck at the root of the 
matter in a final summing up.

However, in these days when the 
local farmer is unable to obtain suf- 
ficlent help, he can only manage to 
keep his machinery going during 
the daylight hours.

Henderson says, “Gargy was often 
very difficult to treat and I had 
to use psychology on him constant- 
ly.” He recalls how, one time, when 
the monster wouldn't take any 
medicine, he held a bottle of coco- 
cola up before Gargantua. It was 
the ape’s favorite drink. Each time 
Gargantua would reach for the 
bottle, Doc Henderson would take it 
away. After repeating this tease 
half a dozen times, doctor J. Y. sub- 
stituted another coke bottle, filled 
half and half witn cascor ofl and 
coke. He let Gargantua grab it and 
the great beast downed the concoc- 
tion before he knew he'd been trick- 
ed. 

Doc Henderson says, “when he 
did realize what had happened, he 
nearly tore his cage apart— I was 
never so thankful in my life that I 
had a barrier between us.” 

J, Y. was a competent veterinar- 
ian when he joined the circus. But 
he’s learned lots of things since then 
about the exotic beasts in his 
charge. 

He now knows that lions get sinus 
trouble, for instance, and that the 
best thing you can give ‘em for that 
complaint is aspirin and plenty of 
rest. Horses, he has learned are 
pretty neurotic animals and have to 
have psychiatric treatments now 
and then to calm ‘em down. 

In his nine years on the job, he’s 


performed som, 500 operations on 
animals, He's proudest of a recent 
one involving a Cheeta which had 
broken both hind legs. Doc Hend- 
erson managed to get the limbs pat_- 
ched up, Th, Cheeta'’s almost back 
on his feet now, but doesn’t act very 
grateful. 

Henderson {s writing a book a- 
bout his experiences, which he hop- 
es to publish next spring—about the 
time the circus hits the road. He 
figures {, ought to appeal to vets, 
if no one else, because it will con- 
tain handy little hints on how to 
cure a Leopard's cold or what to 
do when a hippo has a headache. 

It'll also describe how to pub a 
splint on a broken tiger tail. But 
Doc Henderson doubts that even 
professionals will be anxious to test 
his views. 

A tiger is a nasty fellow, he says, 
and very ungrateful. You no sooner 
restore his health than he tries to 
ruin yours in one hefty swipe. 

His first job with the circus was 
performing an amputation on an al- 
ligator that had lost a fight with 
another gator. 

Doc Henderson says he learned 
that a small boy can hold a gator’s 


‘mouth shut—that what you have to 


watch out for is the creature's tail. 
He can belt you unconscious with 
one blow from if. 

Doc's injured customer was unus- 
ually peaceful throughout the oper- 
ation. He says he’s never known. 
whether gators just don’t haye feel- 
Ings, or whether this one simply had 
remarkable fortitude. 

He didn’t wait to find out, you 
can be sure. As soon as the stitch- 
es were in, Dr. J. V. scrammed the 
heck out of there. 

For all of that, Henderson ranks 
the Zebra very high among animals 
he’d prefer not to see in his wait- 
ing room. He says they're far more 
dangerous than cats, for example. 
They're quick as lightning and can 
handle their hooves like Joe Louis 
used to use boxing gloves. 

For his favorite client, give doc a 
nice old lion, He says, “they're dig- 
nified and sensible—they're even 
regal while getting a tooth pulled.”

Extensive damage was caused by 
high winds which swept the Lind- 
say district Saturday afternoon. 
Several trees were blown down and 
telephone lines were reported down 
near Dunsford and telephone and 
hydro crews were kept busy. 

The power line into Thurstonia 
Park was cut by a falling tree and a 
repair crew had to be called from 
Fenelon Falls. The road into the 
park was closed to traffic for se- 
veral hours while the tree was re- 
moved from the line and the ser- 
vice, restored shortly before mid- 
night. Several cottages in the park 
narrowly escaped damage from fal- 
ling trees. 

At Cannington a new cement-block 

factory building, Cotters-Corner 
7 sash and door factory, had its roof 
blown off and a wall blown in. 
The building, according to a Post 
informant, was completed only last 
Yall. A church near Glandine near 
Glandine is reported to have had 
its roof partly ripped off, while in 
the Reaboro district sailing shin- 
gles and toppling chimneys seem to 
have been the order of the day. 

The town of Lindsay appears to 
have been more fortunate than 
rural communities, although there 
Were several minor fires during the 
weekend. Most stubborn, though not. 
necessarily the most serious, was 
e chimney blaze at 14 Glenelg St. 
W. Firemen first responded to the 
wall at one p.m. Saturday, and it 
‘was not until twelve midnight that 
the fire was fully extinguished. 
Fire Chief Webster says that in this 
case, each time the blaze was con- 
sidered to have been dampened 
down sufficiently, the wind would 
dry out the chimney and revive 
the flame. 

In addition to this, $50 damage 
‘was done in a roof fire on Ardmore 
Ave. and an alarm was received 
from a Russell St. resident who was 
in difficulties with his oi] stove. 
Firemen say that in some manner, 
oll leaked into the stove when the 
fire was out, and when it was re- 
lit. there was apparent danger of 
overheating from the flood of oil 
in the firepot. Firemen were also 
called to put out a rubbish fire 
‘which had been thought extingui- 
shed until sparks were revived by 
tthe gale, 

Telephone communication in 
Lindsay was out of order in a num- 
ber of individual cases, says J. E. A. 
“MacDonald, the Bell Telephone Co's 
Manager here, He attributes the 
breaks in most instances to tree 
limbs falling across the drop-wires 
(to residences, but says all damage 
Was cleared up by 3 p.m. Sunday. 

Out in the country, telephone 
Gamage was more serious, with 20 
Norland subscribers {solated for se- 
veral hours. Service was restored at 
hoon Sunday, says Mr, MacDonald. 
A total of eight telephone poles 
‘were broken on the Bell Co's rural 
lines, with three of them belonging 
to the Pleasant Point system. 


Lindsay's Hydro system suffered 
mo major breaks, according to Man- 
ager J. Lightbody, although in a 
mumber of instances there were 
Ines down, cutting service to in~ 
Gividual houses. This was attribut- 
ed to tree limbs falling across the 
wires. Only one pole was lost in 
Lindsay, on George Street, Mr. 
Lightbody says, adding that he feels 
Lindsay was very fortunate that 
the damage was not more serious.

|BOBCAYGEON MAN APPOINTED 
ASSISTANT AIR ATTACHE 


Group Captain John CG, Scott, D. 
S. O,, son of Mr. and Mrs. G. W. 
Scott, of Bobcaygeon, has been ap- 
pointed Assistant Attache at Wash- 
ington, D.C., to tak, effect the 
middle of July. At the present 
time, Group Captain Scott is Of- 
ficer Commanding the R.C.AF. sta- 
tion at Edmonton, 

Group Captain Scott was born in 
Coldwater, moving with his parents 
to Bobcaygeon when he was nine 
years old. He was educated at the 
public school in Bobcaygeon, fol- 


school there, and two further years 
at the Lindsay Collegiate. Follow- 
ing graduation in arts at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, he joined the 
RCAF. 

The first day of the war found 
him at Halifax ready for overseas 
service, having just finished his 
training as a pilot at Trenton. He 
saw service throughout the whole 
of the war in India, Ceylon, the 
United Kingdom, Australia, etc. 
during 1941 and 1942 he flew cata- 
linas on coast patrol off the United 
Kingdom, proceeding in May 1942 
to Ceylon, where he served as offi- 
cer commanding the Canadian 
squadron, which was engaged on 
patrol, anti-invasion on convoy 
work. 

Whilst stationed in India, Group 
Captain Scott led the the longest 
non-stop flight of the war up to 
that time, from India to Australia. 
The trip took 27% hours due to 
the necessity of flying south of 
Sumatra to avoid the Japs, 

The citation accompanying the 

award of the D. 8. O. reads: 
“This officer has completed a very 
large number of operatiénal mis- 
sions involving arduous flights over 
the Atlantic, Arctic and Indian oc- 
eans and the Mediterranean. He is 
a brilliant navigator and captain 
whose determination to completé his 
allotted task, whatever the circum- 
stances has been outstanding. Dur- 
ing a flight in December, 1942, his 
aircraft became defective and he 
was forced to return to his base. 
Within a quarter of an hour he took 
off in another aircraft. After locat- 
ing his objective he flew over the 
area for more than an hour to se- 
cure information. His courageous 
example has won the admiration 
of all.” 

Toward the end of the war Group 
Captain Scott returned to Canada 
and was appointed Director of Per- 
sonnel at Ottawa. 

Mr. and Mrs. Scott have every 
reason to be proud of their son, 
and are looking forward to the 
middle of June, when he and his 
wife, (daughter of Colonel Spink, 
of Ottawa) and their two children, 
will be arriving to spend a month's 
vacation before proceeding to 
Washington.

Bobcaygeon (PNS)—A concentrat- 
ed effort will be made toward the 
opening of a new tourist information 
bureau, says President Al Kelly of 
the Bobcaygeon Chamber of Com- 
merce.

Time Out: 


Atom-Age Lingo 


The average adult of the North 
American continent had better 
start boning up on atom-age lan- 
guage --something Junior did 
months ago. 

If he doesn’t he'll be lost when 
private industry starts tuming our 
atomic-age super sleuth’, recently 
taken out of wraps by official: 
concerned. 

More than one hundred different 
instruments --"relating to per- 
sonnel protection, monitoring and 
radio-chemical analysis” --were de 
monstrated by the U-S National 
Bureau of Standards and Atomic 
Energy Commission at Washington 
last ‘week. 


In case you don't know exactly 
what it's all bout -these things 
are to tell you whether an atom 
bomb exploded nearby --where 
there's one around -whether there 
is atomic radiation --and how to 
locate atomic raw materials. 

First of all there's a gadget that 
warns people against invasion by 
invisible and soundless atomic ra- 
diation, 


These can detect any type of 


radio-actiye attack and discover 
and ihyestigate contaminated areas. 

Then there's a gimmick to locate 
atomic raw materials that might 
otherwise escape discovery. That 
is a must for prosepectors who hope 
to hit the uranium jackpot. 

Next there's the kibitz that an- 
alyses materlals which give their 
identity away by the kind and 
amount of radiation they emit, The 
electronic’ wizards that do this sort 
of work are assigned to the in- 
dustrial or scientific laboratory. 

And then there's the doo-jack 
that measures radiation dosages 
received by medical patients or

FOR HUNDREDS 


Although it is good to see local 
talent doing well in musical festi- 


vals in the larger centres, neverthe- 
less, the importance of the smaller 
rural festivals’cannot be overesti- 
mated. From the point of view of 
musical education, the value of the 
small rural festival is probably 
/much greater than that of the 
larger gatherings since there is so 
much more opportunity for detailed 
adjudications and demonstrations, 
besides stimulating an interest in 
music in other than the competit- 
ors. During the festival which was 
concluded on Friday with the final 
concert, there was an instance of 
this. In one of the classes for small 
boys, one of the competitors stood 
out for the beauty of his voice, and’ 
the maturity of his performance, 
and as the audience came out of 
the auditorium, on all sides one 
could hear such phrases as “Wasn't 
he good?” and “I do wish I could 
have heard him again”. As the 
audience was composed chiefly of 
mothers who had come to hear their 
own children perform, the pleasure 
given by that one small boy can be 
appreciated. 


This year was the 14th annual fes- 
tival for Victoria County, sponsor- 
ed by the Kiwanis club, and each 
year the number of contestants has 
grown until this year it nearly rea- 
ched the thousand mark. The fes- 
tival is now an event to which more 
and more people look forward each 
year, sometimes with trepidation, it 
is true, but just the same, they 
would hate to miss it. : 


The original music festivals were 
a very different thing from the 
competitive gatherings we know 
today. For seyeral hundred years, 
music festivals have been held in 
England, where it is thought they 
originated. In those days, pcssibly 
due to the difficulties of travel, a 
number of musicians in a wide 
area would gather together at in- 
tervals to hold a ‘music making’, or 
festival. Most of these gatherings 
were attached to the church, the 
earliest recorded of these being the 
“The Festival of the Sons of Clergy” 
founded in 1655, for the purpose of 
providing help to clergy and their 
dependents who might be in need. 
This event has been held each year 
in St. Paul's Cathedral. 


The “Three Choirs Festival 
though probably in existence earlier 
in 1742 came into prominence with 
the performance in Gloucester ca- 
thedral of an imposing service with 
orchestral accompaniment. The 
proceeds were used for the assis- 
tance of widows and orphans of 
poor clergy in the three dioceses, 
Hereford, Gloucester and Worces- 
ter. 


‘The practice of those days is still 
maintained, though in a modified 
form. The festival is held in each of 
the three cathedrals in turn, the 
organist of the “home” cathedral 
conducting, and his visiting col-

leagues acting as pianist and or= 
ganist. Nowadays the conducting is 
often done by a visiting musician 
of distinction. 

Very little later there is record 
of festivals being held in Germany, 
one o fhte earliest known being at 
Lubecke in 1673. This consisted of 
a series of performances known as 
“Abendmusiken”, and were made 
up of choral and orchestral works 
and organ soles, and were held on 
the five Sundays in Advent. They 
s00n became famous, attracting 
visitors from considerable distances 
and continued annually until well 
into the 19th century. 7 


In America, the earllest festivals 
known to have been held were at 
Boston in 1857 and Worcester in 1858 
and others followed soon after- 
wards. Today the National Federat- 
ion of Musical Clubs hold a biennial 
meeting and festival, and assists si- 
milar though smaller enterprises 
through the country, 


Of much more recent origin is 
the competitive type of festival we 
know today. Originally, the com- 
petition was for brass band music, 
but in 1882, af Stratford (Essex, 
England) festival, the moyement 
Was extended) to take in other forms 
of music, particularly choral. The 
movement spread rapidly, and in 
1939 over 200 organizations were 
affiliated to the British Federat- 
jon of Musical Competition festi- 
vals, with at that date some 14 
festivals in the British Empire af- 
filiated, Canada having the largest 
number. Today the Manitoba Fes- 
tival held annuall yat Winnipeg, 
is one of the largest in the world. 

Stratford, Ontario, was the pio- 
meer of the music festival in the 
provinces. with the introduction 
of music as a definite subject in 
the schools, and the enthusiastic 
Suidance of Mr. Fenwick, Proyin- 
cial Director of Music, new festivals 
spring up every year. 

During the past two years at the 
Lindsay festival, prizes and tro- 
phies have given way to certificates. 
This is the system that has been 
in operation in other centres for 
some time and is rapidly growing 
in favour. The chief argument in 
favour of this system is that it 
is an effort to change the motive 
from one of tangible reward to a 
desire to make music for its own 
sake. , 

Happily most distinguished mu- 
Siclans are conyinced of the value 
of these festivals in the social and 
artistic life of the country, and 
thys it is quite common to see 
@ very well known musician acting 
as adjudicator at a small rural 
festival, The local festival is ra- 
pidly becoming the basis of musical 
appreciation the day is passing 
when in order to be a lover of music 
one had to be able to perform in 
some way, and ordinary folk are 
more and more realising that the 
pleasure to be derived from music 
is the right of every one.

EDITORIALS 


TOURIST SERVICE WEEK 

Monday marked the opening of a week set aside 
in Canada for the purpose of reminding Canadians of 
the importance of the tourist industry to the nation, 
It is called “Tourist Service Week” and while it is 
primarily sponsored by the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce of which Lindsay has not a branch, there is no 
reason why the people of this area should not ob- 
serve it. In fact there is every reason why they 
should---they are at the gateway to a great tourist 
region, 

The Kawartha Lake district and the Highlands of 
Haliburton are two of the finest natural tourist attrac- 
tions in the Province of Ontario. For this reason their 
reputation for fair treatment of the tourists who visit 
the areas every year must be preserved at all costs. 
This is not a difficult standard to uphold by any 
means but it is very definitely a standard which can 
make or mar the future prospects of the districts: in- 
sofar as the tourist trade is concerned. 

If the people of Victoria and Haliburton, particu- 
larly those doing business with tourists, just apply the 
golden rule in liberal quantities they will not need to 
be concerned for the future of the tourist industry 
in their respective counties. However, there is every 
indication that the day is at hand when the tourist is 
not going to stand for any unfair dealings. 


RESIDENTS REQUEST FOR 
MODERN LIGHTING REASONABLE 

An interesting point relative to street lighting in 
the town was raised at the last two meetings of Lind- 
say’s Council. In the first instance residents requested 
that they be permitted to light their own crescent 
from lights attached to their houses and paid for by 
the town. Some objection to the proposal was raised 
and the matter was further clarified at the next meet- 
ing of Council. On this occasion it was made clear 
to members that the residents of the crescent under 
discussion didn’t want unsightly poles marring the 
beauty of their driveway. 

As an alternate suggestion, members of Council 
in declining the request suggested that the town have 
ornamental lighting standards installed with under- 
ground wiring. It appears as though even this idea 
may not be favorably received by the residents although 
the findings of a committee named to look into the 
problem are not known yet. 

As the problem revolves around the fact that the 
residents would prefer to avoid having any poles in 
the crescent proper, and two present suggestions are 
not seemingly in popular standing, there may be an- 
other way out of the difficulty. That is to floodlight 
the crescent from either entrance. This would not 
entail placing any poles in the driveway and might 
serve the needs of the residents satisfactorily. 

Another suggestion, perhaps better than the afore- 
going, would be that the committee take the matter 
up with the Lindsay Hydro System. It has access to 
much valuable information on problems such as this 
which have arisen in other centres and would no doubt 
be able to offer much valuable help. 


HOW MUCH IS IT COSTING 

TO KEEP POSTED ON COSTS? 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has informed 
the Canadian public that the cost of living has reached 
another new high. This makes twice in a row that 
this remarkable branch of the governmment has told 
Canadians something which they already either knew 
or at least were strongly suspicious of. This has the 
effect of making some people wonder if they are not 
being taxed heavily to maintain a department to in- 
form them on matters on which they are already well 
informed. 

It might be interesting to know how much it is 
costing Canadians to be kept up to date on the cost 
of living and a lot of other things which they either 

) already know or can find out for themselves. 

There are indications which point to a lot of 
costly information being accumulated by governmental 
departments which will serve no useful purpose either 
“here or hereafter. Perhaps a good thorough house- 
cleaning at Ottawa would make a major contribution 
to lowering the cost of living and make life more tol- 
erable. G 

Sgmething of this nature is already being urged 
by the official opposition and, while it will not likely 
succeed, it appears to have some merit. It should at 
least serve to start people thinking which never does 
any harm no matter what party is in power.

BUTTER DEALINGS ’ 

The government has reduced its support price for 
butter to 58 cents a pound. This means a reduction 
of five cents,in the floor price which was established 
last fall, and will benefit the budget of the housewife 
to that extent. . 

It must not be thought, however, that all of this 
will be a saving to the consuming public of Canada. 
The government has on hand in storage some 19,500,- 
000 pounds of butter which it bought at the previous 
support price of 58 cents a pound. Storage costs since 
it was purchased have brought its actual cost up to 
601% cents a pound. By reducing the wholesale price 
to 53 cents a pound, the government stands to take 
a loss of over $1,300,000 on its butter dealings, and 
that loss will have to come out of the money paid by 
the public in taxes. 

This loss on butter transactions demonstrates the 
folly of fixing food prices at an uneconomic level, at 
a price which is higher than the prevailing world price. 
When that is done, the people who pay taxes pay the 
bill. In the case of butter, the price of 58 cents a 
pound was well above the price which could be secured 
on the export market. It has been admitted that the 
government could not hope to sell any of its surplus 
butter outside of Canada without taking a very heavy 
loss on it. 

Regardless of what governments may attempt to 
do by artificial price support and stimulation, the law 
of supply and demand will eventually step in and play 
its inexorable role of price fixing. Sooner or later it 
catches up with those who try to interefer with this 
elementary law of economics, and somebody has to 
pay. In this case, it is the Canadian Public.

ply the fact that it has arrived. By next January there 
will be eight million sets in use, is the prediction. The 
growth of television today is slightly aliead of where 
radio was at a comparable age and by the end of the~ 
year its growth will haye a substantial lead over 
radio's. Radio did not hit the eight million mark un- 
til the middle of 1928. Much of television’s growth is 
attributed to the ready-made technical base laid for it 
by radio and radar.

There are, for example, the foot tapping of those 
who, when a melody is played or sung in the theatre, 
keep time to the music with a steady tap-tap-tap of 
their toes.

Up to now, the conflict has been fought largely 
in the stores, And the newcomer paper carton has 
routed the venerable glass bottle in about half the 
United States food shops. In some big cities it’s a 4- 
to-1 store favorite. 

But the paper carton has barely dented the home 
delivery market since it came to stay in the mid-30’s 
—after some earlier fluttery starts. On doorstéps 
across the country, it’s outnumbered by the glass bottle 
by better than 20 to 1. 

The self-service chains which were happy to be 
rid of the handling of glass bottles sparked the wide- 
Spread store acceptance of the disposable paper car- 
ton.-It has no such powerful ally in the home field.

Government officials almost had 
a cat-fit the other day. Someone 
suggested that we scrap pounds 
ounces, grams, gallons and miles 
and adopt the metric system calling 
for grame, Kilograms, Liters, Met- 
erg and Kilometers, 

The suggestion was made in no 
less than the House of Commons— 
by Leon Balcer — Progroessive Con- 
servative member for Three Rivers, 
Quebec, 

Officials are still shuddering over 
the whole thing. They say this in- 
nocent looking proposal would 
throw the nation into a tail-sp:n. 
The H-bomb couldn’: be much 
worse, apparently. 

‘They feel there's enough to worry 
about af the momen: without 
changing the way we figure out 
things, in weights, distance and 
size. 

One official of the standards dliv- 
ision ofthe Trade and Commerce 
Department says Balcer apparently 
doesn’t realize what would happen 
if the metric system were introduc- 
ed in Canada, Says he “why it would 
create utter chaos throughour the 
country.” 

Taking {tf all in all our avoirdu- 
pois and linear systems are a bif 

cumbersome, compared with the 
metric set-up. But we're used to 
them. And as these officials say 
Canadians have an {dea of the im- 
portance of ounces, pounds, miles 
and gallons to their everyday life. 

It's a safe bet that quite a few of 
us don’t know much about metres, 
and kilometers and grams and kilo- 
grams at that. 

Officials say it would take decades 
to change from one system to the 
other ... and it would have to be 
done along carefully considered lin- 
es. 

Government officials paint a 
frightening picture of what would 
happen should a change be made 
suddenly. They say “the whole ec- 
onomy of the country would be en- 
dangered.” 

They say that any decision to a- 
dopt the metric system would ser- 
jously affect the entire economy of 
Canada and every walk of life. 

Here are some of the factors en- 
tailed in such a change: 

All scales in the country would 
haye to be scrapped. At present the 
standards division alone inspects 
about 200-thousand of these and 
thousands of others remain unin- 
spected. 

Then there are at least 333-thou- 
sand other standard of weight, vol- 
ume and length that would go to 
the junk pile. These include milk 
cans, gasoline pumps, slide rules 
and a hundred and one other instru- 
ments of all shapes and sizes. 

And that wouldn’; be all. 

Deeds to property would have to 
be changed— book-keeping systems 
revised — engineering stand- 


—eyen the lowly tin of peas would 
be in for an overhauling. 

‘The implications are endless. 

Standards officials say flatly that 
Balcer's suggestion is impossible 
the present system 1s here to stay. 

One very worried official says he’s 
going to pray that parliament re-- 
jects the whole idea—i, frightens 
him—all he can see is chaos...++ 

‘This comes tinder the heading of

What the upshot of all this will be, 
no one knows—but the distaff side 
is watching proceedings with great 
interest.

Montreal—(BUP)— Montreal Al- 
ouettes, reigning Canadian football 
champions, will have some new top-

Al's coach Lew Hayman said to- 
day there definitely will be a few 
néw American imports lugging the 
pigskin for the Montrealers this sea- 
son. He admitted the club was dick- 
ering with several high-calibre Am- 
erican players, but declined to men- 
tion names. 

Little wonder Hayman prefers to 
keep negotiations secret, with other 
Big Four League teams offering 
lucrative bait to American players. 

But the brain of the Grey Cup 
titleholders sald he was determined 
to keep the silver mug in Montreal. |, 
Hayman predicted this fall's edi- 
tion of the champions “will be the 
best ever.” 

Hayman was confident the other 
three Big Four league clubs would 
not be any weaker for the 1950 sea- 
son, “Ottawa, Toronto and Ham- 
ilton all are getting stronger. We've 
just got to keep pace with them,” 
he said. 

“Toronto and Hamilton are really 
tough to figure out at this stage. 
The Wildcats and Tigers haye am- 
algamated, and between them they'll 
probably hav, a real contender, To- 
ronto will never be the same with- 
jout Copeland, but they've always 
been hard to beat and with a new 
coach anything can happen,” said 
Hayman.

great. In addition to the trout rear- 
ing stations the small trout are 
carried in bass ponds at the hatch- 
eries during the winter months, bur 
once spring comes it is necessary 
to get them out of the way to make 
room for the bass-rearing project. 
As soon as the roads are dry en- 
ough for trucks and the ice is off 
the lakes and streams, every mo- 
ment is precious in getting the 
speckled trout out of the hatcheries. 


The small trout, hatchery-rear- 
ed though they may be, learn to 
make their way in the world very 
quickly, once they are placed in lar- 
ger waters. 

Chief danger during the trans- 
portation period is that oxygen in 
the water may be exhausted or the 
water become too warm for them. 
Hence hatchery trucks are equip- 
ped with large tanks into which 
water from ice cakes drips con- 
stantly. In addition, hatchery at- 
tendants aerate the water by dip- 
ping it out and pouring it back at 
frequent intervals. 

In more remote lakes, aircraft are 
used for fish planting. The pilots 
land their craft on the water and 
hatchery attendants equalize tem- 
peratures by holding the cans part- 
ly submerged, and then gently tilt 
them so that the fish swim out of 
captivity themselves. 

During one planting, five thou- 
sand seven inch trout swam out of 
the cans without a single fish turn- 
ing  belly-up. 

That is pretty well the story all 
oyer. Loss in planting is extremely 
low and, since the speckled trout 
quickly seeks temperatures colder 
then surface water, in most cases 
they head for the depths where 
they are free of surface predators,

Research Station 
Holds Open House 
For Sportsmen 


Toronto May 5 -First of a series of 
“open houses” designed to better 
acquaint Ontario's anglers and 
hunters with the work being done 
and planned by the Ontario De- 
partment of Lands and Forests, to 
maintain and increase the Pro- 
vince's natural resources, brought 
several hundred sportsmen to the 
Southern Research Station at. 
Maple, near Toronto, 

Members of the staff of the De- 
partment escorted groups about the 
big station, answering questions 
and pointing out matters of inter- 
est. 

Details of soil and forest surveys, 
fisheries experiments, mechanical) 
equipment and the powerful short- 
wave radio hookup which provides 
instant communication with all 
district offices and isolated ran- 
ger stations, throughout the Pro- 
vince, were all explained to the 
visitors as were many other matters 
having to do with the Department's 
operations, 

Originally the visit was spon- 
sored by the Lake Simcoe Zone, 
Ontario Federation of Anglers and 
Hunters, but among those present 
were many who were not members 
of any fishing and hunting organi- 
zation.

: : The heart of this trim little city of 15,000 people has 

been carved out by a vicious weekend fire that levelled some 
: 400 structures, and shocked residents stand by for the de- 
cision that may force them to dynamite the few public 
buildings that stood through the flames. 

So far as is known, no one was killed in the inferno 
which was touched off early Saturday evening and which 
was still smoudering sullenly in the rubble-filled basements 
of the levelled homes and business places on Monday. ~ 

Early reports had eight children dead, four of them 
supposedly drowned when they jumped for their lives into 
the Rimouski River when the bridge they were crossing 
to safety went up in flames. But officials seemed convinced 
that although the fire did make some 5,000 homeless, ate 
away about one-third of the city and caused damage var- 
iously estimated up to $25,000,000, no one was killed. 

This belief, however, may be changed when a fuller 
check can be made. Monday a brisk freezing north wind 
complete with snow continued to tease the remaining flames 
of the blaze into dangerous life, everyone was too shocked 
and too worried about what the future might hold to Keep 
an accurate record. 

Even with first mad onrush of the flames checked and 
with help and man-power pouring in to frustrate any fur- 
ther fiery advances, every one is too groggy from a week- 
end that was sleepless, strenuous and heartbreaking to 
give a completely clear picture of all that went on. * 


Caused by High Tension Wires 


But, pieced together from the stories told by the soot- 
covered men who fought what will be rated as one of ths 
provinee’s most disastrous fires, here is the broad picture 
of the 48 hours that wrecked Rimouski. 

Just around supper time on Saturday night, a north- 
east gale about 75 miles an hour that had been plaguing 
this area all day snapped a pole carrying high tension wires 
across the entrance to one of the Price Brothers lumber 
mills. The wires sparked against a pile of dry lumber— 
the multi-million dollar blaze was born. 

At first fears for Rimouski itself were slight. The 
Price Brothers mill that originally was fired, along with a 
second one nearby, are separated from the city proper by 
the Rimouski River which now, at spring flood, is about 
200 feet wide. This would act as an effective fire ditch, 
everyone thought. 

But the people forgot the wind. Picking up sparks 
on its 75-mile-an-hour breath, the gale *huried these Slow- 
ing embers across the watery sap to shower the residen‘ial 
area bordering St. Germaine Street. 

These trim homes, surrounded by rolling lawns and 
f£racious trees, offered little resistance Mainly made of 
Wood, they blazed like beacons as the. “first hours of dark- 
ness cloaked the city. = 

Then the race against total destruction began for

That Body of Yours

Underactive Thyrold Gland 
May Cause Mental Symptoms 

I have written before of the men- 
tal hospital in New Jersey in which 
the superintendent noticed that a 
patient who had been an inmate for 
two years was able to leave the hos- 
pital, cured of her mental sympt- 
oms, after the removal of several in- 
fected teeth. The superintendent 
was so impressed by this dramatic 
cure that he had specialists In the 
various departments of medicine ex- 
amine all the patients and remove 
all infections present and correct 
any defects, The result was that a- 
bout 40 per cent of the patients 
were able to Jeave the mental hospi- 
tal for home or business. A cond!~ 
tion somewhat similar to the above 
is reported in “The British Medical 
Journal” by Dr. R. Asher. 

Dr. Asher states that myxedema, 
the condition in which the thyroid 
gland is not manufacturing enough 
thyroid juice Is one of the com- 
monest causes of mental illness. The 
usual symptoms of myxedema are 
gain in weight, lack of interest in 
surroundings, moonlike face, course 
feaures dry scaly skin, brittle hair, 
rough nails, and metabolism test 
shows the body processes are not 
active enough to complete or finish 
their various Jobs throughout the 
body. 

Dr. Asher described 14 patients 
all of whom had myxedema and 
mental symptoms. They all show- 
ed symptoms of complete insanity, 
ten haying been admitted to the 
mental observation wards under the 
Lunacy Act, one to the nerve sur- 
geon for brain tumor, and three to 
the general wards for other ail- 
ments. 

When the thyroid gland fs over- 
active (goiter( the removal of all 
or most of the thyroid gland fs the 
treatment; and so the body proces- 
ses do not work too rapidly. In these 
myxedema cases with mental symp- 
toms, thyroid extract was prescribed 
to increase the rate at which the 
body processes worked. There was a 
dramatic and complet, recovery in 
nine of the cases, a partial improye- 
ment to two, no change jn one and 
two died. 

These oases were sent to the men- 
tal hospital because of mental symp- 
toms in many of them these mental 
symptoms were due to an inactive 
thyroid gland, Physicians and fam- 


ilies should keep this fact in mind. | 


We readily recognize the symptoms 
of overactivy, thyrojd—bulging eyes, 
rapid heart, trembling—but fail to 
recognize. under-active thyraid with 
overweight and mental and physical 
sluggishness.

Acute infections and abscess of 
the back of the throat and deep 
infections of the neck from throat 
infections have nearly vanished. 
“The acute inflammatory processes 
within, the sinuses run only a short 
course and prevent the complicat- 
fons which occurred So often before 
the use of penicillin, 

“The gerious complications of 
inflamed mastold (masoiditis) 
which comprised a significantly 
important responsibility of ear, 
nose and throat practice, and held 
the major interest of these speci- 
alists ten years ago, are rarely in 
evidence tuday,”

suits with penicillin, it would ap- 
pear that not many of the medi- 
cal students of the future will el- 
ect to become ear, nose and throat 
specialists. Dr. Furstenberg states, 
however, that the future of the ear, 
nose and throat specialist is not 
dark. There are great resources in 
this field which have not yet been 
tapped and these will be made avail- 
able througn scientific research, 
Not only will less surgery be ne- 
cessary but better results will be 
obtained by penicillin and other 
germ-killing methods. 


Preventing Decay of Teeth: 

Our dentists have proved defin- 
itely that refined sugar acting on 
the outer surface of the teeth in 
time destroys the enamel, and de- 
cay of the enainel and its under- 
lying tissue, dentine, sets in.

(care of children's teeth), College 
of Dentistry, University of Illinois, 
Chicago, states that the alkaline 
condition ofthe surface of the tooth 
drops nearer to an acid (7.0 to 5.0) 
within 115 minutes after eating su- 
gar. If a person were to consume 
Sugars only at mealtimes, such at- 
tacks of decay could be counteract- 
ed by the saliva and the alkaline 
foods eaten. “However, when refin- 
€d sugars are eaten between meals 
and at frequent intervals the teeth 
meet an almost continuous series 
of assaults by acids formed on the 
tooth surfaces. The decay attacks | 
thus become enormously increased 
by the habitual use of sugars be- 
tween meals, While we* may not 
readily or privately brush our teeth 
after use of sugar, we could rinse 
the mouth and sluice water between 
the teeth.

E. This was developed by cooper- 
ative work between Dr. Kendall and 
associates of Mayo Clinic and the 
research staff of Merck & Co., Inc., 
and tried on 14 patients. There was 
great reduction in muscle and joint 
stiffness decreased pain on motion, 
improved joint and muscle action 
within a few days. The results ob- 
tained by the use of Compound E 
(cortisone) at Mayo Clinic are the 
same as those obtained elsewhere. 

Despite the fact that cortisone 
and Acth will not be available for 
a long time yet, these dramatic re- 
sults are stimulating manufactur- 
ers to put them on the market ‘as 
soon as possible. 


American Heart Association 
Doing Wonderful Work. 

One of the encouraging signs of 
the times is the way both the weal- 
thy and the poor get behind and 
help any moyement to help the 
sick and afflicted. We are all fam- 
iliar with how readily the cancer 
and infantile paralysis campaigns 
are helped. There is nothing so 
dreaded by everybody as these two 


| diseases. 


However, it is only within recent 
years that an annual campaign to 
help sufferers with heart disease 
and to teach parents how to pre- 
vent heart disease in children, has 
been given the publicity it so rich- 
ly deserves. Although the campaign 
for 1950 occurred in February, we 
should remember that the work of 
the American Heart Association is: 
carried on throughout the entire 
year. 

The American Heart Association, 
with branches throughout Canada 
also, conducts its year-round attack 
on heart disease through a three- 
point program of scientific research, 
professional and public education, 
and community service. 

One of the leaflets puplished by 
the Association shows a young boy 
having his heart examined with the 
statement attached “His heart to- 
morrow needs your help «today. He 
might be the youngster next door, a 
friend’s child or your own. Whoever 
he is, of all diseases threatening his 
health, heart disease heads the list.” 
Last year more people died of heart 
disease than of cancer, accidents, 
tuberculosis and pneumonia com- 
bined. 

Ninety per cent of all heart dis- 
ease is the result of rheumatic fev- 
er, high blood pressure, or harden- 
ing of the arteries. While all 
causes of heart diseases are not 
known it is known that practically 
all cases of rheumatic fever are 
caused by infected tonsils, and 
rheumatic fever—childhood's great- 
est enemy—causes most cases of 
heart diseas, in children and young 
adults, 

Unfortunately the causes of some 
forms of heart diseases are not 
known and it is research work on 
these diseases that requires so 
much money, if they are to be pre- 
vented or controlled. 

The American Heart Association, 
from the money given them by a 
grateful and sympathetic public, is- 
sues grants to research workers or 
heart diseases amounting to mil- 
lions of dollars yearly.

Time Out 


Who Knows Best? 


Though “mother knows best” and 
her meals are expected to be the 
best in the world, the Red Cross in 
Toronto has found out different. 

The meals mother used to make 
just don’, make the biggest babies— 
or best nourished children. The Red 
Cross didn’t delve into the reasons, 
but a survey of theirs shows this 
surprising result. 


The report says that children, who 
ate scientifically-prepared noon-day 
meals at school made better physi- 
cal progress than thase who went 
home for lunch. 


’ And, surprisingly, families whose 
children received these school meals 
improved their diet ea trem- 
endously, z 


The experiment was made over a 
two and one-half year period a- 
mong one thousand Toronto school 
children whose ages ranged from 
five and one-half years to 10 and 
one-half years. 

Six hundred were carefully selec- 
ted and formed into pairs, one of 
each pair eating lunch at school 
while the other went home. 

As the experiment progressed, 
the Red Cross report says, consider- 
abl, differences were moticed in 
each pair. Especially noticeable was 
improvement in the school-fed child 
over the other in growth, physical 
fitness, rate of tooth decay and ab- 
Senteeism. ~ 

The Red Cross matched each pair 


age, physical characteristics and 
domestic background. 

The differences in each paid were 
tabulated after the meal plan end- 
ed in April of last year. And the 
survey showed that the school lunch 
group gained an average of fifth of 
an inch and a pound and a half in 
weight over the home group. 


It also reported that girls not 
provided with th, free meal showed 
@ greater rate of absenteeism. Den- 
tal tests revealed little difference 
between the two groups except that 
the school fed group had better 
gums. 

Dr. E. Chant Robertson, woman 
jnutrition specialist, who compiled 
the report, says as the children’s 
diet improved so etl that of their 
families. 

She says in 1947, when food casts 
rose sharply those families in the 
home lunch group lowered their 
ration of food buying while those 
in_the school group raised it. 

Dr. Robertson says it’s apparent 
that the school meal not only im- 
proved the child's eating habits, but 
also improved the eating habits of 
the family as a whole. She believes 
this is an important finding. 

But she doesn’t believe free school 
meals are justified at public expense 
except possibly in days of depress- 
ion. 

On the whole, Dr. Robertson tells 
the results of supplementary diets 
for school children. 

As mentioned before, the Red 
Gross does not go into the reason 
why the home cooked meals didn’t 
produce the same results as those 
served in school. 

But two of these reasons may pos- 
sibly be—high cost of living—and 
that many children are more inter- 
ested {n food outside their homes 
than at their own dinner table.

Small Class 
Favored As 
Safety Aid. 


Spurred by an unfortunate accl- 
dent in which a manual training 
student cut his hand when using a 
tool contrary to instruction, J. L. 
McColl, manual training teacher at 
the Lakefield school, has asked that 
classes in his subject be reduced. In 
presenting his request to th. Board 
of Education on Monday, he told 
them he could not take responsibil- 
ity for 24 or 26 pupils in one class. 

Mr. McColl suggested the Board 
might either discontinue manual 
training for the girls, or divide the 
‘classes. Thére should be an individ- 
ual place for each child to” work, he 
said. Sixteen pupils ‘should be the 
maximum and he said he considered 
a class of 12 or 14 preferable. 

Manual training teachers in Lind- 
say Public Schools say that they 
have not been called upon to teach 
overlarge classes in manual training, 
but agree that it is a difficult class 
to supervise from a safety stand- 
point.

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Four Yanks In Mexico Try Hand az Bullfighting; 
They [and Bulls] See Not Too Much Future In It

Mexico City, Mexico—(NEA) — 
Four American college boys study- 
ing here traded their textbooks for 
the cape and sword of the bullfight- 
er. When the bullfight was over, 
the inexperienced Americans were 
still alive, to the surprise of the 
crowd. 

For three weeks before the bull- 
fight the four Mexico City College 
students, all veterans of World War 
HH, practiced the traditional passes 
and learned other tricks of the bull- 


fighting trade from Joselito Gonza- 
lez, a novilero or bullfighter who 
has not attained professional stat- 
us. 

All their practicing was done with 
only a set of horns, since arrange- 
ments to practice their passes with 
@ genuine bull fell through. The 
Americans therefore faced an un- 
tamed bull for the first time when 
they entered the bullring before 


1000 somewhat cynical spectators. 
The only concession made to the be- 
ginners was to round off about a 
half-inch of the sharp horns of the 
550 pound bulls.

John “Wally” Minard, a 26-year- 
old infantry veteran from Chicago 
had drawn the lot for the first bull. 
A kicking, snorting, jet black young 
bull came charging out of its dark 
cell into the light of the ring, toss- 
ing its head and looking for trouble. 

The crowd gasped a little. The 
Chicago veteran coolly made a few 
passes with his cape as the bull’s 
horns whisked by. There were ap- 
proved yells of “Ole”! from the 
grandstand. 

During the first part of any bull- 
fight, assistants always go in with 
capes to help wear the bull down 
before the kill, The bull knocked 
down one of Minard’s Mexican as- 
sistants. When Minard tried to get 
the bull off, he was thrown to the 
ground, and the bull began to 
maul him. It was probably only 
the blunted horns that saved him 
from serious injury. 

The bull was drawn off and Min- 
ard got up with a little blood on 
his cheek and continued the tradi- 
tional passes. Finally, he lunged and 
thrust the curved blade of the sword 
into the small area between the 
shoulder blades where it must go to 


“enter the heart. In a moment the 


bull dropped dead— a perfect kill. 
The crowd began to cheer, 

As Minard’s bull dropped, the 
Spectators began to wave their 
handkerchiefs and chant “torrero’” 
—‘master of the bull.” They would 
not stop until the American boy was 
awarded two ears and a tail, the 
highest reward a matador can get. 

Bob Blanchard, a 23-year-old Ma- 
rine veteran from Cleveland, faced 
the second bull, Veteran bullfight 
fans agreed that Blanchard had the

New Air Force Boss’ Composure Survives Despite Lots of Tough Jobs

Washington ....(NEA) Thomas 
Knight Finletter will take a Navy 
tradition with him into his new 
Job as Secretary of the Air Force 
—the ever-steaming coffee pot. 
Ten to 14 cups of coffee a day 
‘are his normal consumption while 
he's working, But if that conjurs up 
the picture of a nervous, high pre- 


sure executive barking out orders to 
frightened underlings, it isn’t the 
right one for T. K. Finletter, 

It’s a matter of record that (1) 
nobody has ever seen him either 
upset, or mildly ruffled and (2) that 
nobody has ever heard him raise 
his voice in excitement or anger— 
except at a tennss match, his fa- 
vorite sport. He still plays a pretty 
fair game, too, at 56, 

Tom Finletter’s notorious com- 


posure survives despite a run of 
tough jobs. Practically every one 
he has tackled for Uncle Sam has 
had more than its share of major 
headaches, The jon which led to 
his present assignment. was heading 
up the President's five-man Air 
Policy Commission, established in 
July, 1947. The idea was to produce 
@ common sense report on the 
status and needs of alr power for 
America, 

The resulting report, called 
“Surviyal In the Air Age,” ls now 
considered one of the finest docu- 
ments of its kind ever written. It 
will influence the history of Ameri- 
can aviation for many generations, 
most experts predict.

ved as special assistant to the Sec- 
retary of State in 1941, advising 
on international economic affairs. 
In 1943 he was executive director 
and deputy director of the Office 
of Foreign Economic Coordination.

Between 1944 and 1947, he re- 
sumed his highly-profitable law 
practice in New York, but with 
many visits to Washington in an 
advisory capacity.

He bowled them oyer with a humor- 
ous talk, so full of slde-splitting 


stories that most of the audience’ 


went home weak with daughter. 


After his work on the Commis- 
sion and before his present ass!gn- 
ment, he served as Marshall Plan 
representative in London, On this 
assignment, too, he did an outstand_ 
ing job. 

Aside from his government work 
and legal practice, he has written 
and lectured widely, mostly in be- 
half of his favorlte enterprise, the 
United World Federallsts. Schol- 
arly works on various issues and 
the functions of the U. S. goyern- 
ment are also among his principg! 
interests, 

Born in Philadelphia {n 1893, he 
is a member of one of the city’s 
prominent families. His father and 
grandfather were both local fud- 
ges and his mother’s ancestry goes 
back to the early colonists, 

He was educated at the Episcopal 
Academy of Philadelphia the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvanian and in 
Paris. Durlng World War I he 
rose to the rank of captain with 
the 312th Field Artillery.

Sometime this spring, a lumber- 
ing tank-like tractor will sloaly 
edge down the streets of a city that 
has been visited but once since 
1692. And, to make the adventure 
even more bizarre, the city is 19W 
under the Caribbean Sea. 

At the controls of the tractor 
will be Lieut. Harry E. Rieseberg, 
g California daredevil deep-sea di- 
ver. It was in 1935 that Rieseberg, 
hunting pirate treasure on sunken 
Spanish galleons off Kings‘cn, Ja- 
maica, stumbled into Port Royal 2 
fabulous city destroyed by an carth—- 
quake and tidal wave in 1692 

Now, with a costly expedition to 
back him up, Rieseberg is going 
back to Port Royal, the city under 
30 fathoms. For 15 years, he’s been 
dreaming and planning to revisit 
Port Royal What he saw in 1935 
is worth a second look. 

He stood on the ocean floor. All 
‘around him were crumbled relics of

buildings, now encrusted with daz- 
zling coral formations, Brilliant 
tropical fish swam in and out of 
200-year-old windows. 

All alone, he didn’t have the 
equipment to venture too farm from 
his salvage ship. But he could see 
other streets, other buildings. 

Back on shore, Rieseberg learncd 
that Port Royal was the lair of 
fabulous pirates in the 17th Cen- 
tury. 

It was known as the richest —- 
and wickedest —city in the woric. 
Captive girls, bedecked in plunder- 
ed finery, presided over tables sel 
with gold and silver. Then, in 1692, 
the wohle city and 500 people were 
plunged under the sea, 

Rieseberg thought that some of 
the pirates’ treasure might still be 
in the water-covered buildings of 


Port Royal. At least there would 
be relics of a glamorous, adyentur- 
ous age to be found in the water- 
logged ghost town. 

Together with Charles G. War- 
ten, he designed and is completing 
the tank-tractor. With this monster, 
he'll be able to roam the streets of 
Port Royal. ! 

The adventure will be filmed by 
Hollywood cameramen, in color. The 
actual salvage operation will be 
part of a forthcoming movie, baséd 
on a book he wrote called ‘I‘Dived 
For Treasurer,” in which he tells of 
his 25-year hunt for wealth under 
the sea. 

Thus far he’s recovered more 
than $100,000 from ancient wrecks 
in Central American and West In- 
dian waters. He’s sure Port Royal 
will be his greates hunting grounds. 


Of Protopadakis and His Friend the Agimi

Washington — (NEA) — Eftikios 
Protopapadakis happened to find 
®@ baby agrimi—capraegragus pictus 
~—in the White Mountains of Crete, 
and “Kri Kri” is coming to Wash- 
ington to stay. 

If you think that sounds like a 
lot of Greek, you're absolutely right. 
Everyone in the cast of characters 
is from Greece, including ‘the agri- 
mi, alias “Kri Kri” who is destined 
to become a living symbol of 
Greece's appreciation of the Mar- 
shall plan aid it has received. 

When Protopapadakis found the 
agrimi, he lost no time in taking 
ft to Dr. Harilaos Hadjissarantos, 
zoologist of Athens University. The 
professor immediately said yes, the 
small animal really was a rare cap- 

raegragus pictus, and agreed it 
would make a fine gift for America 

As a sybmol, it was pointed out, 
the Greeks have a special reverence 
for the antelope-type creature; ac- 
cording to ancient legend it was an 
agrimi that succored the Greek 
deity Zeus. And as a sacrifice, an- 
imal experts said the agrim{ is one 
of the outstanding rarities of the 
whole animal kingdom, an item any 
vookeeper in ‘he world would be 
delighted to have as a steady board- 
er. 

That's certainly the way Dr. 
‘W. M. Mann, director of the Na- 
tional Zoological Park in Washing- 
ton, feels about it. And “Kri Kri” 
will soon be {n his charge. 

To pay the shipping charges, Pro-

topapadakis and his neighbours 
Scraped together a little more than 
a million drachmae, about $66.55. 
That's a lot of drachmae for those 
people, but they were happy to do it. 

“Kri Kri” is enjoying a 60-day 
quarantine under th, careful super- 
vision of the U.S. Public Health au- 
thorities near an Athens airport. 
They want to make sure that this 
gift goat doesn’t bring along any 
germs in his rare carcass. 

Like others in the goat family, the 
agrimi sometimes experiences an un- 
controllable urge for unusual foods.

“Kri Kri” ate two Athens newspap- 
€rs, one window drape and a 25- 
cent pocket edition of “Student 
Nurse.” 

Now, however, they've got him on 
hay, grass and olives and they pre- 
dict he will be in great shape for 
the coming trip afd the ceremony 
which will feature his arrival. 

The Greek embassy is planning 
quite a reception for ‘Kri Kri” when 
he gets to Washington, but theyll 
kéep an eye on the draperies.

SEATTLE, Wash. -(NEA)- “Yah! 
Yah! Cross-eyed can’t be on our 
side!” 

For 15 years Tommy suffered 
while his schoolmates poked fun 
at him for his crossed eyes and 
thick-lensed glasses. But now 
Tommy has taken off his glasses. 
He doesn’t need them. His eyes are 
straight. 

To the boy and his parents, it's 
unbelievable. But to the men and 
women who developed the tech- 
nique of correcting eye defects 


without the use of glasses, it’s just } 


a sample of what can be. achieved 
by a new system for correcting 
vision. ¢ 

A New York oculist, Dr. W. H 
Bates, gaye up his practice in the 
early part of this century to seek 
a new way of treating his patients. 
Eyeglasses, he knew, don’t always 
help. Bates found another way. 

After a number experiments, 
Bates discovered that vision de- 
fects were often caused by the ha- 
bitual improper use of eyes. 

He also found that this improper 
usage was related to mental and 
emotional strain and teaching the 
eyes to’see in a relaxed way, a large 
percentage of his patients regained 
normal vision. 

Since his death in 1931, the doc- 
tor’s work has been carried on by 
the American Association for Eye 
Training, Inc., under the direction 
of Mrs. Clara Hackett. 

Several methods have been de- 
veloped for relaxing the eyes. 
“Palming,” or covering the eyes 
with the palms of the hands at re- 


] gular intervals, is restful. Blinking 
rapidly is helpful 

Exposing the eyes to the sun — 
“sunning” —has helped to correct 
eye ailments. “Dark glasses may 
give you Hollywood © glamor, but 
they don’t do the eyes any good,” 
reports one instructor. 

“Above all,” eye trainers caution, 
“use your ey¢és and keep them in 
motion. The lover who stares for 
hours at the picture of his heart's 
desire may satisfy his soul, but he’s 
ruining his eyes.” 

School children, who worry about 
their lessons, often develop nervous 
tension which creates eye strain. 
Once their worries are relieved, 
their vision improves. 

In spite of active opposition fromt 
some groups, the Bates method 1s 
arousing interest and has chalked 
up some successes. 

A 24-year-old woman who wore 
glasses for 11 years now has nor- 
mal vision without glasses. She 
has been training her eyes less than 
two months. 

After six weeks’ work, an eight- 
year-old, near-sighted and cross- 
eyed, now has normal vision. Her 
schoolwork has improved along 
with her sight. 

The best record in Seattle was 
achieved by a 63-year-old man who 
wore glosses for 50 years. With only 
light perception in one eye and only 
25 per cent vision in the other when 
he started, he has gained almost 
normal sight in less than two years. 
His instructors think he will recov 
er completely within another year. 
‘Some Seattle schools use the Bates 
method to prevent eye tension and 
fatigue in their pupils. A large 
number of teachers haye been able 
to give up wearing glasses.

The County of Haliburton will 
receive the bulk of its fish for 
Testocking purposes from the Parry 
Sound District and from other hat- 
cheries outside the Trent District. 
Maskinonge Egg Collection

Brooke’s Says

Toronto, May 17 (BUP) —North- 
ern Ireland Prime Minister Sir Bas- 
il Brooke says that attempts to dis- 
color his north American tour haye 
been of a variety too low and com- 
mon to warrant mention, 

The latest incident in the Prime 
Minister's tour occurred this mor- 
ning in Toronto when an army-type 
smoke bomb was discovered on the 
lawn of the city hall. . 

The incident, described by Sir Ba- 
sil as “another childish move by 
some obscure people, “resulted in a 
virtual ring of police protection for 
Sir Basil. About 25 uniformed pol- 
icemen, 15 plainclothesmen, three 
detectiv, sergeants and one high 
ranking ROMP officer was assign- 
ed to the premier. 

Asked about the protection, Sir 
Basil said “I think it's disgusting. 
I fear no one. I believe man should 
worship as he chooses, This body- 
guard business is just the lowest 
form of politics.” 

He added, “I do not criticize the 
cities for giving me police protec- 
tion, but I figure it is being greatly 
overdone.” 

In New York, he said, ‘The police 
display was atrocious. Mayor O'- 
Dwyer, in his criticism of me, gave 
me more publicity than I could ever 
dream of from more than 100 adver- 
tising companies.” 

The picket line in New York, he 
sald was a “scrawny affair. I am 
amazed it wasn’; better organized. 
I cerainly could have done twice as 
good a job. The pickets had been 
in the rain and cold for two days 
and they sounded lke dying cats.” 

Last week, a group describing it- 
self as the “Irish National Society 
of Canada,” distributed pamphlets 
attacking Sir Basil Brooke, 

The pamphlets charged that he 
ordered the fumigation of a church 
after mass had been celebrated in 
it. 

Commenting on the matter, the 
Northern Ireland Prime Minister 
Said “It's a darn (damn) lie. That’s 
childish and assining tomfoolery. 
The pamphlet does not locate the 
hall and I haven't the faintest idea 
where it could be. I neVer ordered 
an Orange Hall fumigated. IT haye 
never ordered a Catholic Hall fum- 
igated.

Original Church Still Stands 


New Book Recalls Early Days _ 
On Shores ¢ Of Sturg 


The history of the first white 
settlers on Sturgeon Lake are gra- 
phically described in a recent book 
entitled, “A Gentlewoman in Up- 
per Canada” from the journals of 
Anne Langton, who with a gifted 
pen, recorded her impressions of 
life in Upper Canada -in the first 
decades of the nineteenth century. 

While the various journals or 
diaries upon which the book was 
lication but to inform her brother 
and family in England of day to 
day happenings and conditions in 
Canada, they do make ag excellent 
record from 1837 to 1846. 

At the age of 33, Miss Langton 
accompanied her parents and her 
aunt on the journey out from En- 
gland to take up residence with her 
brother, who had preceded them 
by several years, on his farm on 
Sturgon Lake near Fenelon Falls. 
They travelled by way of New York, 
Albany, Niagara Falls, Toronto, 
Port Hope and Peterboro. From Pe- 
terboro they travelled by boat to 
Bobcaygeon and thence along the 
shores of Sturgeon Lake to Blythe 
Farm on the east side of the north 
arm of the lake. The journey from 
Peterboro to Blythe farm took two 
days. The party stayed overnight in 
Bobcaygeon, then spelled “Bob 
Cajwin.” 

Fenelon Falls was the supply 
centre for the district at that time 
and it was here also that the early 
settlers went to worship, Peterboro 
Was a thriving community and any- 
thing that couldn't be procured in 
Fenelon was purchased in Peter- 
boro, Some shipments were brought 
by way of Windsor (now Whitby) 
and Scugog Lake, Lindsay was a 
very small settlement known as 
Purdy’s Mills and is not very often 
referred to in the book. 

‘Two other families, the descend- 
ants of which are still famillar 
names in this district, the Boyds 
of Bobcagyeon and the Dunsfords 
of Beehive Farm are frequently 
mentioned. The Dunsfords arrived 
after the Langton’s and brought 
with them a carriage. Miss Langton 
remarked she hoped they were 
bringing a road as well. 

It is interesting to note that Blythe 
Farm and Beehiye Farm still sur- 
vive under those names to-day, 
only under different ownership. 
Blythe Farm {s now owned by Os- 
car Graham and Beehive Farm by 
Edward Watt. John Langton built 
a new home for his parents, and 
sister Ann and aunt in 1837. This 


Blythe Farm, a monument to John 
Langton who later became the first 
warden of the District Council of 
Fenelon, Member of Parliament of 
United Canada, Auditor-General 
for the Governemnt of Canada and 
Vice-Chancelor of the University of 
Toronto. 

Still standing on a hill in Fene- 
lon Falls is the small frame church 
in which Ann Langton and her 
family and neighbours worshipped 
eve though they had no regular 
minister. 

Included in the book are num- 
erous drawings by Ann Langton of 
Blythe Farm and the surounding 
area. These drawings are now in 
the possession of the Public Library 
of Fenelon Falls which, together 
with family photographs were pre- 
sented to the library by Mr. H. H. 
Langton, who edited the journals 
for publication. 

Published by Clarke, Irwin and 
Company Limited, the book makes 
very interesting reading for anyone 
interested in the people who pion- 
eered our section of the country,

WHY NOT TREAT THE CAUSE 
AS WELL AS THE CONSEQUENCES 

Much ado is being made by the Liquor Control 
Board of Ontario these days about its research into 
the question of alcoholism A two-page release from 
the Board, recently received, goes into some detail 
describing the work of the Connecticut Commission 
on Alcoholism. It was time to announce that several 
Ontario reform workers, accompanied by the deputy 
chief commissioner of the Liquor Control Board were 
sitting in on a conference with the aforementioned 
commission. 

Outlining the work of the Connecticut Commis- 
sion, it says it is designed “to study the problems of 
alcoholism, including methods and facilities available 
for the care, custody, detention, treatment, employ- 
ment and rehabilitation of alcoholics. It carries out 
a broad program of education among interested groups 
and works closely with the School of Alcohol Studies 
at Yale university.” 

The purpose of the visit was, according to the 
press release, “to make a first-hand study of the pro- 
ject” in Connecticut, wtih a view to developing a 
similar structure in Ontario.” 

It must strike people as being peculiar that all 
the emphasis in trying to aid the victims of alcohol- 
ism is laid on cure. Little is done to prevent the disease, 
if it can be termed such. In Ontario, for example, out- 
lets for alcoholic beverages have steadily increased 
in recent times thus making the “disease” easier to 
contract for those who are susceptible to the caus- 
ative factors. 

In view of this it would seem more to the point 
if the proverbial ounce of prevention was applied more 
freely, even going to the extent of increasing the 
amount if necessary. Prevention is still the best 
cure and unless greater effort is made to control the 
cause of alcoholism then any headway made in curing 
alcoholics is likely to be offset several times over by 
the spread of the ailment. 


Others Say

He is dangerous to other parties because even the 
most radical-minded, willy nilly, admit although they 
are strongly opposed to Government policies Premier 
Frost is trustworthy, is doing his best within the bounds 
of the Progressive-Conservative policy. 

Any man who can draw the teeth of the Opposi- 
tion attack because they hold him in the highest pos- 
sible personal regard is a dangerous man. He is dan- 
gerous because through his own personality he saps 
the strength of any attack made on his party.

Modern Version Of Flying Carpet 


International Aviation Building Is A 
Unique And Very Busy Airline Centre

MONTREAL'S modern version of the flying car- 


pet is a cement and steel building towering 
1U storeys into the air and known as the Inter- 
national Aviation Building. 

Solidly rooted on Dorchester street, as a new 
addition to the Canagian National Railways Central 
Station, this square-topped newcomer to Montreal's 
down-town skyline is the world’s only inter- 


Because here, too, are the new offices of the 
International Civil Aviation Organization and the 
International Air Transport Association. These 
two bodies, made up of business and government 


representatives of more than 50 countries, are the | 


ruling tribunals in the world of air and both 
have chosen this city, and this building, as their 
permanent headquarters, 


Round the World 


But this has nothing to do with being a 

, modern version of a flying carpet, you might say. 

That is, it seems that way until you step onto the 

main concourse (80 feet wide by 200 feet long) and 
lock around. 

There, under strikingly decorated walls, will 
be found representatives of the world’s major air- 
lines. And without leaving the concourse, here is 
the type of trip that can be fixed up quicker than 
you can count the banknotes necessary to finance 
the jaunt. 

So all aboard Montreal's flying carpet: 

One of the first desks encountered is that of 
Trans-Canada Air Lines, It is simply a matter 
of minutes to collect a ticket for London, Eng. 

Now. with the Atlantic behind you, where next? 
Well, British Overseas Airways Corporation is 
anxious to please, so why not visit fabulous Paris 
via their line? It ts only a step in the concourse. 

Paris Js fun, but after all this Js a Holy Year 
and Rome is a must on every Buropean visitor's 
Jist, So walk a few steps further down the hall 
and ask the charming Air France attendant to 
book your passage from Paris to Rome. 

Oh, so you've had fun so far but want some- 
thing different? Well, walk the 80 feet across the 
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The building, Montreal's flying carpet, itself. Ten storeys springing up from Dorchester Hic 6 
Street, as part of Central Station, devoted to aviation. 
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concourse and get chummy with the people who 
brag about the route of the Flying Dutchman — 
Royal Dutch Airlines (KLM). 

They can really fix up something different, and 
in no time will have you booked for a romantic 
trip that starts in Rome and takes you to Bagdad, 
Karachi, Bangkok and Jakarta. Right here it 
might be noted that Jakarta is in the land once 
known as the Dutch East Indies and the city itself 
used to be called Batavia. 


But independence has come to that wealthy, 
colorful island in the Pacific, and with it turbul- 
ence and violence. When you get to Jakarta thrill 
all you want to the sounds of gunfire on the city’s 
outskirts — but don’t venture into the suburbs to 
see what goes on. 

There is a possibility you won't come back.

From there things are simple.. TCA once more 
Biers into the picture and flies you back to Mont- 
real,

|‘Breeding’ Atomic “Fuel May Prove Truman Forecast--- 


Speaking at Pocatello, Idaho, President Truman forecast the possibility of vast peacetime use of 
|atomic energy for agriculture, industry and transportation, He spoke as the Atomic Energy Commission 
is spending some of its $90,000,000 budget to design and and build a new atomic pile near Arco, 
Idaho to test a theory that scarce atomic fuel can be made to “breed” more atomic fuels. Diagrams 
above show How “breeding” might be done as described by Morton M. Hunt in Steelways Magazine. 
It’s known that when a uranium -235 atom is smashed, some escaping neutrons will be lost, but 
some will strike atoms of useless, non-fissionable uranium-238, transforming it into a new artificial 
element, plutonium-239, which is fisslonable. AEC scientists hope to save those lost neutrons so 
that PU-239 will be “bred” in large enough quantities to produce a steady supply of heat usable for 
power. Diagram at upper left shows how some PU-239 is produced when U-235 neutron hits a U-238 
atom. Diagram of simpliefied pile, or re-actor, at upper right, shows how heat produced by fission, 
is removed by liquid circulated around the unit. Sketched below is the reactor’s place in a theoretical 
atom power plant. Incoming uranium ore is refined at (1), then moved into the reactor (2), Heat 
generated is removed by liquid metal to boiler (3), making steam, which drives generator and turbine

He spent two years 
as outboard motor and radiator me- 
chanic in the employ of Copping 
Marine, Peterboro, For three other 
seasons he has operated, at Che- 
mong Lake, a business smilar to 
the one recently opened in Lindsay. 

He has not yet installed all the 
equipment he plans to have to 
carry out his business. At present 
he has a@ test tank for outboard 
motors set up, By means of this 
tank it is possible to operate an 
outboard motor without danger of 


ruining the cooling system or the 
motor. He has a test tank and 
compressor for testing radiators and 
complete spraying equipment on 
hand to put a finish on any job he 
does. By the end of the week, an 
oil-blower will be set up that will 
clean radiators inside and out, 

Before the season gets too far ad- 
vanced, Mr, Wannamaker expects 
to have motors in stock for rental 
purposes. He is also preparing 
space that he can accommodate per- 
sons who wish to store their mot- 
ors for the winter.

Cabano is another Rimouski; with houses ruined and walls 
crumpled everywhere. The loss of a furniture factory, a sawmill 
and several stores poses a serious employment problem here, too. 
Estimates of the homeless ranged from 1,000 to 1,500 but there 
was no official figure. It was believed that 112 houses had been 
destroyed along with three dozen commercial buildings — bakeries, 
hotels and business establishments. Soldiers with fixed bayonets 
guarded the half-ruined town during the night. Brig. J. V. Allard, 


in command of the troops, ordered his patrols to maintain firm 


order. Many strangers were among those roaming the streets and 
the scene here was even more confused than in Rimouski. Eye- 
witness said that in the first 15 minutes of the fire more than 
a score of buildings caught fire. The Red Cross drove into-town 
along roads crammed tight with evacuating residents, their per- 
sonal belongings — those who were lucky enough to save them— 
piled high on trucks, cars and even horse-drawn wagons. The heat 
from the flames was intense along the principal street--the main 
artery between Riviere du Loup and Edmundston, N.B. The flames 
swept away stores and homes leaving only slender chimneys and 
piled rock in their wake. Electricity went off when the flames be- 
gan. There was no drinking water. Hundreds of burned out resi- 
dents are destitute: Without civic aid and the help of the Red 
Cross they would have been without food and sleeping accommo- 
dation. The army set up tents in the church yard. Exhausted 
people who had lost their homes wrapped themselves in army 
blankets and went to sleep. Other tents were erected to cover 
piles of household goods which had been saved from the blaze, Eye- 


witnesses to the disaster say the flames did the bulk of the dam= 
age in less than half - hour Fanned by high winds they struck 
out across town within minutes. Here, as in Rimouski, some 
houses in the path of the flames were. spared and certain isolated 
ones; which should have been safe, caught fire from sparks flung 
high by the winds, Cabano's fire-fighting equipment could not cope 
with the havoc. There was little water-pressure and pumps were 
used to draw water from Lake Temiscouata.

Mayor Favors 
No Half-Day 
Wednesday 


The Lindsay stores should stay 
open all day Wednesday during the 
summer months, That is the opin- 
jon of Mayor Lamb. In an inter- 
view with a ost representative last 
week. Mayor Lamb stated that 
the town was spending large sums 
of money to attract tourists to the 
town, to advertise Lindsay as “The 
gateway to the Kawarthas”, and in 
operating the tourist information 
bureau. “Then,” said Mayor Lamb, 
“they happen to arrive on a Wed- 
nesday afternoon and find the whole 
town closed up as if it was Sunday. 
And then we have to direct them 
to Dunsford, or Woodville, or Bob- 
caygeon, and when they get to one 
of those places they receive service, 
so, of course, they go there again,” 

The mayor's proposal is that the 
stores stagger the half holidays of 
their clerks during the whole of the 
week, and so keep open the full six 
days in order to provide service to 
the tourists. It is also proposed 
that this system be in operation for 
the summer months, ending with 
the fair in September. 

A further proposal put forward 
by Mayor Lamb was that the stores 
should close all day Wednesday 
during the winter months, so that 
the clerks could have one whole 
day’s break in the middle of the 
week. 

The mayor added that he had 
been advocating such a system for 
some time, and he thought if he 
kept plugging at it, the storekeepers

Landlord Asks 
For Eviction 
Of Tenant 


Claiming that he wanted his 
Mariposa house for his own use, 
John H, Cooper, 78 Lawlor Ave., To- 
ronto, laid a charge of malicious 
damage against his tenant, an ar- 
senal employee here. When the case 
was heard on Friday, the mal- 
iclous damage was sald to consist 
of removing approximately 20 inches 
o fwindow trim from the house, the 
disappearance of a quantity of ced- 
ar fence rails, and the removal of 
two “bricks” from the insul brick 
sided house, 

According to Cooper’s story, the 
defendant had written him asking 
the rental of the five-room partly 
furnished house. He advised him 
the price was $15 a month, with 
six months’ rent payable in advance, 
Subsequently, another letter was re- 
ceived from the defendant, asking 
whether he would accept $75 for 
the six-month period, and Cooper 
had advised him that the price 
had not been changed and that re- 
ferences were required. Then on 
March 28, said Cooper, he received 
@ money order for $90. but no ref- 
erences, and promptly returned it, 
Cooper visited his property on Good 
Friday, to find that the defendant, 
his wife, and his nine children had 
already moved in. As they had 
not obtained a key to the house, 
said Cooper, entry was gained by. 
remoying the trim from a window 
and slipping the ‘window catch. 
Both front and rear doors, he said 
were equipped with Yale locks, and 
the piece of trim was still missing. 

Mr. D. Thompson, acting for the 
defendant, moved for dismissal of 
the case, on th, grounds that it was 
properly a civil action, as it might 
be termed a case of offer and ac- 
ceptance. In the first instance, he 
argued, there had been no mention 
of references. 

“In all my experience, I have nev- 
er seen a case wherg the tenant 
made no attempt to get a key from 
his landlord,” was Crown Attorney 
Jordan's reply, “In my opinion this 
was a contemptible and high-hand- 
ed action, If I had been the land- 
lord, they wouldn’t have been there 
very long. I’m only sorry that under 
the circumstances the accused 
couldn’t be charged with breaking 
and entry!” 

Judgement in the case was reserv- 
ed for two weeks, during which time 
the defendant was ordered to leave 
the premises.

A first hand account of the Win- 
nipeg floods has reached Lindsay 
with the return of Mr. Marshall 
Stephens, who has been visiting in 
the west for the past two weeks, Mr, 
Stephens left Winnipeg Tuesday 
night last. 

Describing Winnipeg as a “City 
of mud, water, and destruction,” Mr. 
Stephens claims that dispatches ap- 
pearing in the press describe the 
suffering there inadequately. He 
tells, for example, of travelling on 
a train between Winnipeg and 
Brandon, which carried 300 women 
and young children to safety, Not 
of the women knew when she would 
see her husband again, as all able- 
bodied men haye been ordered to 
remain in the city as flood workers. 

Praising the authorities for the 

way in which they have organized 
the city during the disaster, Mr. 
Stephens said that so far, feeding 
the refugees has been carried out 
with dispatch, Planes loaded with 
food arrive almost hourly, and dis- 
tribution is made through the Red 
Cross and other service organiza- 
tions. 
To illustrate wnat parents of 
schoolchildren in Winnipeg are go- 
ing through at present, Mr. Steph- 
ens tells the following story: 

“Children will leave home for 
school in the morning. Sometime 
during the day, the floods will in- 
undate streets between the school 
and their homes and they find 
themselves cut off from their par- 
ents. In these cases, army trucks 
round up the children and take them 
to central refugee stations, operated 
by the Red Cross, the Shriners, the 
Catholics Women’s League, the 
Masons, and the Salvation Army. 
The parents then have to make the 
rounds of th, refugee stations to 
locate their kiddies.” 

Flooding is worse in some sec- 
tions than in others, says Mr. Ste- 
phens, adding that it is common 
for houses in low-lying sections to 
be submerged as high as_ their 
chimneys. Engineers survey the 
city daily, he continues, and where 
they report a district in danger, no 
time 1s lost in evacuating the in- 
habitants. 

Some refugees do not plan to go 
back to their former homes, or even 
to Winnipeg, according to Mr, Ste- 
phens, and he has been told by one 
business man that some of the 
smaller read estate and mortgage 
firms stand to be wiped out as a 
result of the floods, As an example 
Mr. Stephens cites the case of one 
man who told him that he had 
paid a down payment on a home a 
short time ago, and had been pay- 
ing balance off ag rent. He claimed 
that as it would cost him at least 
another $2000 to repair the flood 
damage, he did not plan to return. 

An exciting, 100-foot ride over a 
flooded bridge is described by Mr. 
Stephens, who was accompanied by 
his wife. They were attempting to 
get from one section of the city to 
another, and after a taxidriver had 
searched fruitlessly for a route, the 
bridge seemed to be the only course 
left open. The army was in control 
of the bridge, says Mr. Stephens, and 
told him flatly that no traffic was 
being allowed to proceed. However, 
Mr, Stephens explained that he had 
to leave for the cast, and that his 


' yall tickets and money were in the 


section beyond the bridge, the army 
co-operated. A truck was found, 
and the Stephens were told that if 
they were willing to take a chance, 
the truck driver was willing to at- 
tempt the crossing. The centre sec- 
tion of the bridge had been wash- 
ed away sometime previously, says 
Mr. Stephens, and had been re- 
placed with sandbag - weighted 
planks, By the time the hazardous 
hundred feet had been completed, 
both passengers were thoroughly 
soaked, but safe on the other side. 

The first few miles of the train 
journey from Winnipeg were haz- 
ardous also, Mr, Stephens reported, 
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M. Flatt 
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as they were in a flooded area which 
Slackened the train's speed to 
something l{ke five miles per hour.

Crested Flycatcher Back Soon, | 


Wise Bird Fools Arch-Enemy 


Back in the district after spend- 
ing the winter in Cuba, Mexico, and 
Central America, is the crested 
flycatcher. Last year several of 
these birds were observed in the 
vicinity of the lumber yard on 
William Street North, and although 
they have not actually been seen 
there this year, they cam be ex- 
pected back in town, nesting in the 
same spot, in the course of the next 
few days. 

This bird is chiefly notorious for 
its peculiar habit of almost invar- 
fably incorporating into its nest 
part ‘or the whole of a discarded 
snake skin. Just why the crested 
flycatcher does this is still a puz- 
gle to many ornothologists. One 
school of thought favours the pre- 
mise that the snake skin is de- 
liberately employed by the bird to 
frighten away its enemies. The 
chief enemies would appear to be 
certain hawks and owls and other 
nest robbing birds, none of which 
is afraid of a snake, in fact snakes 
are killed and eaten by most of 
these birds. 

As the bird nest in cavities in 
trees and posts, possibly the red 
squirrel which sucks its eggs could 


be termed its worst enemy. But | 


how would the crested flycatcher 


know that the red squirrel feared | 


snakes? And how could the red 
squirrel recognize the piece of dried 
snake skin for what it was, when 


it is often s0 woven into the nest | 


as to be almost invisible, especially 
having regard to the fact that the 
nest is usually placed in a cavity 
where there is little or no light at 
all? 


Maybe, it is just a whim of the 


bird. All who know the flycatcher 
well will probably agree that it has 


a sugestion of the uncanny about 


it. It’s unmusical ‘wheep’ has an 


unearthly ring, and this impression 


4s heightened by the bird’s mysteri- 


ous behaviours and evident desire 


to be left alone. 


The crested flycatcher, or great 
crested yellow-bellied flycatcher as 
4t 1s sometimes called, is about 8 
1-2 inches in length. It’s back fea- 
thers are in shades of olive, with 
sometimes a dull whitish edge to 
and cinnamon coloured 
tail feathers, and the under parts 
of the body are a light straw yel- 
low. The chin, throat and chest are 


the olive 


plain grey, the crown of its head 


prownish-olive, and the sides of 
head and neck grey tinged with 
olive. The eggs that it lays, usually 
| four to elght, are creamy to deep 
buff in colour, with blotches and 
faint lengthwise lines of brown and 
purple. 

An elusive bird, the crested fly- 
catcher is nevertheless a desirable 
| bird to haye around the orchard 
or garden. The principal items of 
its diet are grasshoppers, crickets, 
boll weevil, strawberry weevil, and 
moths, and their larvae - this last 
item making up 21 per cent, Adult 
moths and butterflies are not @ 
favourite food with birds in gen- 
eral, the larvae, or caterpillars, 
being much preferred. However, the 
fact that the adnlts can fly and 
so be taken on the wing apparently 
recommends them to the flycatcher. 

The flycatcher will not attack any 
cultivated crop, and as its natural 
nesting site is a cavity in a tree, it 
can sometimes be induced to nest 
in a properly constructed box plac- 
ed in an orchard or other suitable 
spot. 


Stop Russia

Red Cross, 
Red Shield 
Aid Victims 


Two Lindsay organizations are 
carrying on flood relief work at the 
present time. They are the Lindsay 
and Victoria branch of the Can- 
adian Red Cross and the Lindsay 
unit of the Salvation Army. 


Jasper Forman, speaking for the 
Red Cross Society called attention 
to the Manitoba Flood Rellef Fund 
which was organized and officially 
went into operation with a series 
of radio addresses Sunday p.m. He 
said the Lindsay unit of the Red 
Cross was going to open its doors to 
contributions to this fund. Mr. For- 
man said that all contributions 
could be left at the new Lindsay 
headquarters of the Red Cross and 
that. all would be officially recog- 
nized. 


The need for assistance on a tre- 
mendous scale in order to rehabili- 
tate flood victims was cited by the 
Red Cross spokesmen. 

Also Monday a.m. came an appeal 
from the Salvation Army to local 
citizens to ald in relieving the flood 
suffering in the Red River Valley. 

Here is the appeal from the Sal- 
vation Army: 

“The Salvation Army has already 
been able to meet all the demands 
made upon them by the losses in 
Rimouski and Cabano, Quebec, in 
association with other relief organ- 
izations. This was the word re- 
ceived this morning by Captain H. 
‘MacLean of Lindsay, when speak 
ing to the Territorial Headquarters 
in Toronto. 

“The situation in Winnipeg is 
something else again and the long- 

puevaling flood conditions renders 
far greater \and continued assist- 
ance necessary. For this reason do- 
nations of cash and clothing are 
peing asked for and those citizens 
of Lindsay able to contribute either 
are asked to call 2401. Their gifts 
will then be picked up. 

“Cash contributions will be for- 
warded by the Army here to the To- 
ronto office. From this headquart- 
ers large sums have already been 
advanced to meet the urgent need. 

‘It might be of interest,’ added 
Captain MacLean, ‘to those who 
have sometimes doubted the wis- 
dom of the Army’s policy in opera- 
ting on a national basis in all fin- 
ancial matters to see this policy in 

peration now. It is because of 
the need to be prepared for just 
such a time as this that a portion of 
+he receipts in any locality is held 
at the central headquarters.” 

“Gifts of clothing will be sent by 
the Lindsay Corps direct to the 
headquarters in Winnipeg. ‘ We 
should like to send all new clothing,’ 
said the officer. ‘However, this is 
obviously impossible and any cloth- 
ing that is at all usable will be ac- 
cepted. Of these, the best will be 
sent on as soon as possible and all 
that falls below the level that would 
justify direct shipment will be held 
here. The Jatter will provide mater- 
jal for a rummage sale at a later 
date, the proceeds of which will 
then be available, and thus all gifts 
will be made to serve the end in 
view.”

Hodgson Speaks In Support Of 


Red Cross Real 


Cites Work Done In Riding 


Warm words of praise for the 
Canadian Red Cross Society were 
expressed in the House of Commons 
this week by Clayton W. Hodgson, 
MP for Victoria. Mr. Hodgson was 
speaking to a bill which was pas- 
sed that same day (May 8th) increa- 
sing the limit on the annual value 
of the real estate which the society 
may hold from $100,000 to $200,000. 
The annual yalue of real estate 
held by the society is based on 5 
percent of the purchase price or 
cost of construction). It was con- 
tended that a larger limit on the 
society's legal holdings should be 
permitted in view of the increasing 
demands on {ts services. 

Speaking to the bill Mr. Hodgson 
said: 

“Mr, Speaker, I should like to 
make a few remarks about this bill. 
I want to say at the outset that I 
am in favour of it. It is my opinion 
and the opinion of many others, 
that the Red Cross has proven to 
be one of the greatest assets for 
good that we have in the whole Do- 
minion of Canada. In my own riding 
it has worked wonders amongst the 
poorer people, those who have had 
problems of illness and other ad- 
versities with which to contend. 
The Red Cross has always come to 
their assistance in every way pos- 
sible. 

“In the sparsely settled northern 
part of my riding there is g Red 
Cross organization which I do not 
think can be bettered or equalled 
by those in other parts of Canada. 
It is an organization of real people. 
‘The good they have done in the last 
fifteen or twenty years, and the 
service they have performed in 
gathering things together to send 
overseas, has been remarkable. A- 
bout twenty years ago, a small Red 
Cross organization started in the 
village of Wilberforce, with one 
nurse; now we have a hospital al- 
most in the center of the county, 
with six nurses, and it has become 
inadequate to take care of the sit- 
uation. We are working on a project 
for a hospital to take care of the 
whole county, one which will be 
more or less a county hospital un- 
der the auspices of the Red Cross. 

“I am wholeheartedly in support 
of the bill.”

Corn Meal Shell 
Now that warm weather's com- 
ing, it’s time to dig out the party 
salad recipes for bridge luncheons, 
Here's an idea for a new way to 
serve chicken or tuna salad. Make 
corn meal pastry shells to hold 
the salads on the luncheon plate. 
The patty shells may be made the 
day before, and the salad mixed 
ahead ‘of time, so the luncheon will 
be simple for the hostess, 

To make the patty shells, sift to- 
gether one and one-half cups of 
sifted flour, one-half cup of corn 
meal, one-half teaspoon of salt and 
one-fourth teaspoon baking pow- 
der. After you've sifted the dry 
Ingredients together, cut in one- 
half cup of shortening until the 
dough resembles coarse crumbs. 
Then mix in one-half cup of grated 
cheese, Finally, add one-half cup 
of water, a little at a time, until 
the dough will just hold together. 

The dough is turned out on a 
lightly floured board, kneaded gen- 
tly for a few seconds, and then rol- 
led out very thin, You can use a 
saucer or a small plate as a pat- 
tern to cut eight six-inch circles. 
The circles of dough are fitted 
into custard cups. For a fancy 
touch, pleat the edges in five or six 
places by pinching the dough be- 
tween your fingers. Then prick the 
entire surface of the patty shells 
with a fork and bake in a hot oven 
for 12 to 15 minutes, 

After they’re cooled, the patty 
shells are ready to fill with salad 
and serve.

MOST LINDSAY PEOPLE TAKE 
PRIDE IN THEIR SURROUNDINGS 

The slow but nevertheless fairly certain arrival of 
spring in Lindsay has revealed that the vast majority 
of townsfolk are extremely conscientious about spring 
cleaning the outside of their premises, A walk down 
any street on a fine evening will reveal an industrious 
lot of citizens putting the front or back “‘fifty” in 
shape for the coming season.

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THE PEOPLE WILL OBJECT TO HIGHER 
RADIO LICENSE FEES AND RIGHTLY SO 

Another suggestion has been advanced by a high 
official of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation that 
radio license fees be advanced, There is little doubt 
that this suggestion will meet with strong opposition 
from the Canadian public and rightly so. The present 
radio license fee is quite high enough and instead of 
looking for more ways to tax the public to keep this 
publicly-owned corporation on firm financial ground, 
those entrusted with its management should look with- 
in for the solution to its problem. If the business isn’t 
paying its way then there must surely be something 
wrong with the way it is being operated. 

There are innumerable privately-owned radio sta- 
tions operating in Canada which are, to all outward 
appearances, making quite a success of things. And 
they are doing it without the aid of a $2.50 license 
fee collected from radio owners. It is only reasonable 
then, that the radio-owning public should want to know 
why, with its sizeable license fee revenue, the Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Corporation cannot make a go of 
it. , 

Any suggestion that radio ‘license fees be in- 
creased should receive a firm ‘‘no” until the whole fin- 
ancial structure of the Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration has been examined and every other remedial 
action exhausted. 

Perhaps, if no other solution can be found, it 
might be in the best interests of taxpayers’ pocket- 
books to disband the Canadian Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion and sell its holdings to private interests, -

There was a time when one could go by the 
weather probabilities but now it begins to look as 
though we would be as well to give them the go-bye.

ILLITERATE DRIVERS 

The statement of Hon. George Doucette, Ontario 

Minister of Highways, that he did not consider iliter- 
acy a barrier against the granting of drivers’ permits 
is, to say the least, surprising. It is probably true that 
a man might be a good driver, and an excellent mech- 
anic, without being able to read or write. But these 
are by no means the only requisites to safe driving on 
the highways of Ontario, 
‘ Car drivers who can neither read nor write might 
be a great menace to themselves and to other motor- 
ists on the highways. One of the important factors 
to safe driving is capability to read and understand 
traffic signs, of which there are many types along 
the roads of Ontario. If a motorist is not capable of 
reading these signs, then he at once places his own 
life in peril, as well as the lives of other motorists on 
the same road. 

It would appear, from the statment of the Minister 
of Highways, that the standards for the licensing of 
motor yehicle drivers are in need of revision, and per- 
haps the ideas of the Minister could stand some re- 
vising as well.—Oshawa Times-Gazette 


SPEED MAIN CAUSE OF ACCIDENTS 

Ontario's Registrar of Motor Vehicles, J. P. Bickell, 
an internationally known authority on automobile traf- 

fic complexities and accident causes, points out that 

excessive speeding for the existing conditions is the 
prime cause of most accidents and fatalities. Law and 
common sense both declare that motorists must drive 
safely at all times. Too many believe the fallacy that 
speed within posted limits is safe. Malcolm Campbell 
could drive in relative safety at 200 miles an hour on 
the sands of Great Salt Lake, but a motorist travelling 
at 20 miles an hour—or eyen less—in a crowded dis- 
trict may not be able to avoid hitting a child who 
dashes into the street a few feet ahead of his car, 

The latest available figures show that more than 
ten per cent of motorists involved in fatal accidents 
were driving on the wrong side of the road, while on 
rural highways about 13 out of every hundred fatal 
acidents occurred while passing another car. 

Psychiatrists say that the urge to pass every ve- 
hicle on the highway is an indication of emotional 
immaturity which has no place in the make-up of the 
expert driver. The driver who makes it as difficult 
as possible for other cars to pass him is equally child- 
ish—and equally dangerous. Byeryone has at some 
time been the near victim of the driver who, due to 
some psychological quirk in his make-up cannot bear 
to stay behind for a few minutes; or the roadhog who 


*straddles the centre line and refuses to share the high- 


‘way with any one not complying with his prescribed 
rate of speed. —Orillia News-Letter. 


FLAG WAVING NOT APPRECIATED 

Once again Leo Dolan, Chief of the Canadian 
Travel Bureau at Ottawa, has issued his plea to 
tourist operators and others to refrain from the use 
of the American flag on their premises. 

This practice is probably followed with good in- 
tent and as a mark of friendship but, Mr. Dolan points 
out it is neither popular nor welcome by our U. S. 
visitors. 

They come to us on vacation and expect to see 
things typically Canadian and do not appreciate see-. 
ing their beloved Stars and Stripes flying from poles 
and draped on the front of tourist spots. Whether 
we like it or not the average U.S. citizen reyeres his 
country’s flag more than Canadians do, or at least 
outwardly, Mr. Dolan says. herefore, he doesn’t ex- 
pect to look for it flying in a foreign country except 
on special occasions or in company with the flags of 
all nations.—Bowmanville Statesman

COAL ON DECLINE 

It is a matter of common knowledge that there is 
a decline in the use of coal, with a corresponding in- 
crease in the use of oil as a domestic and industrial 
fuel. A few simple statistics show that this trend is 
still snow-balling, and threatens to subdue King Coal 
to a position where few will bother to call him “Mister” 

Every home owner who turns from coal to oil 
means a permanent loss of a market for at least six 
tons a year. A generation ago coal supplied nine- 
tenths of the power for rail use. Soon it will be down 
to half, and may fall still further. 

To change this trend, at least one of two things 
will have to be done. Hither there will have to be means 
developed to get more heat or more power per pound 
of coal burned, or coal will have to be made available 
for less money. Until one of these things happens, 
oil will continue to gain acceptance as a heat and 
power source, and hard times will beckon to the coal 
industry.—Cornwall Standard-Freeholder

“No other nations featherbeds its 
agriculture like Britain.” So said 
Stanley Evans, parliamentary sec- 
retary of the British Ministry of 
Food. The statement so angered 
the National Farmers Union that 
the Labor Government fired Mr. 
Evans on the spot. Amplifying the 
above statement, Mr. Evans had 
said: “Production at any cost—that 
is to say guaranteed markets for 
unlimited quantities of British pro- 
ducts at prices fixed so that the 
Teast efficient and energetic can 
make profits—will kill this country 
stone dead.” 
Observing that British agricult- 
ure now had five times as many 
tractors as before the war, and 
that increased mechanization usu- 
ally resulted in increased productiv- 
ity and lower costs, Mr. Evans sald: 
“British agriculture reverses the 
process, and when productivity ris- 
es so do prices. It is amazing!” He 
questioned whether the cost of pro- 
viding farmers with assured mark- 
ets and guaranteed prices had not 
reached a level that neither con- 
Sumer nor taxpayer could afford, 
and he asked whether high farm- 
ing subsidies did not conceal “inef- 
ficiency and inertia.” Such outspok- 
en criticism of the policy of the 
Labor Government, of which he was 
a prominent official, lost Mr. Evans 
his job, But no attempt was made 
by the Government or the Farmers 
Union to answer the charges. 
Regulations and subsidies of ag- 
riculture are a carry-over of war- 
time planning, and they probably 
worked very well when the country 
was fighting for its life and ever- 
body was working at top pitch to 
win the war, But, with the re- 
turn of normal times of peace, 
there is no carry-over of wartime in- 
centive and efficiency, and the reg- 
ulations and subsidies have the ef- 
fect of relaxing personal initiative 
and enterprise. With assured mark- 
ets and high prices guaranteed by 
the Government, the farmer had no-’ 
thing to worry about. Let the 
planners and the consumers and 
the taxpayers do the worrying. 
The agricultural situation in 
France is very different from that 
{n Britain. The French peasant has 
refused to have anything to do with 
“scientific management” for mass 
production. The planners have de- 
creed that the population on French 
farm lands {ts too small, as com- 
pared with other European coun- 
tries, and has suggested that starv- 
ing Italians be imported by the mil- 
lion to work on the ill-cultivated 
and under-manned farms and waste 
lands. But the old system of self- 


general farms

still prevails, except in a few rich 
Plain sections, 

“The French peasant is a feudal 
baron,” says Ph. Perier in a letter 
to The Economist (London), “he 
is entrenched in his farm as in a 
fortified castle. He produces for his 
own consumption or little more, be- 
cause he knows whatever he might 
produce above his own personal 
needs may only bring him possible 
loss and, with absolute certainty, 
bother, red tap, and taxes.” M. Per- 
jer says that unless France were to 
be Sovietized, and he adds, “God 
forbid,” “no power on earth or in 
heaven can oblige a peasant farmer 
to import any labor or grow any 
produce if he does not wish to do s9 
or does not expect any profit out of 
it.” 

The trouble is, says M. Perier, 
that “since 1914,” two wars and fi- 
nancial mismanagement have con- 


tinually cut down the value of our 
currency and disorganized the mar- 
ket, With such instability our peas- 
antry, of course, {s reluctant to make 
any outlay of money, vary of any 
experiment of mass or specialized 
production . .. The system may be 
Mediaeval, but we are back in the 
Middle Ages, because we are in an 
age of insecurity.” 

Thus it will be seen that the ag- 
ricultural situation in France is the 
very opposite to that in Britain. Mo- 
dern conditions and particularly 
food shortages called for scientific 
planning of British agriculture dur- 
ing the war; but it seems, according 
to Mr. Evans, that the continuance 
of wartime planning can kill a 
country “stone dead” in time of 
peace,

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Bloating of Abdomen Not Caused :

When the abdomen is bloated or | 
feels bioated {it is usually caused | 
by formation of gas in the intestines 
from eating gas-forming foods -- | 
onions, cabbage, cauliflower, lettuce 
and others. Many cases are due to 
nervousness Which, in addition to 
causing bloating, upsets the various | 
organs of digestion. 

An outstanding authority on the 
normal and abnormal workings of | 
the digestive organs is Dr. Walter 
CG. Alvarez, Mayo Clinic, who in “Ar- | 
chives of Internal Medicine,” Chi- 
cago reviews observations on 92) 
patients with a neurotic (nervous) | 
or hysterical type of bloating with 
no gas in abdomen (called nonfla- 
tulent bloating). It's similar to what 
has been called phantom tumor, 
where the individual feels that a 
tumor or growth is present in ab- 
domen. | 

‘The essential or reai feat is that | 
the bloating is not due to any ex- 
cess of gas in the stomach and in- 
testines but s«pparently to a con- 
traction or tightening of the mus- 
cles lining the back and the upper 
end of the abdominal cavity. Some-

abdomen. Commonly the swelling 
increases gradually during the after- 
noon and decreases at night with- 
out the passage of gas. 

X-ray examination of the bloated 
abdomen shows no excess of gas, and 
opening up of the abdomen by oper- 
ation never reveals any physical 
cause of the bloating. 

In the observation of the 92 pa- 
tients, 8 women ana 7 men, almost 
all were nervous, unhappy, neurotic 
or mentally unbalanced. Many were 
relatives of insane persons, or of | 
persons with epilepsy, migraine 
(one sided headache) or diabetes. | 
Most patients and good digestion 
between spells and sometimes even | 
when bloated. The abdomen be- | 
came flat a few seconds or minutes | 
after given an anethetic, blocking 
the nerves with procaine, the onset | 
of vomiting, injection of morphine 
or the doubling up of the patient | 
to relieve the tightened muscles in 
lower back.

In my own experience there ‘ts 
no one health subject that interests 
so many readers as hardness of 
hearing, or deafness, as it was 
formerly called. Years ago blindness 
was thought by those not afflicted) 
to be harder to withstand than loss 
of hearing, but the years “have 
shown that the individual who has 
lost his hearing. The hard-of-hear- 
ing individual never feels that he 
knowns all that is going on about 
him, never is really a part of the 
group, whereas the blind individual 
hears everything and is fully aware 
of what is going on and can be 
e part of it. 

Fortunately for- the hard-of 
hearing the new types of hearing 
aids are making {it possible for 
them to become a part of their sur- 
roundings; engage in conversation 
at the regular tone of voice, and 
actually become efficient salesmen 
and saleswomen. 

Unfortunately, some hard-of- 
hearing individuals try one or more 
types of hearing aids, find them 
unsatisfactory and give up trying. 
‘They thus continue to not only be 
without the comfort of hearing, 
but grow “inwards” and less con- 
tented with life. 

In “Post-Graduate Medicine,” Dr. 
William G. Hardy, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Laryngology, John Hopkins 
University School of Medicine, 
states audiology 's the science of 
hearing and the audiologist may be 
either a research worker in hear-

Patients Not So Alarmed By 
Extraction of Teeth 


One of the great advances in 


| dentistry, which is an {important 


department of medicine, is in the 
speciality known as exodontia --ex- 
traction of teeth. Most of us remem_ 
ber the fear and trembling, and 
then the gathering of ourselves to- 
gether proceeding this ordeal. To- 
day patients do not look forward 
with pleasure to having their teeth 
removed, but there is not the fear 
of pain present, only regret at losing 
their own teeth and having to use 
bridges or plates 

Today the exodontist has equip- 
ped himself with special instru- 
ments, special assistance, special 
methods of after treatment follow- 
ing the extractions. 

The patient is put at ease on en- 
tering the dentist's office by the 
assurance of receptionist or dental 
nurse. While, waiting his turn, he 
hears or sees nothing to cause 
alarm. 

‘The anaesthetics now in use whe- 
ther local or general keep the pa- 
tient entirely free from pain and 
enable the dentist not only to ex- 
tract the teeth painlessly, but to do 
surgical work on gums or jaw with 
no need to hurry. 

Suggestions from an expert exo- 
dontist and to dentists generally 
are given by Dr. Frank W. Rounds 
in “Oral Surgery, Oral Medicine, 
and Oral Pathology.”

Potato Record 

Potato shipments from Prince 
Edward Island may have topped all 
records during the winter ship- 
ping season, 

Canadian National Railways re- 
ports that upwards of fseven thou- 
sand 580- carloads of P-E-I spuds 
were sent from the island since the 
winter season opened. 

This total is almost 700 higher 
than corresponding shipments dur- 
ing the same period last season. 

The potatoes went to central and 
Western Canada as well as 
to the Southern United States, 

Four Canadian plowmen, win- 
ners of prizes at the Great Inter- 
national Plowing Match held in 
Brant County, Ontario, last Oc- 
tober, are touring the United States 
studying conservation methods. 

The tour, which began Sunday, 
js sponsored by the Salad Tea Com- 
pany of Canada.

Here is some agricultural news 
from India. 

A co-operative agricultural colo- 
misation scheme, designed to fos- 
ter better relationship between 
landlords and the cultivators, !s to 
be introduced in every district in 
the Madras State. 

Under the scheme, co-operative 
societies will be formed with land- 
lords and agricultural laborers as 
members. 

‘The land leased out by the land- 
lords will be cultivated by the la- 
borers and the produce will be 
shared between the two. 

‘The State government plans to 
advance loans at cheap rates of 
interest, supply seeds and manure, 
and give technical assistance. In- 
itially it is proposed to establish 
such socletles in five districts of 
the state. 

The scheme which was introduced 
last year in two districts, has been 
working successfully. 

Tobacco Salesman 

The U-S Department of Agricul- 
ture is sending a tobacco “sales- 
man” to Europe, 

He is J. Barnard Gibbs, a veteran 
of the Department's foreign of- 
fice, 

In addition trying to find new 
outlets for American tobacco in 
Europe, Gibbs will make g study 
of production of leaf in the various 
countries. He will have his head- 
quarters at the U-S Embassy in 
Paris. 

Europe is usually counted upon 
to import about 60 per cent of its 
tobacco from the U-S, but of late 
the trend of importations is down- 
ward. Lacking dollars to buy Am- 
erlcan leaf, the Europeans are en- 
deavoring to hike production in 
non-dollar areas, including Africa 
and Indonesia, 

Cotton Crop 

The American cotton crop was 
the fourth largest in the history of 
that country. 

According to the U-S Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's crop report- 
ing board, it came to 16-million- 
127-thousand bales. Not since 1937 
has there been a larger output. It. 
was 43 per cent greater than the 
ayerage of the past ten\ years, 

The report for last year's crop 
shows that in Texas, weather was 
exceptionally favorable in all areas 
of the state. Production at the 
record leyel of more than six-mil- 
lion bales, accounted for approxi- 
mately 35 per cent of the nation's 
entire crop. 

And record crops also were har- 
vested in Arizona, California, and 
New Mexico. 

In most central and eastern cot- 
ton states, production was less than 
in 1948 and below average in many 
of these areas, due --for the most 
part --to unfayorable weather.

For a Big Showing 

It is amazing what a blaze of 
color can be produced, and extend- 
ing over almost the whole season, 
from only a half dozen or so easily 
grown flowers. They can he grown 
from seed or bought as started 
plants. The cultivation is simple — 
just a well-dug bed, raked fine — 
perhaps a little fertilizer, too or 


three cultivations while plants are! 


getting started, and that is about 
all, 

The more the flowers are picked, 
the longer and more freely will 
they bloom.Above all, the experts 
advise, keep any seed pods removed 
Once flowers start going to seed 
they will soon cease blooming, Small 
things like slyssum and similar 
edging plants will usually grow and 
start blooming all over if they are 
clipped back once or twice during 
the season with a pair of shears. 


There is a wide selection of the 
most easily grown flowers and they 
come in an array of bright colors 
too, Cosmos, giant marigolds, zin- 
nias, petunias, portulaca, nicotine, 
calendula, alyssum,  nasturtiums, 
etc., are easily grown almost any- 
where in Canada. Some of the larg- 
er flowers can actually be used in 
place of shrubs. Cosmos, gladioll, 
dahlias, giant marigolds and zin- 
nias should have about two feet 
each way—petunias need about a 
foot of room. 


For Top Quality 

Some of the very finest vegetables 
ever produced !n Canada are grown 
in the far North, in the Yukon or 
on the shores of Great Bear Lake. 
And the reason for this is not extra 
good soil, as a matter of fact the 
soil is usually poor, but extra hours 
of sunlight. Quick, unchecked 
growth is the real secret of tender 
yegetables and it is possible to grow 
that kind anywhere in Canada if 
just a little care is given. 

In the first place one must haye 
good seeds and of varieties that 
are sultable to local conditions. Next, 
the vegetable garden should be 
thoroughly cultivated or dug. Then 
the seed planted according to the 
directions on the packet. Spac- 
ing is important, as crowded plants 
never have a chance to develop 
quickly. Cultivation once a week 
will usually be sufficient itself to 
keep growth coming along even in 
the driest weather. If a hose is 
available however, that will be an- 
other safeguard. A little chemical 
fertilizer applied carefully and ac- 
cording to directions 1s also advis-' 
able. 

And another important point — 
spread out sowings. If all the car- 
rots or all the beets or beans are 
planted on one afternoon they will 
mature at the same time. By sow- 
ing a row or so every other week 
from early spring until late June or 
even early July for most vegetables 
and for most parts of the country, 
one will assure a succession of crops 
right at their best. In some staple 
lines like beans, lettuce, beets, car- 
rots and such, there should be some 
of these just coming into bearing 
“from early July until frost. 
(Canadian Seed Trade Association) 


Frost Warnings: 

The British Ministry of Agricul- 
ture has arranged with the Meteor- 
ological office for special frost warn- 
ings to be issued in code to farmers 
fruit growers and market gardeners. 

The system will operate by means 
of direct contact between outsta- 
tions of the weather office and the 
county branches of the National 
Farmers Union, The branches will 
receive a warning by telephone not 
later than three in the afternoon 
when an alr frost is expected during 
the following night. 


Slow Spring 

Canada is haying a very late 
spring this year. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statist- 
ies says with few exceptions the 
spring season is later than last year 
and well behind normal in most 
areas. 

Up to May the ninth very lttle 
seeding had been done in the Mar- 
itimes and little or none in Quehec. 
In the Prairie Provinces, with the 
exception of small areas in South- 
ern Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
practically no seeding has been done 
so far. 

However, good progress has been 
made in Southern and Central 
Counties of Ontario, But work 
won't start in the Northern part of 
the province for at least ten days. 

The bureau says pastures have 
been slow to start throughout East- 
ern Canada and most cattle aré 
sfill being stable fed. 

Backward weather also has de- 
layed field work in British Columbia 
And prospects for most fruit crops 
in the Westernmost province are 
considered generally below normal,

Farm income in 1949 was one mil- 
ljon 537-million 387-thousand dol- 
lars, While in 1948 it was one bil- 
lion, 600-millfon, 336-thousand dol- 
lars, 


Milk Production 

Milk production in Canada is be- 
ing maintained at comparatively 
high levels, 

The estimated quantity produced 
in February amounted to more than 
861-million pounds. This is an 
increase of 12-million pounds over 
th, same month last year, 

Of this year’s February total 
thirty percent was used for factory 
production, 

Farm Employment Falls 

Farm employment in the United 
States showed another drop in April. 
The U-S Department of Argicul- 
ture reports it fell off by about 300 
thousand persons {rom the level of 
one year ago. 

According to the department, the 
total number employed on Ameri- 
can farms was ten million, 622 
thousand, In both family and hired 
employment, the number employed 
Jast month was less than in April 
of last year. 

Part of the reason for this, accor- 
ding to the report, was the preval- 
ence of cold, wet days that delayed 
farm operations over a large part 
of the U-S. (BUP). 


Happy About Butter 

Agriculture Minister James Gar- 
diner is optimistic about butter 
prices over the next few years. 

He says the floor price of butter 
probably will vary up and down 
with the years but it will all bal- 
ance out in the end, 

Gardiner told the House of Com- 
mons Friday night that the 20-mil- 
lion pounds of butter, held in gov- 
ernment storage, is not a surplus. 

He says we haven't got any sur- 
pluses --either in butter or cheese. 
He says if we didn’t have that 20- 
million pounds of butter on hand 
we couldn't operate the floor price 
system. 

Gardiner says last fall his depart- 
ment was afraid it couldn’t get 
enough butter to hold the price 
around 60 cents retail per pound. 

The Agriculture Minister says 
the. government wanted stocks of 
butter. He says neither margarine 
nor anything else forced the go- 
verment to increase its butter sup- 
plies, 

The opposition says the govern- 
ment 1s losing money in the cost 
of holding the butter stocks, But 
Gardiner says what's a million or 
so dollars on the cost of millions 
of pounds of butter when these 
holdings guarantee that the price 
to the consumer and producer is 
stabilized, 

While the government has these 
butter stocks it can adjust butter 
prices,

Actual construc- 
tion materials, such as concrete and 
wiring were sold to the city at cost.

Johnny Stibli Is Only a Memory Now, anda Lesson for You 


By Nicholas Blatchford 


Death and a small boy have little 
im common—meeting seldom and 
then only as if by chance — so it is 
mot surprising that Johnny Stib- 
li's family still cannot quite think 
of him as dead. 

Johnny would have been five years 
old this month if he had not been 
Tun over by the truck. 

That was two weeks ago. 

Johnny Stibli was a 10-pound 
baby when he was born, his moth- 
er remembers, and he was 10 months 
old when his father, a soldier, came 
‘back from overseas. < 

Ee was three years old when 
his mother, whose married life had 
become a nightmare to her, took 
Johnny and the new baby, Bobby, 
back home to Tive with her mother 
in Washington. 

This is where Johnny began to 
grow up. 

The house is big and airy and fil- 
led with sunlight. When the Stiblis 
moved in, it was already full of 
people—Johnn's middle-aged grand_ 
parents and his great-grandfather 
and several aunts and uncles who 
weren't many years older than 
Johnny, himself. 

It was a big, happy devout Cath- 
olic family and Johnny, who had a 
sort of inner brightness about him, 
became the center of it. 

Johnny's mother, Bernadette, is a 
young, pretty girl with a fresh, open 
face like the cover on an outdoor 
magazine. When she talks about 
Johnny her face lights up and she 
laughs when she remembers how 
he was, 

“Johnny,” she says, and the name 
comes out full of tenderness, “John- 
my was an extremist. He ran hot 


and cold. When he loved you, he 
just loved you, He was on the gar- 
age roofs and fences and in the al- 
leys all the time. He was one com- 
plete bombshell. He just never let 
go.” 

She laughed. just to think of it. 

“He was very athletic,” she said. 
“He could ride a two-wheel bicycle 
with one hand. I've got it out in 
the shed, locked up now. He was al_ 
ways on it. ‘ 

“And roller skates! Oh, it was 
windy the day he learned. I was 
almost freezing standing outside 
watching him. He was rolling up 
and down, hands out, and then bent 
down, holding his knees. 

“Not going fast, but learning good 
control. My, I was proud of him.” z 

Mrs. Stibli’s voice became serious 
now—serious and intent. 

“You know We are religious,” she 
said, “Johnny always wore a cru- 
cifix around his neck and at night 
he’d hang it on his bunk bed. He 
just wanted it...” 

Johnn's grandmother, Mrs. Mary 
Spalding, an intense, emotional 
woman, said: 

“He wasn't afrald of anything, 
Not cars, truck or devils. He had 
the bluest eyes...” 

Sh, turned her face away and 
wept quietly, 

“He wanted to go to school so 
badly,” Mrs. Stibli said. ‘He stay- 
ed around the other children all the 
time, That Monday, just before he 
was killed, the sister told my mo- 
ther: “Mrs. Spalding, don't send 
Johnny to school next year. Let 
him play just one more year, They 
have so little time.’”

Company Goes On Tour 
To Keep Workers Happy 


By NEA Service 

Wichita, Kans. (NEA) — Put 
handful of labor and management 
mon together in a station wagon, 
send them off on a two week tour 
of 17 states and you have the mak- 
ings of a useful experiment in bar- 
gaining relations, 

At least, that’s been tMe exper- 
fence of Wichita’s Coleman Com- 
pany, manufacturers of home heat- 
ing equipment. The firm has been 
doing this sort of thing for five 
years, with results pleasing to both 
workers and bosses, 

This year’s tour is typical. It 

‘ll take a labor-management team 
on a 3500-mile swing through 16 
factories chosen for study because 
they're roughly comparable to the 
Coleman plant. The investigators 
will learn at each place what wag- 
es, hours, job classifications and 
working conditions prevail. 

Their findings will lay the 
ground for their own contract ne- 
gotiations later on. The circutt-rid- 
ing is also designed to draw manage- 
ment and workers closer and to pro- 
mot, mutual understanding. 

Says Sam Keefer, president of 
the independent union at Coleman; 


“It's a wonderful idea, Cuts your 
negotiations down 50 per cent.” 

One year the travelers may dis- 
cover that holiday pay Is pretty 
common in other similar plants, so 
that feature winds up in the new 
Coleman contract — without argu- 
ment, Or, finding that their vacation 
program stands just about even 
with others, the negotiators may 
improve theirs to get into the lead 
a bit. 

Keefer adds: “We give as much or 
more than we get. We take along 
coples of our annual report for oth- 
er plants to study, and send them 
a copy of our findings on the trip.” 

Naturally, a place on the touring 
team is a coveted assignment for 
workers, Union officials try to pass 
the jobs around from year to year. 
Sometimes alternates are chosen so 
the experience may be enjoyed by 
more men. The company foots the 
entit, bill. 

The firm's president, W. C. Cole- 
man, now approaching 80, thinks 
the cooperative spirit exhibited in 
this annual station wagon junket 
has a lot to do with his company’s 
history of 50 straight strike-free 
years, The workers seem to think 
80, too,

So Friday night, she packed up and 
left Fort Rouge for Lindsay, arriv- 
ing here Sunday. 

“I don’t know just when we'll be 
able to go back,” says Mrs, Smith. 
“I've been told that it won't be safe 
until the water is down five feet, and 
even then there is a chance of epi- 
demic if the sewers aren't working 
right. My husband will let us know 
when it’s safe to com, back.”

Water Board 
Advised To 
‘Up Reserves | 


Excerpts from the auditor's re- 
; port on the affairs of the Lindsay 
| Water Commission indicate that 
the reserves of the Commission may 
be increased substantially by the 
end of the current year. It is dis- 
closed in the report that the Town 
of Lindsay owes the Water Commis- 
sion $14,080 on work carried out and 
the recommendation of the audi- 
tor’s, as contained therein, is that 
“when this is repaid, we would sug- 
gest that it be invested in high 
grade government bonds to enable 
the Board to once again build up 
its investment resources for future 
needs.” Present Water Commission 
cash reserves consist of $15,000 in 
bonds. 

Comparative figures from the re- 
port may also be of some interest. 
Sale of water shows an increase of 
$9,188 over 1948 with increases in 
residential revenue $6,273; com- 
mercial $1,291; industrial and CNR 
$334. Population served in 1949 was 
9,103 as compared with 8,904 in 1948. 
Hydrants had increased from 164 
to 167, the number of consumers 
in the residential srea from 2,124 
to 2,252, industrial users from 35 to 
36. Commercial users on the other 
hand dropped off from 229 in 1948 
to 193 in 1949. . 

Production of water in 1948 
amounted to 311,550,000 gallons and 
in 1949 it climbed to 322,215,000 an 
imcrease of 10,665,000 gallons of 
3.42 percent.

Dalton Farmer Gets 30 Days, 


Fined For His Misdemeanours 


A Dalton Township farmer was 


sent to jail for 30 days, and assess- 
ed fine and costs totalling $231.50 
on charges of breaking, entry and 
theft in police cour, on Monday.

Subsequently, he did re- 
place the fence with another roll 
of equal value. 

Character witnesses for the ac- 
cused were the man from whom the 
fence had been taken, and the 
reeve of Dalton Township, both 
of whom testified that they had 
known the accused for 20 years, and 
hhad never known him to be in 
trouble before. 

The Crown Attorney asked for a 
six-months jail sentence as a warn- 
ing to others, contending that the 
man was fairly well-to-do, and had 
no object in stealing the goods, and 
had made no attempt to rectify 
matters by returning them.

Daredevil’s Barrel 
Almost Completed 


Niagara Falls, May 22 (BUP) <= 
The plastic barrel in which daredevil 
Major Hill plans to plung., over 
Niagara Falls on July the 16th is 
just about completed. 

Major—thats his Christian name— 
says he will cover the entire stretch 
of the Niagara River from the top 
of the Canadian Falls to Queenston.

Some characters need no tinsel: 
the man himself js basic gold. In 
79 busy years the late Rev. James 
Miller touched life at many points. 
In his home church at Greenbank, 
Ontario, as a public school teacher, 
as a salesman in Canada and Great 
Britain he gained wide experience. 
At college he took part in many. 
student activities, especially stu- 
dent politics, and for over forty 
years after ordination he served his 
church extension, and in recent 
years as prison and police court 
chaplain. He was an early sponsor 
of the Big Brother movement, the 
neighbourhood Workers, and the 
Deaconess Order. 

Mr. Miller had a great capacity 
for detail and a marvellous mem- 
ory. He kept at tongue tip the re- 
cords of scores of congregations, and 
his mind remained active to the 
end. He made his camera an instru- 
ment of Christian kindness, cir- 
culatig family pictures among his 
friends. Each summer he would 
spend his yacation taking the work 
of a home missionary or minister 
on a rural field. He gave illustrated 
lectures of the congregations he 
had seryed and the churches he had 
organized. 

Acquaintances of Mr. Miller were 
impressed by his genuineness. He 
dared to be himself, and he won 
the confidence of many people by 
his homespun texture. He heard 
many stories of tragedy and though 
he saw the dead ends of poverty and 
crime, he kept hopeful about people. 
‘A police chaplain has need of faith 
in human nature and the forgiving 
love of God. Mr. Miller delighted in 
having his fellow ministers visit the 
courts, and on Tuesday morning af- 
ter a long weekend he would take 
special friends into the bull-pen at 
the City Hall where 150 dishearten- 


ed men were milling around waiting 
to go upstairs to trial: It was Mr. 
Miller here and Mr. Miller there. 
“Will you pay my fine? Will you 
phone my wife? Will you see my 
boss? Will you find my tools? Will 
you cash my cheque? Will you get 
my watch out of pawn?” Old-timers 
would push first-offenders toward 
him saying: “Get through to the 
old man, he’s a safe bet.” His own 
time and convenience were secon- 
dary. He would make a special trip 
to th Don Jail to deliver a cap or 
coat to the prisoner coming out in 
cold weather. The Senior magis-

No one will ever know how many 
funeral expenses he arranged for 
destitute old people or transients 
without means. He spent his years 
ministering to others. He was not 
much for the technical jargon of 
the schools, nor did he spend much 
time on research or records. He 
just had a heart and lent a hand. 
Mr. Miller humbly found his re- 
ward in friendships, in grateful 
hearts, in discouraged people given 
a new start. The life record he has 
taken into the Unseen Beyond is 
that of human salvaging, not that 
of debaunching his fellowmen for | 
gain. He was set to recover and | 
redeem the wreckage of heartless 
greed, _ avarice.

Winnipeg, May 19—(BUP)—Tor- 
onto’s ‘Mayor Hiram McCallum 
wept when he saw the devastation 
wrought by Manioba’s floods. 

The doughty Ontario Mayor — 
who has shown himself as much at 
home in a western saddle as on an 
eastern platform, broke down as he 
stared yesterday with unbelieving 
eyes at the havoc wrought by the 
; Red River. 

He was just back from a low-al- 
titude flight over mych of the 600 
square miles of drowned prairie, 
towns and villages .., and he grop- 
ed almost incoherently for words to 
describe his impressions. 

“Devastating, completely devast- 
ating,” was his first shaken com- 
ment. “Nothing so completely des- 
tructive has occurred within the 
known history of Canada as this 
envelopment of the Red River Val- 
ley.” 

At one point in the flight he was 
‘SO overcome by the utter desolation 
he buried his head in his arm as 
the plane flew through the sullen, 
rain-driven overcast. 

Later he said: “You can tell the 
people of Canada for me, from per- 
sonal first-hand knowledge, that 
everyone of us is going to have to 
get behind the Manitoba Flood Re- 
lied Fund and lend a more-than- 
fenerous hand in the rehabilitating 
the thousands on thousands of peo- 
ple totally hit by this catastrophe. 
. . he thousands of farmers com- 
pletely flooded out along the 60- 
mile sweep of the Red from Emer- 
son to Winnipeg and beyond. .. . 
the homes totally destroyed ... . 
the appalling disruption of whole 
communities ... the old folk... . 
the veterans who put up their last 
penny to establish themselves. 

And Mayor McCallum went on 
“Yes, we’Ve raised money—plenty of 
it on Victory Loan after Victory 
Loan. As good Canadians we've help- 
ed to restore blitzed towns and cit- 
{es in the old Jand. But never in all 
our efforts, generous as they may 


“haye been, have We been confronted 


with such a task to make possible 


‘the rehabiliatlon of hundreds of 


communities, of thousands of flood 
sufferers, who will one day—may 
God in His mercy let it be soon— 
return to those mucked-up mounds 
they once called home, 

“All I can urge is that every Can- 
adian not affected by this flood 
support the Manitoba Flood Relief 
Campaign now, and in this way the 
fund will take on and take over 
where government ald leaves off.” 

Mayor McCallum said some people 

in the east felt the reports of the 
flood damage are exaggerated, but

Will Use Transite Pipe 
In New Well Pipeline

A new water line is to be installed 


from the town well at Victoria Park 
to the stand pipe near the hospital. 
This decision was made at a meet- 
ing of the Water Board last week, 
and it was also decided to use tran- 
site pipe for the job. Water Board 
Superintendent Reynolds told the 
commissioners that water from this 
well was so hard, and had such a 
high iron content that it caused cor- 
rosion in ordinary cast iron pipe. 

Among the reasons given for the 
decision to install the new line was 
that Canadian Arsenals have had 
a survey made of their fire protect=- 
ion, and felt that additional water 
should be made available in case of 
need. According to Mr. Reynolds, 
he was told by an Arsenal official 
that there was some worry in case 
fires should break out in the pump 
house and the arsenal simultane- 
ously, Arsenals felt, he said, that an 
extension should be put in along 
Hamilton Street, but agreed that if 
water were put into the stand pipe 
it would relieve the situation.

Four persons are known dend in 
the blast ...at least 20 stevedores are 
missing, and presumed dead ...and 
more than 400 persons have been 
treated for injuries. 

Property damage along the 
waterfront is set at more than six- 
million dollars. If any of those 
mines explode the damage and 
casualty figures may go higher. 
Army demolition squads with mine 
detectors file through the danger 
zone this morning ...hunting for 
mines buried in the debris....to refuse 
any that may be alive and in the 
open. 

The mines reportedly were to he 
shipped to Pakistan. It appears the 
steyedores were transferring the 
ammunition from railway cars to 
the barges --then the blast occur 
red.

“They need water, and I'm in 
favour of giving it to them, and 
we should give them a sewer too”, 
said Mayor Charles Lamb, referring 
to East Ward resident of Queen 
Street, Kent Street East and Logie 
Street. 

This statement touched off an ex- 
plosive argument between the May- 
or and Commissioner Maurice Col- 
lins. The mayor came out strongly 
in favour of getting water over to 
these sections of the East Ward, 
both to serve the residents mention- 
ed, and as a means of fire protect- 
jon. Mr. Collins took the stand that 
the cost of putting water in for 
these isolated consumers would be 
prohibitive. 

“Would you take money out of

“That's a different matter al- 
together’, argued His Worship. 

“Too many citizens want to make 
‘good fellows’ out of themselves”, 
Mr. Collins returned. 

“Just because you live in an area 
where you have already got it, you 
don’t want to see the other fellow 
fellow get it!” retorted the mayor. 

“You're spending the people's 
money”, Mr. Colllas objected. “If 
you have $1.00, and it's going to 
cost you $1.50 to make that dollar, 
we'd only haye to raise the rates 
again.” 

“These ratepayers all live within 
the corporation Umits, and you 
should not penalize them by not 
making town water available for 
them”, argued Mayor Lamb. 


The argument carried on in this 
vein for a considerable length of 
time, with tempers growing shor- 
ter on both sides. Mayor Lamb con- 
tinued to put up a stiff battle in 
favour of East Ward residents, and 
Mr. Collins continued to oppose 
him on grounds of expense. The im- 
passe finally resolved itself when 
it was agreed that before anything 
was done, petitions for this ser- 
vice would have to be recelved from 
the property owners concerned.

Giant Boa 
Captured 
In Swamp 


Jacksonville, Florida May 20 
(BUP) --A boa constrictor big 
around asa man’s leg was captured 
today by two expert snake hunters 
in a swamp four miles from Jack- 
sonville, Florida. 


Ross Allen, head of a reptile in- 
stitute, and Dr. W. T. Neill, a biolo- 
gist, dug the powerful boa out of 
an armadillo hole. 


They said it was probably the 
grandchild of a 30-foot monster seen 
recently by several residents. 

Legends tell of a giant anaconda 
escaping from a circus train near 
Jacksonyille more than 20 years 
ago. Allen sald he believes this 
morning's “prize” is one of the 
snake's offspring. 

Allen has posted a 100 dollar re- 
ward for the person who see the 
“granddaddy” and calls him in time 
to get there and capture him. Both 
Allen and Neill’ believe there are 
other boas probably much larger 
in the swamp. 

The capture climaxeg an all-night 
hunt through the lush forests and 
slimy waters. Many lesser snakes 
Such as moccassins and rattlers 
were taken by the hunters, as well 
as non-poisonons specimens of tree 
snakes, frogs and lizards. 

Allen said the boa, a member of 
the anaconda family, weighs more 
than 45 pounds and is ten feet 
long, It could easily wrap around 
a man and crush the life out of 
him, 

Allen and Neill discovered the 
snake in an armadillo hole. With 
Shovels, they dug down to his tall. 
One man grabbed the tail and the 
other the head and stretched him, 
rendering him harmless. 

Their find is belleved to be the 
first. boa constrictor ever captured 
or seen for that matter, in Florida.

Minden Mishap 


Causes of the drowning death of 
Junior Windover, Department of 
Lands and Forests employee, which 
occurred last November 19, are re- 
ported by a coroner's jury to have 
been twofold. Their official report 
reads as follows: 

“We, the Coroner’s Jury, enquir- 
ing into the death of Wilbur Nor- 
man Junior Windover, having heard 
the evidence in the case as duly 
given in the court house at Minden 
on the 18th day of May, 1950, find 
that Wilbur Norman Junior Wind- 
over met death on the 19th day of 
November, 1949, at approximately 
1215 hours in Trout Lake, lot 4, 
concession 6, in the Township of 
Longford, from drowning and shock 
from a fractured left arm, as 
a result of Seabea aircraft CF-DKN 
in which he was a passenger, pil- 
oted by Samuel Rowe, of Orillia, 
crashing into’ the above-mentioned |’, 
Take. 

“We conclud, that the above ac- 
cldent was partially due to unfor- 
seen weather conditions and par- 
tially due to incorrect immediate re- 
covery action on the part of the pi- 
lot when he was first aware of an 
Junnatural behaviour of the aircraft.” 

The jury had based its findings 
on the report of a board of enquiry 
into the plane crash, which stated 
that the major contributing factors 
appeared to be (1) poor judgement 
on the part of the pilot in attempt- 
ing to take off under the existing 
conditions, and (2) poor technique 
in that he failed to take immediate 
and correct measures to recover 
from the incipient stall.

Mr. Forman stated that a few 
years ago a committee had been ap- 
pointed to go into the question, but 
because Ops would not come in at 
that time, and because Ops sur- 
rounded Lindsay, the other rural 
municipalities could not move in

sion. Howeyer, now that the Lind- 
Say Board of Education is plan- 
ning to have a larger school, it 
seemed an opportune moment to

The adventages of the enlarged 
high school area were enumerated 
by Mr, Forman, He said there would 
be a larger assessment upon which 
to build, 12 or 13 million as against 
five or six million dollars; free 
transportation would be provided 
from all over the area so that every 
child would have an equal chance 
of high school education. Mr. For- 
man added that the Little Britain 
school would close and the pupils 
be transferred to Lindsay, 


The advantages to Lindsay. itself 
were many, he declared, pointing 
out that the town would have a 
$100,000 business, which would be 
serviced by Lindsay dealers; the 
teachers would spend most of their 
money here, and the cafeteria, 
though non-profit making, would be 
run and supplied by local people. 
He said this would not cost the

Mr, Forman explained that Lindsay 
stood to gain so much by the en- 
larged school area and, although 
there was some gain to the rural 
municipalities, it was not compar- 
able. The school would be paid for 
on the basis of the equalized assess- 
ment ofthe various municipalities, 
and in order to make the matter 
clear, he cited the case of Mariposa 
and Ops. The equalized assess-

The Orioles Are Back 


Papa Oriole Looks Handsome 
While Mama Feathers Nest 


Back in the district after spend- 
ing the winter in Central America, 
are two of the most handsome of 
our summer residents, a pair: of 
Baltimore orioles. For several days 
now, they have been seen fluttering 
in the fields on th east side of fhe 
Peterborough highway just beyond 
the white bridge. The flash of the 
orange and black of the male and 
the yellow and black of the female 
as they flutter up ‘nto the air about 
six feet and back to the ground 
again is unmistakable. 

The nest has not yet been lo- 
cated, and it is possible that it 
is not yet finished. The oriole’s 
nest is a remarkable example of 
craftsmanship. Located often at the 
ends of branches of a tree, an elm 
for preference, but almost any kind 
of tree including a conifer has been 
known to have been chosen, the 
bird first firmly ties suspension 
strings to the twigs. These form the 
warp through which strips of bark, 
plant fibres, horsehair or cord are 
deftly woven. The finished nest 
looks rather like a gourd, and is so 
strongly constructed that examples 
have been known to last through 
four winters. In it the oriole lays 
4 to 6 eggs, which are white with 
dark brown lines and spots. — 

Although the nest usually is grey, 
strips of coloured yam or other 
material are sometimes used, and 
bird lovers when they see they 
have a pair of these lovely birds in 
their gardens will often leave such 
materials conveniently handy. How- 
ever, if the bird has a choice it will 
usually choose the least conspicuous 
colours. 

The placing of the oriole's nest 
denotes common sense of a high 
order. After all, it is surely un- 
necessary for a creature which is in 

no danger of falling,to build as SO 
eas dn the crutch of a tree 
which would support a ton weight. 
The strong hammock slung between 
twigs, which can swing in the 
breeze, as constructed by the warb- 
lers and yireos, as well as the 
orioles, would seem to be a much 
more suitable habitation. 

It should be noted that it is the 
lady who js responsible for the 
building of this habitation, whilst 
my lord just sits around looking 
handsome and debonaire, and whis- 
tling gaily. Though not exactly the 
most musical of bird’s, the oriole’s 
whistle has an individuality of its 
own, and is as gay as it’s plumage. 

The Baltimore oriole takes its 
Name from Cecil Calvert, second 
baron of Baltimore, who went to 
live with a colony of English people 
who had settled in what is now 
Maryland. The settlement was 
nmamed Baltimore in his honour. 
These settlers sent back to the old 
country the skins of a very beauti- 
ful bird which they called an oriole, 
although it was an entirely dif- 
ferent bird from the European 
oriole, However, it so happened that 
the family colours of the Baltimore 
family were orange and black, so 
that when in 1766, Linnaeus, the

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SERVICE THE KEYNOTE 

Restrictive hours-of-trade bylaws have been fairly 
prominent in the news of late. And, judging from 
several comments on the subject, they are not gener- 
ally held in very high regard. 

Last week Mayor Lamb advanced a suggestion 
regarding the Wednesday half-day ruling currently in 
effect in Lindsay which appears to have considerable 
merit. He is urging that Lindsay merchants operate 
on a full six-day week basis, staggering working hours 
s0 as to permit each clerk a half-day off weekly. His 
Worship made the suggestion realizing that t probabyl 
would meet with some opposition, but having in mind 
the best interests of the town’s shopkeepers. 

Lindsay, as he pointed out, occupies a strategic 
place in the travel route to the Kawartha and Hali- 
burton tourist regions. If it is to enjoy the full bene- 
fits of its location it must render full service to travel- 
lers. It is not possible to do this on a part time basis 
—tourists do not restrict their time of travel to con- 
form with Jocal conditions. 

The Post has always contended that hours-of- 
trade bylaws are unfair. They are unfair, both to 
the businessman who cannot afford them and to the 
customer who, by the way, is a person commanding 
somewhat more respect now than he did in the not- 
too-distant past. 

These bylaws should be discarded for what they 
are, antiquated and harmful fetters on legitimate 
business. Their dissolution should, of course, be car- 
tied out orderly by popular consent of Lindsay's alert 
business people. 

Such a moye need work no hardship on employees 
who could arrange to have their half days off on a 
staggered basis and who, under Provincial statute are 
protected as to hours of work. 

This is but one of a series of moves which need 
to be pursued to return freedom of enterprise to those 
in business who wish to ply their trade unhampered 
by restrictive measures. 


THE 9 O'CLOCK CURFEW 

There are many things to be said in favor of 
Lindsay's recently reimposed 9 o’clock curfew. Grow- 
ing children need plenty of rest and in order to get 
their needed sleep they must get to bed at an early 
hour. However, it would appear that the purpose of 
the curfew is to a large extent defeated because of 
man’s tampering with the natural hours of daylight. 
Reference is made, of course, to the introduction of 
Daylight Saying Time at a season when days are al- 
ready longest and nights the shortest. 

Tt is a very difficult task to convince 2 child that 
it is bedtme when there is still daylight. The result 
is that while children obediently go to bed at an early 
hour, there is no sleep for them because the natural 
cloak of darkness is not present and there is too much 
stir abroad. In consequence these children get to sleep 
late and awake early, not sufficiently rested. 

This problem, as can be readily seen, will be ag- 
gravated as the warmer weather moves in and the 
days continue to lengthen. It will not be relieved until 
fall returns and with it, Standard Time. 

What can be done about it? Very little short of a 
return to standard time at an early monrent and such 
an eventuality is very unlikely. 


POLICE AND PRESS—A BAD COMBINATION 
FOR FUGITIVES FROM JUSTICE 

Perhaps no two public services can work together- 
to better adyantage than the police and press. Fullest 
possible employment of this combination at every op- 
portunity is bad medicine for bad people. If there is 
ane thing a criminal dislikes more than police it’s 
publicity—the two frequently work together to spell 
his undoing. 

Police radio has made this department somewhat 
less reliant on the press than in the past and herein 
lurks danger—the danger that the yoilse may regard 
the press as not as important as it once was in helping 
them track down criminals. This would be a grave 
mistake since only police listen to police radio while 
hundreds of people read their newspapers. Thus in 
place of a few men on the lookout for a criminal, once 
a description has appeared in the press, hundreds more 
people are on the alert. P 

There are times, perhaps, when too much public- 
ity on a situation may Keep the criminal too well 
posted on what is taking place but these are insignifi- 
cant in comparison with the number of times when 
publicity serves the ends of justice. 

The written word is still the most impressive word 
and for this reason a close alliance between the police 
and the press is desirable. 


STATISTICS RELATIVE 
TO LOCAL CRIME 

The annual report of the Dept. of Reform Insti- 
tutions for Ontario contains some very interesting data 
relative to crime in Lindsay and district. The report 
covers the period ending March 31, 1949. 

The total number of persons committed to the 
County Gaol at Lindsay in the year ending March 31, 
1949 was 191. Broken down so as to show the occu- 
pation and social status of those detained, the figures 
reveal that the greatest incidence of local crime was 
among labourers. 121 persons, giving their occupation 
as such were committed to gaol in the period under 
study. Next highest group were mechanics, number- 
ing 38, agriculture contributed 8, commercial 7, dom- 
estic 6, professional 2, no occupation 3, and others 6. 
What is meant by “others” is not explained. 

Social status of those committed shows there were 
74 married men, 5 married women, 111 single men and 
only one single woman. 

Educational status and habits of those confined 
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were as follows: 4 illiterate men, 147 men with elemen- 
tary education, 5 women with elementary education, 
34 men with advanced education and one woman in 
the same category. Only one man committed to gaol 
was classified as an abstainer, 48 men claimed temper- 
ate habits, while three women were in the same group. 
136 men were classified as intemperate and three wo- 
men were likewise listed. 

Of the 191 persons who served gaol terms 130 of 
this number were first offenders. Second offenders 
numbered only 22 and third offenders totalled just 
6. However, there were 33 persons who were in goal 
for over the third time. : = 

Judging by figures showing commitments in cen- 
tres of comparable size. Lindsay’s incidence of crime 
is not high. Napanee commitments totalled 200, Belle- 
ville 640, Brampton 237, Cobourg 289, Pembroke 435 
and so forth.

A COMMUNIST PENSIONED 

An unusual incident is reported from London, 
England, the type of incident which could not occur 
in many countries of the world today. For fifteen 
years Willie Gallacher has been 2 Communist member 
of the House of Commons. He was an outspoken Com- 
munist, and a thorn in the flesh to successive govern- 
ments. In the election of February 23, he was defeated 
and lost his seat in the House of Commons. Since then 
he has lost his health, has been in hospital, and he and 
his wife are destitute. Now it is announced that mem- 
bers of the House of Commons have voted him a pen- 
sion of two hundred pounds from a private parliament- 
ary fund. 

This {s a typical example of how the amenities 
of public life are observed in Britain. It mattered not 
one iota that Gallacher was an ardent and outspoken 
Communist. His fellow-members of the Commons 
recognized his need; they recognized that for fiftteen 
years he had been representing the people of his con- 
stituency, and so they awarded him this pension. 

This kind of thing, of course, could not happen in 
any of the totalitarian countries behind the iron cur- 
tain, the countries whose ideologies Gallacher upheld 
vigorously in the House of Commons while he was a 
member. In fact, if he had. in any of these countries, 
dared to oppose the constituted authorities as he did 
in Britain, he would very promptly have been liqui- 
dated —Oshawa Times-Gazette : 


RED RADIO 

“There is no escape from the Soviet Radio. From 
its central location in each village or town it harries 
you, whether you are working or shopping or merely 
walking down the street. And whenever you lean 
against a lamp-post to gossip with 2 neighbor, you 
find yourself shouting to make yourself heard over 
the noise of ft. For the people on the edge of town 
there may occasionally be some respite, but anyone 
who is unfortunate enough to having a2 room facing 
on the main square can count on only four hours 
of quiet during the entire day and night.” 

“From Leningrad to Vladivostok, every village square 
has its public radio, and from Viadivostok to Leningrad 
the program is the same, starting at 6 am. and run- 
ning right through until two the following morning. 


-Ten or twelve times a day, the announcer urges his 


comrades to work harder for the Five Year Plan. And 
at least once every four hours commentators burst 
forth with glad tidings about a model farm im Siberia 
or the Ukraine or somewhere that has produced more 
than its quota of potatoes or beets or whatever. Then 
of course, there are the usual news reports and speeches 
about good Communists and bad Capitalists. In ad- 
dition, the day's program includes what at its point 
of origin is probably fine classical and folk music but 
at its poimt of reception comes through as something 
between a growl and a screech, the radios being only 
simple crystal sets of imperfect clarity.” 


THE BURDENS OF HIGH OFFICE 

We-can think offhand of only three men of our 
time who held high office and carried great burden 
yho have not been worn out by them: Winston Chur- 
chill, Jan Smuts and Mackenzie King. We do not haz- 
ard a guess at what may be the special reservoirs of 
energy of these three men to totally different; perhaps 
power itself was nourishment to them; perhaps it has 
been a vitalizing philosophy. The greatest casualty 
was, of course, President Roosevelt. But there are 
other , if lesser, men who have the face of persons 
over whom falls the shadow. 

Stalin is said to be an il man. Prime Minister 
Atilee has aged heavily in the last decade. His chief 
lieutenant, and a man who with Attlee has borne 
tremendous burden since 1940 as a member of the 
war cabinet and after the war as a principal minister 
of the Crown is Ernest Bevin, Foreign Secretary 

The most recent photograph of Mr. Bevin which we 
have seen is almost unrecognizable. White-haired, 
cadaverous of face, and worn in body, he is 2 Man on 
whom the destiny of high responsibility has taken a 
hard toll. Mr. Bevin had a life-time’s task in the years 
1940-45. Since then as foreign secretary of Britain, 
pivot of the largest empire on earth, he has outstayed 
in office half a dozen secretaries of state of the now

deserves the nation’s praise and thanks. Bevin may 
be no aged and ailing Disraeli, bringing back from an 
1878 Berlin congress “peace with honour,” but he is 
a@ man who has wrought with all his strength to main- 
tain peace with honesty, and the Disraeli empire with 
the concurrence of the people in it.

Neat Button Pats

How Can I? 


Q. How can I clean the inside of 
bottles and decanters thoroughly? 

A. Place soapsuds and coffee 
grounds in the bottles or decanters 
and shake. Sand and soapsuds also 
make an effective cleanser. 

Q. How can I give fringed nap- 
kins a nicer appearance when ir- 
oning? 

A. Slap the fringe against the 
ironing board before pressing. This 
will loosen the fringe and make it 
fluffy. 

Q. How can I keep the ironing 
board clean? 

A. The efficient housewife will 
be repaid many time by making a 
bag for the ironing board out of 
some dark material. Keep the board 
in this bag when not in use, and it 
will stay clean and free from dust. 

Q How can I remove the odor of 
fish from the house? 

A. Pour a few drop of oil of la- 
vender into a basin of steaming hot 
water and walk through the rooms 
with the basin. 

Q. How can I mix a good fire ex- 
tinguishing fluid? 

A. Put three pounds of salt into 1 
gallon of water, and to this add 
1 1-2 pounds of sal ammoniac. This 
liquid should be bottled, When a 
blaze {s discovered, pour the solut- 
jon on it. 


Q. How can I preserve the original 
colors of cretonne when laundering 
it? 

A. Launder the cretonne in bran 
water, instead of the ordinary soap 
suds. 

Q. How can I olean terra cotta 
effectively? 

A. Make’ a solution of potash by 
dissolving in a half pint of warm 
water’as much of the potash as it 
will absorb. Then stir in enough 
sawdust to bring the solution to a 
consistency of paste; cover the terra 
cotta with this paste and leave it 
for at least a day. Then wash off 
with cold water and clean with 
non-fiuffy cloths. 

Q. How can I prevent the baby 
from slipping and falling when 
wearing new shoes? 

A. Give the soles a»good sandpap- 
ering before they are worn. 

Q. How can I clean concrete floor 
successfully?? 

A. Scrub the floors with a gallon 
of water, to which has been added 
a pound of lime and a handful of 
salt. 

Q. How can I make a good plant 
fertilizer? 

A, The earth around plants can 
be enriched by watering with a so- 
lution of 150 grains of glue to two

Wedding Dresses 

‘The wedding dress determines the 
kind of wedding the bride will have. 
If she picks a dress with a yard- 
long train, then she must plan a 
formal wedding. 

The bride who decides on an in- 

formal or semi-formal wedding may 
forego the long train, providing it 
trails no more than about six inches 
on the floor. 
‘ There's an ice blue cotton lace 
dress with a nylon tulle train for 
this year’s brides. The frothy tulle 
train ties around the waist and just 
barely sweeps the floor in back, so 
the dress can be worn for a semi- 
formal wedding. The dress itself 
is ballering length, with an uneven 
hemline that dips slightly in the 
back. A long-sleeved jacket buttons 
over a bare-topped dress, so that 
after weddign, the bride has both 
a dinner dress and a formal party 
dress. 

An ankle-length organdy wedding 
dress is ideal for the young bride 
who wants an informal wedding. 
A touch of color is used on some 
of the organdies this year. One 
white swiss organdy ankle-length 
dress has pastel appliqued flowers 
around the hemline and- the V- 
neckline. It's worn over a white 
taffeta slip, but a wide blue taffeta 
sash is tied around the waist. Mat- 
ching organdy mitts also are worn 
with the dress if it's a semi-formal 
wedding. 

Some of the brides are choosing 
these organdy dresses over pastel 
taffeta slips, though they actually 
were designed for bridal attendants. 


Semi-Formal 

The bride who picks a semi-for- 
mal wedding doesn’t have to give 
up her bridal veil. She can wear 
much the same headdress as the 
formal bride, except that the veil 
will be shoulder length instead of 
fingertip length. 

One suggestion for a bride wear 
ing ankle-length organdy dress is a 
narrow head clip studded with 
pearls and a circular piece of nylon 
caught to the clip. The veiling is 
caught near the center so it can 
cover the bride’s face in front, and 
fall to her shoulders in back. 

‘The deep- head-hugging caps that 
are so popular for formal weddings 
can be adopted to informal weddings 
too. Instead of white pearl-studded 
satin, the caps can be made of pas- 
tel silk faille. One of these head- 
dresses is made on a base of a 
double layer of silk illusion veiling. 
A band of white satin or pastel silk 
fallle outlines the cap and also 
forms a lattice work design across 
the back. For an informal wedding, 
a brief shoulder-length ruffle of 
veiling can be tacked to the back. 

The bride who's married in a 
street-length dress can pick a be- 
coming hat or settle for her own 
creation of tulle, ribbon and flowers. 
And even though she does without 
the traditional white satin and 
heirloom veil --the informal bride 
still can hang onto bridal tradition 
with a lucky coin in her shoe and 
a ruffled garter for “something 
blue.” 


Simple Dress 

There are plenty of brides who 
Pick a street-length dress for the 
ceremony. Often it doubles as a 
going-away costume, But this year, 
there are delicate, yet tallored lace 
dresses for the very informal wed- 
ding. And they're inexpensive en- 
ough to allow for a going-away suit 
besides. For under 18 dollars the 
budget-minded bride can buy a 


a demure Peter Pan collar. 

One New York bridal department 
4s featuring a separate outfit for 
the bride with even more possible 
combinations. There's a pink linen 
skirt and jacket to wear for the 
ceremony. A matching linen cami- 
sole top can be bought too, to turn 
the outfit into a summer sun dress. 
The skirt can be tied over the linen 
sun dress ...or worn with the or- 
gandy blouse. 

Accessories are important with 
these short wedding dresses. Linen 
or satin pumps, dyed to match, help 
make a street length dress into a 
wedding costume.

Here is installment number two of 
“Baseball Rules.” 

2.05—A “BALL” is a pitch which 
does not enter the strike zone in 
flight and is not struck at by the 
batter, 

2,06—A BASE is one of the four 
objectives to be touched or occupied 
by runners on their legal advance to 
home base and a score. 

2,07—A BASE ON BALLS is an 
award of first base granted to a bat- 
ter who, during his time at bat, re- 
ceives four pitches outside the strike 
zone, 6.07 (a). 

2,08—A BATTER is an offensive 
player who takes his position in the 
batter's box. 

2.09—THE BATTER'S BOX fs the 
area within which the batter shall 
stand during his time at bat. 
2.10—THE BATTERY ‘s the pit- 
cher and the catcher, 

2.11—THE BENCH is the seating 
facilities reserved for players, sub- 
stitutes and other team members in 
uniform when they are not actively 
engaged on the playing field. The 
bench is sometimes located in an 
area below the surface of the ground 
and, when so located, is known as 
the dugout, 3.17; 4.08. 

2.12—A BUNT is legally batted 
pall ‘not swung at, but intentionally 
met with the bat and tapped slowly 
within the infield. 

213—A CALLED GAME 1s one in 
which because of darkness, rain or 
other legal reason, an umpire-in- 
chief terminates play. 

2.14—A CATOH is the act of a 
defensive player in recelving and 
holding firmly in his hand or glove, 
a batted or thrown ball. It is not a 
catch, however, if simultaneously or 
immediately following his contact 
with the ball, he collide with a play- 
er, or with a wall, or if he fell down 
and as a result of such collision or 
falling, drops the ball. If the player 
has made the catch and drops the 
ball while in the act of making a 
throw following the catch, the ball 
shall be adjudged to have been 
caught. In establishing the valid- 
ity of the catch the player shall hold 
the ball long enough to prove that 
he has complete control of the ball 
and that his release of the ball is 
voluntary and intentional. 

2.15 The CATCHER Is a defensive 
player who takes his position back 
of the home base. F 

2.16 The Catcher's BOX is that 
area within which the catcher must 
stand until the pitcher delivers 
the ball. 

2,17 THE COACHER is that team 
member who occupies the coacher’s 
box at first or third base to direct 
the base runner or the batter. 4.05. 

2.18 A DEAD BALL is a ball out 
of play because of a legally created 
temporary suspension of play. 5.09. 

2.19 THE DEFENSE (OR DEFEN- 
SIVE) is the team, or any player of 
the team, in the field. 

2.20 A DOUBLE-HEADER is two 
regularly scheduled or re-scheduled 
games, played in immediate suc- 
cession, 4.12. 

2.21 A DOUBLE PLAY is a play by 
the defence in which two players are 
legally put out as gq result of con- 
tinuous play. 

2.22 A DUGOUT is the seating fa- 
cilities reserved for players, substi- 
tutes and other team members in 
uniform when they are not actively 
engaged on the playing field, and 
is located in an area below the sur- 
face of the ground. The dugout is 
sometimes located in an area level 
with the surface of the playing field 
and, when so located, is known as 
the bench. 

2.23 A FATR BALL is a legally 
batted ball that settles on fair 
ground between home and first 
base, or between home and third 
base, or that is on or over fair ter- 
ritory when bounding to the out- 
field past first base or third base, 
or that touches first or third base, 
or that first falls on fair territory 
on or beyond first base or third 
base; or that, while on or over fair 
territory, touches the person of the 
umpire or player, A fair fly must be 
judged according to the relative 
position of the ball and the foul 
line, Including the foul pole, and 
not as to whether the fielder {5 on 
fair or foul territory at the time he 
touches the ball. 

2.24 FAIR TERRITORY is that 
part of the playing field with- 
In, and including ----the first 
base and third base lines, from home 
base to the bottom of the playing 
fleld fence and perpendicularly up- 
wards. All foul lines are In fair ter- 
ritory, 

2.25 A FIELDER is any defensive 
player. 

2.26 A FLY BALL ts a batted ball 
that goes high in the alr in flight. 

2.27 A FORCE PLAY jis a play 
in which a runner legally loses his 
right to occupy a base by reason 
of the batter becoming a base run- 
ner, 

2,28 A FORFEITED GAME {s a 
game declared ended by the umpire- 
in-chief in favor of the offefnded 
team by the score of 9 to 0 for viola- 
tion of the rules, 4.13, 

2.29 A FOUL BALL is a legally 
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batted ball that settles on foul ter- 
titory between home and first base, 
or between home and third base, or 
that bounds past first or third 
base on or over foul territory, or 
that first falls on foul territory be- 
yond first or third base, or, while 
in on or over foul territory, touches 
the person of the umpire or a play- 
er, or any object foreign to the na- 
tural ground. A foul fly shall be 
judged according to the relative 
position of the ball and the foul line, 
including the foul pole, and not as 
to whether the fielder is on foul or 
fair territory at the time he touches 
the ball. 

230 FOUL TERRITORY is that 
part of the playing field outside the 
first and third base lines extended 
to the fence and perpendicularly 
upwards. 

2.31 A FOUL TIP is a ball batted 
by the batter that goes sharp and 
direct from the bat to the catcher’s 
hands and fs legally caught. It is 
not a foul tip unless caught and any 
foul tip that is caught is a strike, 
and the ball is in play. It is not 
a catch if {t is a rebound from any 
part of the catcher's equipment 
other than the catcher’s glove or 
hand. 

2.32 A GROUND BALL is a batted 
ball that rolls or bounces close to 
the ground. 

2.33 THE HOME TEAM is the 
team on whose grounds the game is 
played, or if the game is played on 
neutral grounds, the team small be 
designated by mutual agreement. 

2.34 ILLEGAL (or ILLEGALLY) 
is contrary to these rules. 4 

2.35 AN ILELGAL PITCH is a 
pitch delivered to tne batter when 
the pitcher is not in pitching po- 
sition. 

2.36 AN INFIELDER {is a defen- 
sive player who occupies a position 
in the infield. 

237 AN INFIELD FLY is an out 
called by the umpire on the batter- 
If, before two are cut, while first 
and second or first, second and 
third bases are occupied, he hit a 
fair fly ball, other than a line drive, 
that in the judgment of the umpire 
can reasonably be caught by an in- 
fielder. Where a defensive player 
who normally plays in the outfield 
places himself in the infield, he 
Shall for the purpose off the In- 
field-Fly rule be considered an in- 
fielder. ‘ 

In such case the umpire shall de- 
clare it an INFIELD -FLY. How- 
ever, the runners may be off their 
bases or advance at the risk of the 
ball being caught, the same as on 
any other fly ball.

Must Use Carefully 

Chemical fertilizer must be used 
carefully and according to direc- 
tions. If allowed to come into dir- 
ect contact with the plants or roots 
it is Mable to burn them. A safe 
plan Is to first dissolve in water and 
apply, or spread thinly during or 
just before a shower or hosing. That 
4s also the time and way to apply 
this material on lawns. 

For hastening growth of veget- 
ables the experts usually mix a 
Uttle quick-acting fertilizer with 
the soil before sowing and then 
later spread a little close to, but not 
actually touching, the rows. For 
trees, shrubbery and big plants one 
can dig in fairly closely around the 
roots. 

Where one suspects that the soil 
4n the garden {s deficient in some 
of the main chemical elements, it 
is a good plan to get a sample test- 
ed at the nearest experimental sta- 
tion. Sometimes there is some 
simple thing lacking, like potash, or 
one of the rarer elements. In this 
case a special application of what 
is missing will really work wonders. 
--Canadian Seed Trade Association 
Won't Last Forever 

No matter how naturally rich a 
garden soil is, it will benefit from 
some applications of fertilizer, be- 
cause in this business, recreation, 
or whatever one likes to call it, fer- 
tilizer is like a tool, to be used in a 
varlety of ways. 

In the first place the gardener 
should understand that he is using 
his soil very intensively, very much 
more intensively in fact than does 
the farmer. In a small plot of 
ground a great many things are 
being grown and the same plot of 
soll is used over and over again, 
Secondly, the fertilizer is being used 
for several purposes, not just to feed 
particular yegetables, flowers or 
shrubbery, but to get bigger and 
better blooms, earlier vegetables, 
and in some cases to bring on 
growth or maturity quickly before 
frost or to get ahead of disease or 
insects. 

Mechanical Egg Breaker 

The Dominion Department of 
Agriculture has an interesting re- 
port on the first mechanical egg 
breaker to come to Canada, 

They say a creamery in Western 
Ontario is now trying out the egg

breaker, The creamery say it re- 
duces actual Jabor cost by about 
one third and increases the amount 
of the product obtained by a pound 
and a half per case of eggs hand- 
led.

While forecasts this early are bas- 
ed principally on the condition of 
winter wheat, winter varieties ac- 
count for a large percentage of the 
total wheat crop.

A Brampton Dairy man, B. H. 
Bull, has won three International 
awards for excellence and produc- 
tiveness in Jersey class cows. 

Three Brampton bred cows won 
first, second and fifth prizes in a 
poll conducted by the American Jer- 
sey bulletin. _ 

The first prize winner — Jester’s 
Royal Maid—has a yearly record 
of nearly 13 thousand pounds of 
milk and more than eight hundred 
pounds of fat. She has produced 
seven sons and three daughters — 
with one bull selling for 25-thous- 
and dollars. 

The second place winner, Bramp- 
ton Basiua, is the holder of the 
world’ championship for butter fat 
for Jersey Cows. She produces 19 
thousand pounds of fat a year. And 
incidentally Brampton Basiua was" 
the only cow to stay at Toronto's 
Royal York Hotel. 

GRASSLAND DAYS 

The Ontario Department of Ag- 
Ticulture says that “Grassland ‘ 
Days” will have a new feature this 
year.

He suggests that our two coun- 
tries should try to settle the lower 
American tariffs when they meet 
at Torquay, England this summer, 
CATTLE POPULATION 

World cattle numbers now exceed 
Jast year's estimate by seven mil- 
lion, This year’s figure of 271-mil- 
lion. head tops the 1936-1940 aver- 
age of approximately 28 million 
head. 

The world survey indicates that 
cattle numbers were increasing mo- 
derately on all continents — except 
in South America and Africa — 
where a decline {s noted, The lar- 
gest numerical gains were reported 
in North America, Asia Europe and 
the Soviet Union, 

There are Several Kinds 

There are two main classes of 
fertilizer, the “natural” type like 
well-rotted barnyard manure, com- 
post of rotted leaves, vegetables re- 
fuse, peat, etc,, and what are known 
as chemical fertilizers which one 
buys in bags or packages. The first 
are particularly valuable for putting 
humus or fibre into the soll, for op- 
ening up heavy clays and adding 
strength to sandy soil. If they are 
unobtainable one can depend on 
the chemical variety entirely, 
though if at all possible one should 
also add compost or dig in what 
is termed green manure. This is 
simply a cover crop of oats, rye or 
almost anything that Js green, The 
latter when well grown Is dug or 


plowed under and allowed to rot. 


> 


Of the chemical or commercial 
fertilizers, it is important to rea- 
lize that these contain three main 
essentials --nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash. These are usually 
shown by three figures with a dash 
between on the bag or package. As 
a Tule where green growth is the 
important thing as with grass and 
leafy vegetables then a fertilizer 
rich in nitrogen will be wanted. 
Where root growth is dominant, as 
with potatoes, carrots, beets, etc., 
then a formula heayy in potash 
would suit, As a general rule a 
fairly evenly balanced mixture is 
best for the average garden. 

-CHANGING AGRICULTURE 
by A. C. Robertson, Agricultural 

Economics, 0.A.C., Guelph 

Just a short time ago I had the 
experience of visiting seyeral farms 
—eight in all in a yery excellent 
midwestern Ontario county. These 
farms are all cooperating with us in 
our ‘farm management work and I 
Was impressed with the changes in 
farm operation that were being con- 
sidered by these better than aver- 
age farm operators. 

When I drove into one man’s yard 
he was working away at the con- 
struction of box recks for use in 
grass silage work. He told me he 
had thought of this change over for 
some time and figured that grass 
silage would provide him with im- 
proved roughage. Already the cem- 
ent for a new 14 by 40 foot silo was 
at the farm and a forage harvester 
had been purchased. Along with 
the old silo of 12 by 45 feet this 
farmer figures he will be able to 
ensil, enough grass for a herd of 
around 45 head of Holstein cattle. 
Of course he expects to cut a small 
amount of hay and save it in the 
old dry style for young cattle and 
calves. 

This change over in hay making 
represents a major innoyation for 
this farmer who made a farm in- 
come of $5998 in 1949 and who has 
consistently made money these past 
five years. 

Two other farmers who milk large 
herds of dairy cattle had the idea 
of changing over’ their tie barns 
to loafing pens and milking par- 
lour units. In the case of these two 
men they are still in the thinking 
stage—nothing drastic contemplated 
in th, immediate future. However, 
it is an idea that is catching on in 
some dairying districts on this con- 
tinent. They think they wil be 
able to provide cheaper barn room 
per cow, save time in milking, plus 
hours of care and get away, to some 
extent at least, from mastitis infec- 
tion. One chap said he would have 
fewer teat injuries due to trampl- 
ing. 

One of these same two chaps has 
a large machinery inventory 
somewhere in the neighbourhood of 
$14,000. He built this up these past 
few years when there was a demand 
for custom work in his particular 
district, Now he tells me that he 
sees the time coming when all the 
custom work he will be able to do 
will be a very small amount indeed 
and this past season he purchased 
more land with the idea of keeping 
his machinery operating — for the 
most part — on his own land. 

In one farm home I ‘toticed chat 
the farmer had purchased a steel 
filing cabinet and a typewriter. All 
his farm records—there were about 
ten loose leaf notebooks including 
the dairy herd produczion records, 
the breed records and so on--were 
in this cabinet and in such order 
that no difficulty was experlenced in 
looking up particular datn concern- 
ing any part of the farni business. 

These people are not content to 
move along in a well worn agricul- 
tural path, They question the wis- 
dom of doing work in the way it has 
been done for years if doing it that 
particular way seems to lose them 
money, They are constantly looking 
around to see what changes in farm 
operation will benefit their farms. 
stock and, in the final analysis, 
maintain their farm incomes at a 
relatively high level.

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More About Low Back Pain and 
Sciatica 


There are many thousands of 

men and women suffering with se- 
yere low back pain who could be 
relieved of pain and disability by 
use of a supporting brace, and in 
severe cases by operation. While 
most cases of low back pain and 
sciatica are caused by Infection, 
and can be relieved by the 
removal of this infection, and, 
there are a great number of people, 
who have hurt their back by a fall, 
misstep or a heayy life, It is in 
these cases, caused by injury, that 
physiclans and surgeons are find- 
ing the cause to be a “hernicated’”” 
or crushed disk, the cushion be- 
¢ween the bones of the spinal 
column. 
I write about this crushed disk of- 
ten because so many are suffering 
from this lowback pain and intense 
sciatica, taking treatment for rheu- 
matism when the removal of this 
crushed disk could give immediate 
relief from pain, and enable the 
patient to recover his strength of 
nerves and muscles. No one can 
realize what continued pain in back 
and leg can do to the nervous sys- 
tem. 

In the “Journal of Surgery,” 
Stockholm, Dr. S. Lindgren reports 
500 cases of ruptured intervertebral 
disks, in all except six of which 
he performed the operation of re- 
moving disk He states the aisual or 
typical case begins with lower back 
pain, often with sciatica. In an ef- 
fort to “lift or remove the pressure 
of the ruptured disk pressing on 
nerves of region,” the patient un- 
consciously “straightens” or lifts 
his back which straightens out the 
curye in small of back. In practi- 
cally all cases it is the disks (fourth 
and fifth lumbar) at the lower end 
of the spinal column that have been 
crushed. 

There was usually a prompt, dis- 
appearance of the symptom after 
operation, and nearly 90 per cent 
of the patients could be discharged 
from the hospital within three weeks 
“Righty one percent of the patients 
regarded the operation as bene- 
ficial and additional 16 per cent as 
somewhat beneficial.” 

After his experience with 500 
cases, in all of which except six he 
performed the operation, Dr. Lind- 
gren states that patients consider- 
ing a disk operation can be assured 
that there is an 80 to 90 per cent 
chance of cure and no danger that 
the condition will be worse. 

The Effects of Underfeeding 

At the time the “boyish” figure 
was popular with young women, 
Florenz Ziegfield was persuaded to 
use “slim” girls in his stage pro- 
ductions. After one year’s trial, he 
went back to his former type of 
girls; they had more curves, and 
curves were more attractive to 
audiences. 

However, it was not only audien- 
ce reaction that influenced him to 
return to the more girlish figures. 
The slim girls, because they had 
so greatly reduced their weight just 
at the time when Nature meant 
them to be at least of normal weight. 
or slightly over normal weight, suf- 
fered a loss of heatlh, loss of buoy- 
ancy of the body and lack of luster 
in the eyes. They lost their attrac- 
tiveness, Further, the attempt to 
acquire g boyish figure by losing 
weight was the cause of many cases 
of tuberculosis, our lung specialists 
Stating that they were fighting a 
winning battle against tuberculosis 
in every age group except teen-age 
and adult young women. 

That underfeeding is dangerous 
to the general health and particu- 
larly to some important glands is 
stated in an editorial in “The Jour- 
nal of the American Medical As- 
sociation,” The inyestigation of the 
effects of cutting down on the food 
intake, which decreases the energy 
of the body, has been golng on in 
various laboratories, because of 
widespread starvation in the world. 

Increase in body weight is pre- 
vented under these conditions but 
the bones --the body's foundation 
--continue to grow. Lack of food or 
cutting down greatly on the food 
intake affects the individual men- 
tally, physically and emotionally. 

A recent report of the influence 
of low calory intake (under-feed- 
ing) on the glands of the body 
shows that two groups of mice, one 
well fed and the other receiving only 
two-thirds as many calories, were 
examined for the activity of the 
adrenal glands, It was found that 
in order to prevent the damage 
done to health of the body by un- 
derfeeding, these glands became 
more actiye, produced more fight- 
ing juice, If of normal weight do 
not try to reduce. 

An Old But Successful Method of 
Treating Alcholism 


Now that alcoholism is regarded

as a disease due to some lack in the 
individual, a great many alcoholics 
are being helped by various methods 
of treatment. I write about Alco- 
holics Anonymous from time to 
time because the alcoholic recog- 
nizes that all his strongest attempts 
to use his will power have failed to 
cure him. As a member off Alco- 
holic Anonymous, he joins a group 
who are putting up a struggle and 
really want to be cured, By leaning 
on a Higher Power to be helped for 
just 24 hours at a time, the great 
majority are able to conquer their 
strong desire for alcohol. 

I have written before about the 
drug discoyered in Denmark, called 
Antabuse in America, which is 
helping many-alcoholics who wish 
to be cured, They show their strong 
desire to be cured by taking this 
drug, knowing that if they take 
alcohol also they will be desperately 
sick. 

Before the days of Alcoholics 
Anonymous and Antabuse the 
drugs commonly used in the treat- 
ment of alcoholism were atropine 
and apomorphine, which had the 
effect of causing nausea and vomit- 
ing at the thought, smell or taste 
of alcohol. 

In The Swiss Medical Journal, 
“Drs. G. de Morsier and F. Feld- 
man, Geneva, Switzerland, report 
the treatment of 240 patients with 
chronic alcoholism in the last two 
years by the use of apomorphine. 
Results are reported only for the 
first 100 patients of this series who 
have been under observation for-at 
least six months. Forty-seven per 
cent of the 250 patients were cured 
after one course of treatment. 

“The treatment is carried out as 
follows: after a complete physical 
examination the patient is placed 
by himself and givea alcoholic bey- 
trage to which he is accustomed, but 
no food. As soon as he begins to feel 


extar fine or unusually comfortable 
6 mg. of apomorphine is injected 
under the skin. This usually causes 
nausea and vomiting within a few 
minutes. When he feels better he 1s 
given more alcohol and two to four 
hours later is given 2 second in- 
jection of 6 mg of apomorphine. If 
he ocntinues to drink liquor he is 
given a third injection of apomor- 
phine, ; 

He is then given 4 mg, apomorphine 
every 2 hours day and night. When 


he does not want any more liquor 


the treatment {is stopped. A dose 
of 10 units of insulin is then in- 
jected and an hour later sweetened 
tea is give. This treatment is us- 
ually completed in 2 days. 

Red Blood Cell Paste Cures 

Chronic Leg Ulcers 

World War I taught physician 
and surgeons some new methods 
of treatment because there were 
50 Many cases to be treated, cared 
for and returned to duty in a short 
time, One of the stubborn ailments 
was chronic leg ulcers ;the soldier, 
sailor or flyer had to be off his 
feet a considerable time to enable 
the ulcer to heal. 

Until recently treatment of chro- 
nic or old leg ulcers has meant the 
tying off of large veins in groin and 
injecting the vein or yeins supply- 
ing the ulcer. Another method is 
the use of specially prepared chlor- 
ide of lime which has helped many 
old or chronic ulcers to heal. 

However, with the need of men 
in World War II to get their leg 
ulcers healed within a short time, 
medical officers adopted a method 
by which the red cells of the blood 
could be used in the form of-a paste 
and the results were very gratify- 
ing. 

In “The New York State Journal 
of Medicine,” Dr. William C. L. 
Drefenbach, Albany, states that in 
1943 it was first suggested that the 


: 
: ed by substances in the air then 


red cells of the blood( which cells 
carry oxygen to all parts of the 
body), usually discarded when 
processing blood to manufacture 
plasma for blood transfusion, be 
used in the healing of chronic leg 
ulcers, Group O cells are employed 
and can simply be made into a 
thick paste by the addition of hexy- 
lresorcenol and powdered traga- 
canth. It is then applied directly to 
the ulcer. It promoted healing in 
11 of 12 cases tried. 

Just why these red cells help to 
heal leg ulcers in such a short time 
is not fully known. However, this 
red cell paste provides proteins for 
nourishment to the part, serves as 
a protective covering, and provides 
a scaffold or support for the newly 
ingrowing small blood vessels and 
connective or binding tissue. Also 
the relief of pain is more dramatic 
than with other forms of treatment. 

Dr. Drefenbach states that while 
no “living” blood cells are present 
in the paste, there may be some 
specific element in concentrated 
form which causes this rapid heal- 
ing of old or chronic leg ulcers. 


Diet Which Shows If Food Allergy 
Is Present 

It is only in recent years that 
we are fully recognizing the truth 
of the old saying that “what is one. 
man’s meat is another man’s poi- 
son.” I am referring to allergy. We 
have known for years that urticaria 
(hives). followed the eating of 
strawberries, and that hay fever 
(pollen catarrh) followed the float- 
ing in the air-of ragweed pollen. 
From these two main facts (a) eat- 
ing certain foods caused hives and 
Stomach upsets, and (b) breathing 
in pollen in the air can cause symp- 
toms of hay fever --heaa colds, mm- 
ning nose, itching eyelids --and 
only food can cause hives and sto- 
mach upsets. In this idea were mis- 
taken, as pointed out by Drs. How- 
ard J. Lee and Theodore I. Squier, 
Milwaukee in “The Journal of the 
American Méedical Association.” 
Foods are important causes of al- 
lergic reactions as they provoke 
symptoms alone, or they may ag- 
gravate symptoms caused by brea- 
thing in pollen, dust, and other 
substances. However, it is easier to 


where foods are causing the re- 
actions. 

Both foods and the inhalants (sub- E 
stances floating in the air) can 
cause rhinitis (head colds), asthma 
hives and other head, nose and eye 
symptoms, and also stomach and 
intestinal upsets. 

In addition, less commonly recog- 
nized symptoms such as tiredness 
and headache, which occur regu- 
larly from inhaling certain sub- 
stances, can be caused also by foods. 

Food allergy may occur at any 
age but it is seen more frequently 
in children, and adults who suffer- 
ed with food allergy as children of- 
ten outgrow food allergy. 

Another strange fact about food 
allergy is that a very small amount 
of the food may cause severe aller- 
gic symptoms. 

Drs. Lee and Squier use what 
they call provocative diet, eating 
nothing but the foods that most 


detect the allergic reactions caus-

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Japan Is Asia’s One Bright 


Spot For Pacific Stabilit 


By JOHN STROHM ; 
NEA Special Correspondent 

Tokyo — (NEA) — Japan is the 
brightest spot ‘today in all Asia. 

Coming here from countries like 
India, Pakistan, Siam, Indonesia 
and Indo-China, the traveller is 
struck by two facts: 

The Japanese work harder, long- 
er and more efficiently than any 
other Asiatics except the Chinese. 

Compared with the blacksmith 
shop industry found in most South- 
east Asia, the well-developed indus- 
trial machin, here makes Japan 
look like the America of the Pac- 
ific. 

From General MacArthur on 
down, I heard the conviction that 
this country, headed at last down 
a truly democratic course, can be 
relied upon to harness its industrial 
Power to Southeast Asia’s economy 
and put the entire region on a self- 
supporting plane. 

After an hour-long interview with 
MacArthur, I came away with the 
impression that Japan can be a 
great force for peace and stability 
in the Pacific. 

Japan's pre-war “co-prosperity 
sphere for Asia" had the same an- 
nounced goal of a _ closely-knil 
southeastern economy. It would 
have been sound, the general be- 
lieves, had it been operated as a 
two-way street instead of a one- 
Way route serving Japan's power- 
mad military leaders. 

The link is a natural one. Japan 
must import raw materials and a 
fourth of its food. Southeast Asia 
can supply these wants in return 
for machinery and factory prod- 
ucts it sorely needs to achleye a 
tore stable life.

| plan is practical; {t's already work- 
!ing on a limited scale. Japan has

there's a necessary prelude to full- 
blown trading between Japan and 
the others, First, the Communists’ 
advance into the Southeast must be 
broken, Only when the Reds are 
stopped can the region be free to 
pour all its energies into recovery. 

Weaving Japan into the south- 
eastern economic fabrics has this 
Promising angle for us, too: it would 
take a billion-dollar load off the 
U.S, taxpayer's back. Last year Ja- 
pan csot us half a billion, and we 
loaned Indonesia $100,000,000, Now 
Burma wants $50,090,000 for “ gen- 
eral rehabilitation.”) 

Japan's industrial comeback ds 
deeper than mere economics. rT 
found a complete about-face in at- 
titud, as compared with the bel- 
igerence I noted on a trip just be- 
fore the war. Then arrogant Jap 
soldiers followed me around; twice 
I was arrested as I walked through 
rural areas with my camera, 

This time an American officer 
who has lived there four years told 
me “Even if we were to leave here 
tomorrow, I'm convinced Japan 
would never turn back from the 
democratic road she’s following 
now.” 

T asked the mayor of a small vil- 
lage north of Tokyo how he was el- 
ected, “I campaigned for a demo- 
cratic Japan,” re replied, “I promis_ 
ed the people ‘I'll be your servant, 
not your master.’ ’” 

One observer told me: 

“Like all Orientals, the Japanese 
despise a loser, and admire a win- 
ned. So they were prepared to ex- 
amine the U.S., to see what made 
us tick, how we came to win. We 
have opened to them a yast vista 
of decency and justice, a better way 
of life.” 

In contrast, Communism is los- 
ing ground in Japan today. Mos- 
cow has ordered. Jap Reds to forget 
about trying to take over the gov- 
ernment legally, to work instead to 
influence “front” groups with the 
aim of getting the U.S. Army oul of 
the country. 

MacArthur has proposed that the 
Communist Party be banned, and 
Japanese reaction was reported fa- 
vorable. 

An official in MacArthur's com- 
mand told me: “If the Japs agree 
on any one thing, it's their hatred 
and fear of Russia, They recoll from 
ihe doctrine of Communism.” 

MacArthur himself believes the 
Japanese are now the world's great- 
est pacifists. In another war they 
want neutrality. Victims of ¢he first 
atomic bombs and of fire raids that 
killed 76,000 in o single night, they 
know war at its worst. 

The Japanese have enough to do 
jus, keeping alive. Some 82,000,000 
are crammed into islands less than 
the size of California, which has 
10,000,000. Jap population climbs 
a million and a half a year, 

Only 16 per cent of the land can 
be farmed. The Japanese hand-till 
the soll to get the las, possible ounce 
of food. Their 75-bushel-per-acre 
rice yields are the world’s highest. 
They sometimes cultivate patches 
no bigger than a handerchlef. And 
men even carry soil on their backs 
up steep mountainsides, to create 
terraced plots on rocky cliffs.

With all this labor Japan still 
can produce only three-fourth of 
the food it needs, Since the war 
the U.S. has shipped in more than 
$1,000,000,000,000 worth. The Am- 
erican taxpayer must dig down to 
Pay a $160,000,000 food bill ¢his year. 

That's why the American officials 
T talked to here are so hopeful Jap- 
an can tap Southeast Asia for its 
foodstuffs. 

Some of the cheerful signs called 
to my notice: 

A $90,000,000 barter with Sinm, 
the latter getting railroad cars and 
machinery in return for 300,000 tons 
of rice, soybeans and sesame seed; 
$60,000,000 deal with India, swap- 
ping Jap machinery and manufac- 
tured goods for Indian cotton, jute, 
oll seeds and iron ore; and a $20,- 
000,000 Pakistant trade of hemp, 
Jute, wool and hides for Japanese 
cotton textiles, knitting machin- 
ery, bicycles and chemicals, 

Right now India ts looking for 
160 Japanese technical experts in 
such fields as engineering, textiles 
and glass manufacture. Tt has 
Hired other specialists to help ad- 
vance its own industrial growth. 

A few enthusiasts even suggested 
to me that Japan some day might 
have a sort of Point Four program 
of Its own for development of back- 
ward lands. Japan grows four or

five times as much rice per acre as 
do Burma, Siam and Indo-China, A 
Jap farm expert said: “We could 
help these nations boos, their pro= 
duction with fertilizer, farm mach= 
inery and know-how.” 


Bul Japan's path to a key role in 
Southeast Asin won't be flower= 
strewn. Asiatics who fel, the heel 
of the Japanese army don't forgeb 
quickly. The Japs left a trail of hate 
through many lands. A Dutch 
importer who was tled by his ,humbs 
in a Jap prison camp while a fire 
was set under his feet, bitterly pro- 
tests “Japanese economic penctra- 
tion of Indonesia.” 

Neither the Dutch nor the Brit= 
ish and French can be expected to 
take too kindly to the idea of the 
former Jap enemy taking over mar- 
kets In southeastern nations that 
have been good customers for tho 
West. 

Yet it's the United States which’ 
must pay th, freight if these coun= 
tries don't get onto a self-supporte 
ing basis. And top American au- 
thorities here make it plain they 
believe Japan is the motive force 
that can put Southeast Asia in bus- 
iness for Itself,

TOO MANY PEOPLE WRITE TOO MUCH 
ABOUT THINGS OF WHICH THEY 
KNOW TOO LITTLE 

The current craze on the part of some people to 
write at length on subjects about which they are ob- 
yiously ill-informed is deplorable but no less~so than 
the fact that so many publishers allow the material 
to reach the reading public. Reference is made’ par- 
ticularly to articles written by laymen on medicine, 
psychiatry and allied topics, coming under the general 
heading of health. 

A few months ago an all-out drive was made to 
take the crime comic book off the-market but, much 
as this may have been needed, it is doubtful if it should 
have preceded a general weeding out of some of the 
literary tripe that is reaching readers under the guise 
of respectability and even authenticity. 

It was written by someone, once, that “ a little 
knowledge is dangerous” and nowhere could this be 
more aptly applied than to matters of physical and 
mental health, Much harm can be done by the publi- 
cation of half-truths on these matters and that is 
exactly what is happening with the appearance of 
many articles recently which, as it developed, had no 
basis in fact. An excellent example of this is found 
in the numerous articles which have been written on 
the antihistamine drugs... . the lay presentation of 
which has resulted in complete confusion in the minds 
of the public. 

However, since there is very little likelihood that 
such material will ever be banned from our news- 
stands, the best advice for us all seems to be “to take 
it all with a grain of salt.” And remember that like 
the street car “there'll be another along in a few 
minutes." 


Others Say 


THE DEATH OF THE MIND 

The divinity professor at McGill, Dr. Douglas Wil-’ 
fon, said something which needs to be remembered 
at a graduation of students from Stanstead College 
last week. This is the nub of his speech: 

“On graduation from Schoo! or ‘university many 
young people like you have been able to read and 
understand philosophy, understand a serious novel or 
the meaning of a poem. But then they let their minds 
die or deteriorate and today all they read is Popeye. 

“The most fatal mistake you can make is to be- 
lieve that tonight means the cessation of mental work 
and study. Don’t point to any degree you have’ ac- 
quired and claim, 25 years from now, that you are 
educated if you have allowed your mind to die in the 
meantime.” 

Dead or dying minds are a nuisance and a danger, 
wherever they are found, but they are most dangerous 
in those who have university degrees and who are, 
for that reason, considered to have better powers of 
reason and a better degree of cultivation than most 
people. To keep the mind active, and to improve its 
scope, is not easy work. The pursuit of a profession 
or a business it not in itself enough to achieve that 
end. The best university training can do no more 
than teach a man to use what wits it has pleased God 
to give him; if he does not choose to use his wits the 
university polish is quickly rusted away.

Senate reform was debated on 
Tuesday May 23rd, on motion of 
the Honorable George Drew (sec- 
onded by John Diefenbaker) that 
a joint committee of the House 
of Commons and the Senate be 
appointed to gather data and in- 
formation and present a brief to 
the Dominiona!

Gardening 

Women are doing a lot of garden- 
ing these days. And G. R. Snyder 
‘of the Agricultural Chemicals Di- 
vision of the Canadian Industries 
Limited says they're quicker than 
men to catch on the benefits of put- 
‘ting science to work for them. 

Here are a few things to remem- 
ber when planning your garden. 

Plan your planting schedule ac- 
cording to the crops reaction to the 
weather. That is, such crops as let- 
ituce, radish, beets, peas, carrots 
and spinach, which are not easily 
harmed by frost, should be planted 
as soon as the ground is free from 
frost and dry enough to work. 

Beans, corn, cucumbers, squash 
and pumpkins, which aren’t quite so 
hardy, should not be planted until 
all danger of frost. is past...and 
many part of Canada that means 
not before May 24th. 

Tomato plants for instance should 
not be put out until June first. When 
transplanting get the job done in 
the late afternoon or early evening, 
Then the plant has a chance to 
recover before the full heat of the 
day. 

Snyder says seeds should be dis- 
infected before they are planted to 
protect them against damping-off 
and various types of seed-born dil- 
seases. He says this can be done 
easily by putting a pinch of fungi- 
cide into hte seed packet, shaking 
{t up and leaving it closed for 24 
hours. These are just a few alds to 
gardening which Snyder feels may

6.01 Each player of the offensive 
team shall bat IN THE ORDER 
that his name appears in HIS

6.02 The BATTER’S LEGAL POSI- 

TION shall be with both feet with- 
in the batter's box. 
6.05 A BATTER IS OUT WHEN — 
(a) His fair or four balls (other than 
a foul tip) is legally caught by a 
fielder; 

(b) a third strike is legally caught 
by the catcher; 
(c) He bunts foul 
strike; 

(d) A third stfike is not caught by 
the catcher; provided there is a 
runner on firs; base and not more 
than one is out;

The 
warehous, was a frame structure, 
150 by 30 feet. 

Provincial police blocked off the 
area as hundreds of spectators ap- 
proached the scene. The warehouse 
fire was beyond control once the 
drums exploded and firemen concen- 
trated on saving the huge storage 
tanks, 

A preliminary estimate set dam- 
age at 150-thousand dollars.

Motor accidents are on the in- 
crease in this area, according 
figures released by the Accident and 
Statistical Division of the Motor 
Vehicles Branch in Toronto.

The Proyince, as a whole, shows 
an upswing in accidents of 34.5 per 
cent during the first three months 
of 1950, This area’s increase was 
39.9 per cent, or 228 accidents in 
1949 and 319 in 1950. There were 
six other areas where increases lar- 
ger than the general provincial in- 
crease are noted, and not a single 
area shows a decline from the 1950) 
figures. The Kenora, Patricia and 
Rainy River zone shows exactly the 
Same number of mishaps in 1949 
and 1950, a provincial low of 88. 

While the total number of acci- 
dents soared, the number of fatal 
accidents declined by 18.1 pr cent. 
And increase of 22.4 per cent is 
noted in the number of persons in- 
jured. The largest number of per- 
sons killed or injured were between 
the ages of 15 and and 35 years, and 
‘the greatest majority of accidents 
occurred in broad daylight. Icy sur- 
faces accounted for most accidents 
during the early months of the 
year.

Col. Stoopnagle 
Dead At 52 


Frederick Chase Taylor --known 
to radio millions as the famous 
Colonel Stoopnagle --is dead. 

Death came to the expert mimic 
and ad-libber late Monday after= 
noon at the New England Baptist 
Hospital in Boston.

250,000 gallons of water every. 
twenty-four hours escaped from 
the biggest leak ever located by the 
superintendent of the Lindsay Wa- 
ter Commission, This huge wastage 
appeared on the meter in the pump- 
house but had the men of fthe 
Water Commission baffled for some 
{ime, and touched off the town's 
greatest otill hunts for escaping 
water. Mr. Reynolds says that the 
discovery of the ‘location of the 
Jenk was’ hastened: by overhearing 
two neighbours discussing what 
could be causing the unusual roar- 
ing in their basements. Sounding 
the hydrant, about a block away, 
the men learned that water was 
escaping from that main, An in- 
vestigation of the storm-sewer re- 
vealed that it was carrying an un- 
usual amount of water for that 
time of the year, Finally a spot 
was found on the pavement where 
the leak could be actually felt, Ex- 
cayation began and it was learned 
that the water main had sagged and 
broken and the water was rushing 
into the storm-sewer and getting 
away, 

When asked if the electric leak 
detector was used in locating this 
mammoth leak, Mr, Reynolds, stated 
that it was not and that as far as 
he was concerned the detector 
would probably have located prac- 
tically anything else but the leak. 
He stressed that he was only speak- 
ing about the device owned by the 
town and would not wish to con- 
demn all such detectors in general, 
Several municipalities have report- 
ed excellent ‘service and would 
“swear by them”, 


The electric leak detector In ques- 
tion {1s a device housed in a wood- 
en case about the size of a travelling 
bag and powered by a dry-cell bat- 
tery. A little metal four-legged 
table 1s placed over the spot where 
a leak is supposed to be and a set 
of ear-phones, connected to the as- 
sembly, are used to listen for any 
sound of escaping water, It will 
also pick up any other sounds that, 
may originate in the vicinity, such 
‘as tramping feet half a block away, 
passing cars or sewer noises, There-~ 
fore the only time the detector can 
be used Js in the dead of the night 
when there! is absolutely no out- 
side interference. Then says Mr. 
Reynolds, one can make some ay- 


‘| ful blunders and set men to, work 


digging up some non-existant leak 


‘| Unfortunately, the device can only 


detect leaks providing it 1s set up 
directly over the leak. This would 
require a great deal of work if the 
operator had to find a leak in a 
‘thousand feet of pipe. 

Mr. Reynolds states that q much 
older and more rellable instrument 
js used’ to detect leaks. This device, 
which he calls a sonophone, is a 
simple little amplifier which works 
on the same principle as is used by 
a child when ho’ ties a string to 0 
fork ‘and hold the two ends in his’ 
ears while someone strikes the fork. 
It consists of an earphone attached 
to a rod which is placed against a 
hydrant or some other part of the 
water Mne and the operator’ ‘can 
hear the escaping water. 

A leak js firet noticed on the 
meter Jn the pump-house, If there 
{s\a sudden jump !n gallonige, no 
great alarm arises because tt may 
be that some heavy consumer has 
caused the increase. If the heavy 
usage persists for more than a day. 
these large consumers are consulted 
to learn if they have put the except. 
jonal drainage on the supply. If 
such {s not the case, regular leaks 
are checked to see if they have 
assumed greater proportions, Then 
the storm sewers are inspected and 
if agewer {8 carrying a big quantity 
of water when {t should normally 
be dry, the hydrants in the area 
fre sounded with the sonophone 
and if the leak is in that area, the 
operator can hear it, 

Another’ Interesting instrument 
in the office of the Water Commis- 
sion, 4s the Pressure Recording 
Gauge.’ A ‘paper disc on the faco 
of the’ gauge makes one complete 
reyolution in twenty-four hours.and 
an arm records by menns of a red 
Ine the pressure at all times, When 
the pump stops or when a hydrant 
{s opened the change in pressure 
‘Is recorded by a fluctuation on the 
disc, By means of this Gauge 
thé Superintendent can ascertain 
when the pumps stop, when the 
filters are cleaned, and when fires 
occur.

Beef Prices 
Draw Beefs 


In the weekly report of the On- 
tario Department of Agriculture, it 
1s noted that in Victoria County, 
increased prices are being asked 
for grade dairy cows. This is at- 
tributed to the very high price 
being pald for beef cattle at pre- 
sent, 

How these high prices are reflec- 
ted to the domestic consumer of 
beef fs illustrated by the price tags 
on beef in Lindsay butcher shops. 
The lowly hamburger, usually com- 
posed of beef cuttings, is now sold 
in some shops at 52c per pound, 
and the same price is asked for 
stewing beef. Those with less ple- 
beian tastes will find sirloin steak 
lagged from 83c to 85c a pound. 
T-bone steaks are 85c a pound. 

Butchers say there is plenty of 
“beefing” about beef prices. 

Eggs, on the other hand, are 
priced fairly reasonably at present, 
and those housewives who find the 
food budget will not stand too 
much high-priced beef are using 
eggs as a substitute. Prices ranged 
from 30c to 45e per dozen on the 
Lindsay Market last Saturday,

White-hatred, keon-eyed Sam 
Kennedy, Iowa's biggest onion and 


potato grower; last week finished 
a distasteful task. Across a 40-acre 


field on his farm near Clear Lake, 
Farmer Kennedy dumped 30 car- 
loads of red and yellow globe onions, 


He put. them there to rot. Like many 
another grower, Kennedy had been 
caught when onion prices, unsup- 
ported by Government props, col- 
lapsed a fortnight ago, 


But Kennedy, who could have 
sold the onions for $90,000 six 
months ago, did not weep over his 
loss; nor did he yell for price sup- 
port. He is opposed to price supports 
of any kind, With a self-reliance 
that would shock many a Farm 
Bloc Congressman, Republican Ken- 
nedy asked last week: “Why should 
any one group pay another group 
support prices or anything else? It 
always makes me tired to hear of 
the Government doing this or that, 
The Government don't have any 
money unless it takes {t away from 
you or me first.” 

Kennedy had made a mistake in 
onions. Six months ago, when on- 
ions were bringing $5 per 50-lb. bag 
wholesale in Chicago, he thought 
prices would go higher and held on 
to his crop. When prices began to 
tumble instead, Kennedy sold two- 
thirds of his onions, making just 
about enough to break even on the 
whole crop. A fortnight ago, when 
prices sank to under 50 cents a bag 
(Time, April 3), less than it would 
cost him to ship them to market, 
Kennedy had no choice but to des- 
troy the remainder of fhis crop. 
Sald he: “You might fust as well 
take it when you get in a jam like 
this,” : 

Sam Kennedy, who also raised 6, 
5000,000 pounds of potatoes last year, 
admited that he had made money 
from the potato support program. 
But he did not like that program 
either, “A lot of these crops,” said 
he, “aren't grown for the market 
at all, but just for the support price 
I belieye in g free economy, and 
political contro} is not a free econo_ 
my, and political control is not a

In fact, Ray Simpson, the game 
warden at Bobcaygeon, is one of 
the busiest men in town. Since 
the fishing season opened about two 
weeks ago Mr. Simpson has been 
kept busy checking up on fisher- 
men in the Bobcaygeon-Buckhorn 
district. 

Within a few days charges will 

be laid against 28 fishermen for 
keeping undersize fish or catching 
more than allowed. The limit for 
trout is five per day per man. 
A road-block was set up Wednes- 
day by Mr. Simpson on the Old Ore- 
gon Trail, north-east of Bobcay- 
geon. Thirty lake trout were seized 
from one car by the game warden 
and charges are pending against: 
three Peterborough men.

New Radio 
Station For 
Fire Rangers 


Toronto -Up to May 15th of this 
year, 89 forest fires had occurred 
in the Proyince according to T. E. 
Mackey, Chief of the Division of 
Forest Protection. Five of the fires 
were caused by broken transmission 
lines resulting in flash fires, Dur- 
ing a portion of the period in which 
fires were active the Department 
made use of the hydro-electric heli- 
copter for patrol purpose, 

Three new medium waye radio 
stations haye been put into operat- 
ion this year. One will serve the 
new districy at White River; the 
others have been placed at Tweed 
in the Quinte District and Minden 
in the Trent District . 

All lookout towers in Southern 
Ontario as far north as ice condit- 
ions will permit have now been 
Manned and are in operation for 
the season. In addition to manning 
lookouts as travel conditions permit, 
the field staff of the respective fire 
districts are presently engaged in 
the construction of 50 new steel 
lookout towers. The Department is 
looking forward to having these 


in operation during the present 
season, 


A large barn on the farm of Ran- 
dolph Junkin, three miles southeast 
of Fenelon Falls, was completely 
gutted by fire of unknown origin 
early Sunday morning. 

Lost in the blaze, which could be 
seen from Dunsford across the lake, 
were 11 head of cattle, including a 
valuable Hereford bull, and_ five 
other purebred cattle. A new mow- 
er, cultivator, seeder, two wagons, 
three sets of sleighs, an electric 
separator, a horse rake and several 
other pieces of equipment were des- 
troyed along with 1,000 feet of lum- 
ber stored in the barn, Total loss 
is estimated at over $10,000. The 
barn and contents were partly coy- 
ered by insurance, 

“First noticed by Jack Junkin, a 
son, the fire had gained consider- 
able headway near the top of the 
barn when discovered. Running from 
the house Jack managed to save a 
truck parked near the burning 
structure. Although on fire the 
truck was driven away and the

Coboconk (PNS)--The site of an 
ancient Huron village, thought by 
three University of Toronto arche- 
ologists to date back to the year 
1400, was determined last week near 
Coboconk. The location of the yil- 
Jage 1s Indian Point, jutting out into 
Balsam Lake, on the property of 
Charles Shield. 

Interest in the Point, long said to 
have been an Indian camping 
ground, increased when the ar- 
chaeologists arrived in the village. 
With the aid of maps they had no 
difficulty in discovering the site of 
the settlement, which they estimat- 
ed been established 400 years’ be- 
fore Champlain set foot there on his 
exploration expedition. 

Mr. Emerson, one of the Univyer- 
sity party, expressed the hope that 
they would be able to set up camp 
near the site, to house students 
from the University who would help 
with excavations. They plan to 
commence this work about the 
middle of June. 

Odd relics of Indian lore haye 
been discovered on the point from 
time to time, and the residents of 
the yillage and community are look. 
ing forward with mounting interest, 
and conjecturing as to just what 
Will be unearthed where once stood 
a village of an ancient Huron tribe. 
Moore's Hill, just north of Cobo- 
conk, and now the property of Mr. 
Bert Smith, has been referred to as 
the battlefield of the Indians, who 
are thought to have fought there on 
many occasions. Another ancient 
Indian encampment site is located 
in the Rumney Settlement, where 
Indian pipes and other relics haye 
been found from time to time,

SAFETY DEVICES NEEDED FOR 
SCAFFOLD WORKERS 

There haye been several reports this year, as in 
years past, of workmen being injured in falls from 
scaffolds. The prevalence of accidents of this type 
naturally leads to speculation as to whether or not 
every possible safety device is being utilized to make 
scaffold work safer. 

Window cleaners, for example have perfectly sound 
footing under them as they go to work on window 
ledges high above the street but they do not depend 
entirely on their footing for protecton—they wear safe- 
ty belts. Of course working on a scaffold is a some- 
what different proposition but the element of danger 
is still present although perhaps not on as great a 
scale: 

In the case of scaffold work it would seem feas- : 
jble that a rope guard could be strung from end to 
end of the scaffold at about four feet above the plank- 
ing and anchored to supporting guys. This would 
provide something for a workman to grab hold of 
in the event that he was thrown off balance. 

Accidents can occur even when all precautions are 
taken but their frequency is not apt to be as marked. 
Perhaps some one has a better idea for protecting 
scaffold workers and if they have it would be a good 
plan to make it known through the press. 


YES, WHY? 

Some interesting comment on Canada’s national 
anthem (s) has come from the pen of a contempor- 
ary who puts forward good reasons why “The Maple 
Leaf” is preferable to “O Canada” as a national hymn. 
The Peterborough Examiner in a Wednesday editorial 
notes that: 

“'& good deal of emphasis is being placed on O 
Canada these days; we hear it more often at public 
gatherings than we did a few years ago, and we read 
that in future it will be used to accompany official 
salutes by the Royal Canadian Navy.” 

It continues: 

“We haye expressed our views about O Canada 
in these columns on several occasions. It is a pretty 
good tune, reminiscent of several others, including a 
chorus from Mozart’s Magic Flute; it is a little too 
long for frequent public performance, and it provides 
no convenient half-way stopping place, as does God 
Save The King; its middle section is a rather character- 
less bit of rum-tum-tum; it ends up with a really good 
flourish. But like The Star Spangled Bann&r (a much 
better tune, by the way) it has one grave fault—it is 
hard for most people to sing.” : 

“Tf we are going to emphasize our national airs, 
why not forget about one which is musically better 
than O Canada, and markedly more cheerful in spirit? 
We refer to The Maple Leaf. It has been neglected 
during recent years, but its first verse lingers in mem- 
ory— 

In days of yore the hero Wolfe 

Britain’s glory did maintain 

And planted firm Britannia’s flag 

On Canada’s fair domain: 

Here may it wave, our boast, our pride, 

And, join’d in love together, = 

The Lily, Shamrock, Rose entwine 

The Maple Leaf forever!” 


SUPER HIGHWAYS ARE NOT INTERESTING 

Every time a new highway, especially one of the 
s0-called super highways, is built there is much ado 
about the great advantage it will be to traffic. We 
are told that it will cut down driving time between one 
point and another, that there are lanes for 
the fast drivers and lanes for those who do not 
not like to travel so fast, and so forth. However, we 
are not told that every time one of these super high- 
ways goes through a little more of the sheer joy of 
motoring is taken away and it becomes an intense 
occupation. The relaxation which can come of a leis- 
urely trip across country is no more. In its place is 
tension and anxiety—a sort of unreasoning desire to 
get somewher and get there in a hurry for no appar- 
ent reason at all. 

It is frequently contended that modern highways 
are absolutely essential to an expanding tourist trade 
and that if we fail to provide them this industry will 
suffer. This contention is true only up to a point but 
that is all. The tourist likes good, passable roads but 
he is going to find it mighty monotonous making trips 
to touristland on super highways streamlined to such 
an extent that much of the natural beauty to be en- 
countered along the way is erased. There is still 
a great deal to be said in favour of preserving the 
scenic attractions of traffic lanes which criss-cross the 
province. There is something far more satisfying to 
be found travelling a road which is not too streamlined. 
Of course there are extremes in either direction and 
from the too rugged roads of a couple of decades ago 
we seem to be swinging too much in the opposite 
direction. 

In the Interests of tourism and enjoyable motoring 
we should aim at a happy medium in road construc- 
tion. A road which makes travelling comfort without 
creating monotony or inviting excessive speed. 


SAFETY IN OUR STREETS 

The decision of police officials in Lindsay to take 
action to promote greater safety on our streets is a 
commendable one and deserving of the support of all 
citizens, It is a move which has long been needed 
and which has been urged by a representative number 
of citizens, 

There has been no doubt in the mind of anyone 
who has observed traffic on streets other than Lind- 
say’s main thoroughfare, that there would have to be 
a day of reckoning for many motorists who drove 
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without proper regard for the safety of pedestrians, 
—particularly children. It is nothing short of a mir- 
acle that many Lindsay children have thus far been 
spared misadventure in the streets of the town. Of 
course, no one would contend that all the blame rests 
with the motorists .... everyone has seen instances 
where children took daring risks while at play in the 
street. However, children being what they are... . 
largely happy, thoughtless and carefree, especially 
while at play .... it is necessary that they be given 
special consideration, We who are able to do some- 
thing to keep them happy and free from injury should 
be pleased to make this contribution to the welfare 
of the community. 4 

In the interests of safety in our streéts motorists 
should endeavour to drive carefully at all times. Like- 
wise parents should make every attempt to keep their 
children off the street and encourage them to play in 
safe places. ~ 


THE REAL MISSION 
OF NEWSPAPERS — 

The late President F. D. Roosevelt once expressed 
his intention of publishing a newspaper which would 
not have any editorial columns. He said he would 
print only news and that given the facts the reading 
public would form their own opinions in the light of 
the facts as they saw them. He neyer realized this 
ambition but it would have been interesting to have 
noted the reaction to such a policy. 

Without taking issue with the wisdom or other- 
wise of such a plan, one cannot help, but feel that 
many of the nation’s newspapers are overly-concerned 
with interpreting the news and insufficiently concerned 
with presenting the news. And, we might add, with 
type of news they present. 

The real mission of the newspaper should, of course, 
be to keep the public informed on matters of topical 
interest However, there are many items of news which 
would be better left out of print. And, by the same 
token there are many items of news which are never 
printed which could be of infinite value in educating 
and enlightening the public. 

There is a great need today for more of the better 
quality of news and less of the sordid or sensational 
items which are currently in®popular demand. What 
people read has a profound effect on what they are 
or become. When this fact is impressed on the minds 
of newspapermen everywhere the press will come into 
a new era of respect and the reading public will bene- 
fit immeasurably by the higher ideals which will goy- 
ern the presentation of the news.

OUTBOARD BOATING MANNERS , 

Each summer a rather large part of the population 
of North America lines up in two opposing ranks — 
those who like and operate outboard motors, and those 
who deplore the noise they make. The vacationing 
population will no doubt continue to line up in this 
manner until manufacturers muffle their motors, and 
outboard enthusiasts improve their motor boating 
manners, 3 

Some opponents of outboards in Canada and in 
the U.S. have spent time and energy on persistent ef- 
forts to have the motors outlawed, licensed or regulated. 
In nearly all such instances of protests, petitions and 
pressures they have argued that outboards are bad 
for fish and fishing. 

Among the charges made against outboards have 
been these: That they disrupt the spawning beds of 
game fish both by propeller action in shallow water 
and by.waye action from the swift, small boats; dam- 
age to the health of the fish by carbon monoxide from ~ 


the underwater exhaust; reduction in the amount of  - 
fish food, partly because of propeller action but mostly 
because of spilled gasoline and lubricating oil; and— ¥ 


most serious of all—inhibition of the fish’s desire to 
bite the fisherman’s lure. 

Last summer, in a series of carefully controlled 
experiments, University of Michigan fish experts put 
all these charges to scientific test. The result, recently 
announced after months of work on data gathered dur- 
ing the summer: the operation of outboard motors has 
no significant effect upon fish, fish spawn, fish food, 
or fishing. . 

That means the lawmakers will not do anything 
about outboards. Outboard motors are good and essen- 
tial in many of their uses; but their makers and sellers 
might well consider a public campaign designed to 
help some users mend their manners. The old timers 
who fish from row boats or canoes

REST — AN INVESTMENT 

Nothing could be farther from the truth than to 
say that sleep is a loss of time. Sleep is the most im- 
portant factor in our daily lives. During sleep, the 
body recuperates from the day’s hardships; nervous 
tension disappears thereby inducing relaxation; during 
sleep, the heart works at a minimum. Such complete 
rest increases resistance to fatigue and disease and 
enables a better use of all faculties. 

Some adults have died relatively young who would 
have enjoyed a much longer life span had they given 
proper attention to the importance of rest. Others may 
have failed in business or home duties because of a 
bad temper, or because of jumpy nerves, because they 
tired easily. Lowered resistance due to overwork and 
lack of sufficient sleep very often predisposes to coltls. 
Such troubles could well be avoided by taking mor 
rest. i 5 

The average person requires a minimum of § hours 
sleep every night. For young children an average of 
12 to 14 hours is suggested; for adolescents, it should 
be at least 9 or 10 if at all possible. 

Unfortunately some people find that they cannot 
sleep the required number of hours because they suf- 
fer from insomnia. Among the principal causes of 
insomnia are anxiety, and often it is simply a matter 
of fear of not being able to sleep. In such instances, 
many resort to sleeping pills, a practice which leads 
to complete slavery. 

Should one become conscious of insomnia, or be 
an habitual user of sleeping pills, it will take a bit of 
will-power to regain control and learn to relax once 
again without artificial aids. Confidence in being able 
to sleep will return and it will become a matter of auto- 
suggestion. 

Sleep is a normal process and essential to a long 
active life. If you continue to be troubled with sleep- 
less nights, consult your physician who will help you 
to ne the underlying cause—Bowmanyille Statesman

what the difference is between 
good, choice and fancy --and per- 
sonally try the difference, Keep up 
with the current food situation, 
Listen to the radio and watch the 
newspaper for food information and 
market reports. 
Buy foods that are plentiful --- 
such as vegetables and fruits in 
season when they axe most reason- 
ably priced. Don’t buy more food 
than you can store nad make sure 
you get good value and need what 
you buy, Prepare and cook food 
carefully using relinble recipes and 
measuring all ingredients accurate- 
ly with standard measuring cups 
and spoons and also learn how to 
make good use of left-overs.

TURKEY RECIPE 

Turkey combines with noodles in 
this main-dish recipe from the De- 
partment of Argiculture; To serve 
elght, you'll need’ one-fourth cup of 
finely minced onfon, three cups of 
medium sauce, three cups of cooked 
noodles, one-half cup of cooked or 
canned peas, two cups of diced tur- 
key, one-half cup of grated cheese, 
and crumbs mixed with fat. 

Add the onion to the sauce. And, 
in turn, place layers of noodles, peas, 
turkey, cheese and sauce in a greas- 
ed baking dish. Sprinkle crumbs 
over the top. Brown {n a moder- 
ately hot oven—400 degrees— about 
20 minutes or until the salice starts 
to bubble through the crumbs. The 
sauce is made with two tablespoons 
of fat, two tablespoons of flour, one 
cup of turkey broth or other suit- 
able liquid, and one-fourth teaspoon 
of salt. 

Melt the fat, blend in the flour, 
add the Uquid and salt, and cook 
over a low heat until thickened. 


HOUSEHOLD HINT 

Here is today’s household hint: 

Fresh cherries are seeded easily 
by this method. Remove the eraser 
from a metal-tip lead pencil, leav- 
ing a sharp instrument just the 
right size for pushing cherry seeds 
out and leaving the fruit plump and 
whole.

Early Electric Shock Treatment 
In Cases of Grief and Anxiety 

T have written several times about 
the operation prefrontal lobotomy— 
cutting certain neryes in the brain 
to give relief from deep grief and 


Panxiety, When this operation was 
first performed a few years ago it 
was found that while it gave com- 
plete relief from these distressing 
symptoms it left the patient almost. 
childish and without any feeling of 
responsibility, This condition was, 
of course, much better than having 
the individual grief stricken and 
anxious all the time. Fortunately 
it has been found that many of 
thes, patients who have undergone 
the operation become almost norm- 
al and resume their former occupa- 
tions or places in the community. 


Although this operation has been 
effective in relieving grief and fear, 
some research workers in neurology 
(merve structure) and psychiatry 
(human behavior), state that {f the 
shock treatment, so successful in 
mental cases is used early, there 
would be less need for this operation 
of prefrontal lobotomy. 

In “The Journal of the American 
Medical Association,” Drs. Theodore 
T. Stone and B, Cullen Burris, Chi- 
cago, state that many of these cas- 
es of melancholia (deep erief and 
anxiety) have other ailments pres~ 
ent and so much time 1s lost in 
treating these other ailments that 
the melancholia does not get the 
immediate treatment that would 
give relief, that 1s, shock treatment. 
‘These physicians state that these 
mental patients are treated for such 
conditions as diabetes, high blood 
pressure, symptoms following the 
menopause, sugar in the urine, gall 
bladder disorder and others. 

Because this type of mental dis- 
ease in its early form or stages re- 
sponds so readily to electric shock, 
the general practitioner should be 
aware of the early symptoms. 

Some of the early signs of melan- 
cholia are: Slowness in walking, 
talking and answering questions, 
staring expression, with glassy eyes; 
loss of appetite nad weight; nerv- 
ousness (tenseness and panic); in- 
comnia; feeling better in the after- 
noon. 

All patients with these early and 
Jate signs of depression and grief 
should be given a course in electric 
shock treatment at once, followed, 
if this fails, by insulin shock treat- 
men’. Drs. Stone and Burris. report, 
that 48 of 50 of these mental pa- 
tients, so treated recovered. 


A Valuable Instrument Which 
Makes Many Operations 
Unnecessary 

‘There are cases in which our most 
experience physicians and surgeons 
are in doubt about opening up the 
abdomen, The condition causing 
the symptoms may be one of several 
ailments, The physician and sur- 
geon do not want the patient to 
undergo operation, with possibility 
of shock, if operation is unnecessary. 
On the other hand it would not be 
wise or fair to not operate if a 
condition were present in which 
only opration would save life. It 
is for this reason that physicians 
and surgeons employ the peritone- 
oscopy. 

Peritoneoscopy is making a small 
incision or opening into the abdo- 
men and then using a Ughted el- 
ectric bulb and mirror which shows 

)the exact condition present in 
the abdomen, 

In “California Medicine,” San 
Francisco, Dr, J. C, Ruddick, who 
thas employed peritoneoscopy in over 
2,500 cases, states that this method 
4s especially valuable in patients 
with all types of liver disease, for 
examination of contents of pelvis 
(lowest part of abdomen), and to 
detect tumor or growth of any kind. 
All patients having ascites (flujd in 
abdomen) the causa of which is 
mnknown, should be examined by 
peritoneoscopy. “Considerable use 
was made of this method during 
World War II to determine the ex- 
tent and the exact location of {n- 
juries inside abdomen and caused 
by crushing, explosions and falls 
from high places.” 

Tt can be seen how peritoneoscopy 

enables the surgeon to determine 
) correctly the condition present and 
‘to decide whether operation is ad- 
visable, and, if cancer of stomach 
fs present, whether or not oper- 
ation should be performed. 

A further advantage of using this 
instrument {s that if makes possible 
the removal of small pieces of, tis- 
sue to see whether or not cancer 
is present, About 1000 tissue speci- 
ments were obtained. The age range 
in which the peritoneoscope was 
used was from 6 months to 85 years, 
There were as many males as fe- 
males. 

One-third of the patients ex- 
amined were proved to have cancer,

Cleansing Teeth After Eating Sugat 
Prevents Tooth Decay 
As I am a great believer in the 
energy-giving effects of sugar, know 
how I liked candy myself as a 
youngster, and remember the hours 
of play made possible after school 
by eating a slice of bread and 
butter covered with brown and 
white sugar, I feel sorry that our 
highest research workers in dentis- 
try show definitely that sugar is 
the greatest single cause of tooth 
decay. 
The sugar left on the surfaces of 
teeth works fast in causing decay 
but if the teeth are brushed or 
mouth rinsed out immediately after 
eating sugar, decay can be prevent- 
ed. This is on the authority of Dr. 
Maury Massler, Professor of Pedo- 
dontics (care of children’s teeth), 
College of Dentisty, University of 
Mlinois, 
In “The Journal of the Am- 
erican Dental Association,” Dr. 
Leonard §. Fosdick, Northwestern 
University chemist, states that tooth 
decay can be reduced 50 to 60 per 
cents by the relatively simple pro- 
cess of brushing or rinsing the 
teeth immediately after eating. 

Dr. Fosdick's report on the bene- 
fit of immediate brushing of the 
teeth after eating is based on a two- 
year research study conducted by 
a group of dental investigators 
among 946 men and women students 
at Simpson College, University of 
Louisville and Drake, Emory (Geor- 
gia) and Northwestern (TIllinois) 
Universities, During the test period, 
an experimental group of 523 stu- 
dents brushed their teeth with a 
neutral tooth paste 10 minutes af- 
ter eating, or if that was impossible, 
vinsed their mouths thoroughly 
with water. The other 423 students 
served as a control group and mere- 
ly continued their usual mouth 
hygiene habits, most of them’ bru- 
shing their teeth upon arising and 
before retiring. 

X-ray examinations at the end of 
the first year revealed that the ex- 
perimental group had developed an 
average of only 8 new cavities 
compared with 2.2 new cavities for 
the control group, a reduction of 
63 per cent. At the end of the se- 
cond year, X-ray examination re- 
vealed that the experimental group 
had 60 per cent fewer new cavities 
than the control group. 

Instead of trying to prevent 
children from eating sugar and 
candy, it would perhaps be better 
for parents to see that their chil- 
dren rinsed out their mouths after 
eating sugar and candy,

A Simple Method of Reducing 
Weight 

‘Many men and women, 10 to 15 
pounds overweight, would llke to 
lose this excess weight if it did 
not interfere with the amount of 
food eaten dally, or increase their 
present amount of exercise or phy- 
sical work, As stated before, there 
ig no royal road to weight reduction; 
it can only be done in one way -~ 
cutting down on the food intake or 
increasing the work exercise, or 
both. Yet a physiclan reports a 
method by which a man did not 
reduce his food intake nor take 
exercise yet got rid of his excess 
12 pounds of fat within four 
months,. 

He was 2 fa:lory supervisor with 
three floors und2r his care, As his 
food intake appcared to be normal 
for his helght and build, he was 
advised to simply interchange the 
food of his noon and eyening meals. 
This meant that his large meal of 
the day, his dinner --soup, meat, 
vegetables and dessert --was eaten 
at the noon hour, and the light 
lunch he formerly ate at noon --a 
bowl of soup, a lettuce salad, a slice 
of bread and a cup of tea --was 
eaten at the evening meal, about 7 
o'clock, Ag far as the, amount of 
food eaten in the 24 hours, he made 
no charige. 

At the end of the first month he 
lost flye pounds, at the end of the 
second three pounds, third month 
two pounds, and fourth month still 
another two pounds, 

Why did this interchange of noon 
and evening meals cause such a loss 
of welght? 

Simply because he worked off the 
lrage amount of food eaten at noon 
in his daily work. He climbed two 
flights of stairs and walked about 


the factory every afternoon, Then

when he went home and ate the 
Ught evening meal, sat around and 
read his paper or book, there was 
no large quantity of food to get 
stored away as fat, as had been the 
case when he ate his large meal in 
the evening, 

The Inrge meal at noon ifs not 
wise for mental workers as {t 
keeps them heavy or sleepy, for the 
first hour or more of the afternoon, 
However it works out well for any- 
one who has to walk, go shopping, 
or do other work. It is simple and 
conyenient method of getting rid 
if surplus fat without denying the 
appetite, $

VITAMIN B COMPLEX RELIEVES 
MENTAL SYMPTOMS IN SOME 
CASES 

At a time when mental illness was 
at an all-time high, when it was 
predicted that within 50 years one 
half of the world would be caring 
for the other half suffering with’ 
mental illnes, shock treatment—in- 
sulin, metrazol and electric—was 
discovered. Shock treatment has 
helped so many patients in mental 
hospitals, and made it unnecessary 
for so many borderline cases to go 
into a mental hospital that physi- 
cians are breathing more freely a- 
bout the mental situation and goy- 
ernments are spending more money 
in “screening” mental patients by 
psychiatric clinics, so that less mon. 
ey will be needed for building new 
mental hospitals, 

I have written recently about two 
conditions causing mental symptoms. 
—infections and’ underactive thy- 
ro{d gland. Symptoms disappeared 
by remoying the infection and the 
use of thyroid extract respectively. 

That another factor, vitamins, en- 
ters into the cause of mental symp- 
toms is stated by Dr, Norman Viner, 
Montreal, in “The Canadian Medic- 
al Association Journal.” Dr, Viner 
is a neurologist and a psychiatrist 
and bases his report on his work in 
the neuropsychiatric departments, 
indoor and outdoor, of Montreal 
hospitals during the past 10 or 12 
years. To these cases he added his 
private patients and patients refer- 
red to him by general physicians. 
He bases his method of treatment 
of mental ailments by use of vita- 
mins, on the work of Drs. Spies, 
Jolliffe and others whom I have re- 
ferred to in previous articles. 

The patient was first given a 
thorough physical and neurological 
(brain and neryes) examination, In 
the mental cases there was dulling, 
clouding, semicoma, irritability, con- 
fusion, with various peouliarities of 
behavior, occasionally delusions and 
even hallucinations, 

Dr. Viner found that some pat- 
Jents sent into hospitals for var- 
ious ailments or for observation 
were mentally disturbed also, and 
the psychiatrist was called In, As 
evidence of lack of the B vitamin 
was present— furred tongue, cold 
sores, scaliness of nose—they were 
put on vitamin B complex, partic- 
ularly nicotinic acid and thiamin 
chloride. In more recent years the 
treatment is a dally injection of al- 
most any of the various preparations 
of 1 cc of the B complex combined 
in the same syringe with 1 cc of 
thiamin chloride containing 100 
milligrams, Treatment lasted for 10 
to 12 days, 

By shock treatment, removal of 
infection, gland extracts and vita- 
mins taken daily, and the usual or 
routine treatment, mental ail- 
ments should gradually decrease. 


Is Pain Caused By Infection Or 
Injury? 

I haye written pefore about my 
own three attacks of sciatica and 
low back pain suffered years ago, 
The first attack was due to infect- 
ed teeth the removal of which gave 
{mmediate relief from pain. The 
second attack was due to injury 
caused by motoring too many people 
down a steep hill, which required 
sudden brenking of the car at one 
place Wearing a steel and leather 
brace for many months finally re- 
lieved the pain, The third attack 
was du to infected tonsils ‘the re- 
moval of which gave relief, and 
I've had no low back pain or scl- 
atica for past 20 years 

These three attacks taught me 
something that was known to a few 
physicians but which I had to learn 
the hard way This was that when 
Infectlon was present moyement of 
the body eased the pain to some 
extent, whereas rest (especially at

treatment relieves pain in most of 
these cases, In fact, relief from pain 
Occurs from exercise, by making the 
Jelly-like subsbtance in joints more 
liquid However, don't exercise a 
sprained or injured joint as it 
quires rest. 

Remember, then, that if 
erclse aggravates or {ncreases 
pain, jnjury 1s present If rest, ag- 
gravates or increases the pain, in- 
fection is present and you should 
have your dentist and physician try 
to find the infection

JOE PRIMEAU 


It must have been most gratify- 

ing to the many friends and rela- 
tives of Joe Primeau’s here in Lind- 
say to hear last Saturday that 
Gentleman Joe had been promoted 
to the senlor coaching position with’ 
the world's greatest hockey organi- 
zation. The name Primeau has long 
been synonomous with hockey, par- 
ticularly where championship teams 
are concerned Lindsay folks haye for 
years followed with keen interest 
the fortunes of the Toronto Maple 
Leafs (hockey variety) and now 
they will have a greater interest 
with a Lindsay born man taking 
over the reigns rom the great Hap. 
Day, who assumes the role of as- 
sistant manager. Joe left Lindsay at 
a fairly early age with his parents 
and they took up residence in To- 
ronto where Joe picked up inost of 
his hockey ability Primeau was the 
first professlonal hockey players 
ever signed by Connie Smythe. The 
Leaf's General Manager signed him 
to a New York Ranger contract 
when he gathered the ‘first great 
Ranger team together. 
When he was cut loose before the 
season opened in favor of Lester 
Patrick, Smythe re-purchased Pri- 
meau's contract out of his own 
pocket and brought Primeau with 
him when he took over the Toronto 
Leafs, 


Gentleman Joe, for a number of 
yen’s, was a great hockey star in 
his own right Fans of the early 
1930's will never forget his artistic 
centre-ice work as he made picture 
plays with Charlie Conacher and 
Harvey Jackson. His immense con- 
tribution to the famous “Kid Line” 
made the trio a byword in every 
Canadian home whore hockey is 
discussed The play of the “Kid 
Line” and the great interest they 
attracted, was no doubt one of the 
contributing factors that encour- 
aged Connie Smythe to go out and 
sell the idea of building Maple Leaf 
Gardens to the shareholders. 

Always a gentleman of the high- 
est order, both on and off the ice, 
Joe was honored in the 1932 sea- 
son for his clean play and all 
round ability by winning the Lady 
Byng Trophy. That was no mean 
) accomplishment, because {in those 
days Frank Boucher had a mono-

fact that Frank received the trophy 
outright and another award came 
into being. 

Regarded as one of the greatest 
play-makers ever to put on @ pair 
of skates, Primeau lead the Na- 
tional Hockey League in assists in 
three different seasons, 1930-31, --

against such great players as the 
immortal Howie Morenz, Bill Cook, 
Hooley Smith, and Toe Blake. 

He hung up his equipment after 
th, 1936 Stanley Cup finals, on the 
night of April 11th when Detroit 
first 
championship, Smythe and many of 
Joe's friends wanted him to stay 
in the League for at least another 
season but Joe had decided to quit 
while still in good condition Ac- 
cording to those who saw Joe play 
his final game --lt is not the re- 
membrance of his fine playing that 
evening that is so vivd in the mind- 
but the look of disappointment on 
Joe's face when the final bell rang, 
bringing down the curtain on his 
wonderful playing career. 

Since retiring from active play, 
Joe has become a successfful busi- 
ness man, has coached teams for 
17 years, winning the O.H.A.'Senior 
title six times, and the Allan Cup 
once His record as coach of St. 
Michael's Majors Is nothing short 
of sensational - two Mema ial Cup 
triumphs in '45 and ’47 and in 1946 
his club were in the Cup finals only 
to be defeated by Winnipeg Mon- 
archs, 

He was with the Stanley Cup 
winning Leafs in the 1931-32 sea- 
son as a player. It will be interest- 
Ing now to see if he can coach them 
to future victories, 

When the present Kiwanis Arena 
was opened Jan 3rd 1935, Joe Pri- 
meau and other Maple Leaf Hockey 
players put on an exhibition game 
for the fans. Since that time he has 
spoken at banquets here on several 
occasions 

Those close to Joe, say that he is 
more than a coach to the players. 
He's more like a father watching 
over his flock. Belng a father is

Experts from the Department of Ag- 
riculture say the answer {s to ro- 
tate the poultry range, 

At the experimental farm at Har- 
row, Ontario, the large paddocks are 
rotated with poultry on, year, o 
hoed crop the second, then oats 
and alfalfa the third year. 

The alfalfa provides range for the 
poultry during the forth year. 
Smaller runs are used every other 
year with fresh seeding in the inter- 
vening season, 

During the early summer last year, 
280 pullets were put out in plots: 
which had been in two and three 
year rotations over a period of twen~- 
ty years, Four months later, the 
same number of pullets were moved 
to winter quarters and there had 
been no sickness or deaths during 
the ranging period. 

Ther, is never complete assur- 
ance that birds will go through a 
growing season without a setback 
from intestinal parasites. Bug moy- 
ing shelters to rested ground from 
year to year, is a proved and worth- 
while precaution. ( 


HARVEST HAY EARLY 

It pays to cut hay early, for as the 
plants mature, fibrous, indigestible 
materials develop and the proport- 
| fon of protein decreases. The proof 
of this is seen in the superior per- 
formance and growth of animals on 
early season pasture, 

Authorities have proved ‘that the 
total digestible material decreases by 
three per cent as red cloyer plants 
maturet from full head to full bloom 
and even more serlous, digestible 
protein decreases 35 per cent, With 
timothy, the condition is even 
worse, and total digestible material 
decreases by 5.8 per cent and diges- 
tible protein by 42 per cent as the 
plants mature from full head to 
just past full bloom. 

Weather records gathered over 36 
years at the experimental Farm at 
Nappan, N. S., show that the aver- 
age temperature in July is a degree 
warmer than in August and that 
July has six per cent more sun- 
shine and 16 per cent less rainfall 
than August, This is contrary to 
common belief that as the summer 
advances, the weather becomes 
more favourable for making hay. 
What does happen, says E. T. Gor- 
ing, agronomist at the Farm, 1s 
that as the season advances and 
the plants mature, they become 
woody and dry and are easier to 
cure even in less favourable wea~ 
ther, But they have Jost a large 
part of their feeding value. 

This 1s a serious loss that no 
farmer can afford, Mr. Goring 
points out. It can be ayolded by 
cutting the hay crop early, when 
the plants are at their best, when 
the digestible nutrients are at 
their peak and the proportion of 
protein 1s high. Made into hay or 
silage at this time, a nutritious 
high -protein home-grown feed 1s 
obtained, 


BACTERIAL RING 
ROT WARNING 

J. W. Scannell, Assistant Ohief, 
Seed Potato Cerlfication, Division of 
Plant Protection, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, warns all po- 
tato growers (sced and tablestock) 
to instruct thelr seed cutters to 
watch carefully for any indications 
of bacterial ring rot-infected po- 
tatoes and to send any showing sus- 
picious internal discoloration just 
inside the tuber, to the nearest in~ 
spector, or to the Laboratory of 
Plant Pathology in the aren for 
{mmediate examination, 

AS No potatoes grown in New- 
foundlatd are permitted entry into 
the rest of Canada, Mr. Scannell 
has suggested that any samples 
there be sent for examination to 
C, G, Morgan, 123 Water Street, St. 
Johns, Newfoundland, 

Bacterial ring rot is one of the 
most serious potato diseases, said 
Mr, Scannell, and warned that only 
vigorous precautions on the part of 
nll concerned will prevent it from 
spreading into many potato grow- 
ing areas in Canada where it has 
not yet been reported, He caution- 
ed all growers to plant the best 
seed obtainable.

Summer Lawn Care 

Once the hot weather starts 1t 
will not be necessary and it 1s not 
advisable to cut grass quite so of- 
ten or so short, The lawn may need 
mor, watering, however. Experts 
caution against sprinkling. One good 
soaking every week or ten days dur- 
ing a dry spell is worth a dozen of 
the other kind. Most weeds in the 
lawn are easily disposed of with a 
spraying or two with 2-4-D. 

Of course ther, {1s little to be 
gained in killing out a bad patch of 
weeds with the new sprays unless 
the bare place following is reseed- 
ed with good lawn grass. It also 
helps matters’ to water and fertil- 
ize the lawn about a week after ap- 
plying the 2-4-D to encourage new, 
quick growth of grass to fill in where 
the weeds have been destroyed, 
Never too Late ~ well — 

Byen where the first planting 
could have been dohe weeks ago 
there is still time to have a good 
garden, In most sections of the 
country one can go on planting 
seeds, both flower and vegetables, 
right up to the end of June, and 
in some places up to mid-July. With 
standard vegetables like beets, car- 
rots, beans, lettuce, eto, the experts 
advise, spreading plantings regular- 
ly up to about mid-June in any dase 
so that the harvest will be lkewlse 
spread over many weeks. 

To hurry along the late plantings, 
one can take several short cuts, The 
ground should be extra well prepar- 
ed and some quick-acting commerc- 
jal fertilizer applied to push growth. 
Watering, {f possible, will also help. 
This growth with vegetables 1s es- 
pecially desirable and particularly 
with those of which the roots are 
eaten.

tours, television, publishing and mo- 
vie rights ; 

But he did know he was doing 
a good thing for the zither. And 
that made Anton Karas very happy 

Anton Karos found it a little dif- 
ficult to explain how the whole 
thing began, Not many people un- 
derstood his German tongue. And 
he could not speak in either English ! 


or French. 

But on tour with him, a Selznick 
representative, Mel Strauss put the 
German into English and the En- 
glish nto German .and made repor- 
ters all over the country feel that 
Karas was the easiest guy in the 
world to interview 

According to Karas, by way of 
Mel Strauss, the story began in a 
Viennese wine cellar 

45-year-old Anton Karas had been 
playing hs $150 zither in the wine 
cellars of Budapest for 32 years. 
The Viennese used to listen to his 
music while they sipped their wine.
